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Foreword 


On April 24, 1997, the House of Commons passed a motion dividing what was known as the Part 
III of the Estimates document for each department or agency into two documents, a Report on 
Plans and Priorities and a Departmental Performance Report. It also required 78 departments 
and agencies to table these reports on a pilot basis. 


This decision grew out of work by Treasury Board Secretariat and 16 pilot departments to fulfil 
the government’s commitments to improve the expenditure management information provided to 
Parliament and to modernize the preparation of this information. These undertakings, aimed at 
sharpening the focus on results and increasing the transparency of information provided to 
Parliament, are part of a broader initiative known as “Getting Government Right”. 


This Departmental Performance Report responds to the government’s commitments and reflects 
the goals set by Parliament to improve accountability for results. It covers the period ending 
March 31, 1997 and reports performance against the plans presented in the department’s Part I/] 
of the Main Estimates for 1996-97. 


Accounting and managing for results will involve sustained work across government. Fulfilling the 
various requirements of results-based management — specifying expected program outcomes, 
developing meaningful indicators to demonstrate performance, perfecting the capacity to generate 
information and report on achievements — is a building block process. Government programs 
operate in continually changing environments. With the increase in partnering, third party delivery 
of services and other alliances, challenges of attribution in reporting results will have to be 
addressed. The performance reports and their preparation must be monitored to make sure that 
they remain credible and useful. 


This report represents one more step in this continuing process. The government intends to refine 
and develop both managing for results and the reporting of the results. The refinement will come 
from the experience acquired over the next few years and as users make their information needs 
more precisely known. For example, the capacity to report results against costs 1s limited at this 
time; but doing this remains a goal.

Executive Summary 


The department's energies remained focused on five key priorities: achieve negotiated self-government 
agreements; strengthen accountability; improve conditions on reserve; achieve and implement claims 
settlements; and, promote political and sustainable development in the North. 


The details of departmental performance expectations and accomplishments are outlined in the summary of 
Departmental Performance (pages 20-28) and elaborated upon in the Business Line Performance section 
(pages 29-56). Some of the major highlights include: 


Achieve Negotiated Self-government Agreements 

OAs of March 31, 1997, over 80 sets of negotiations in various stages were under way representing 
approximately half of the First Nations and Inuit communities; three final agreements and 
25 framework agreements have been reached. 


Strengthen Accountability 
QO 82 percent of First Nation financial audits received a clear (unqualified) audit opinion from an 
independent, accredited auditor. 


Improve Conditions On Reserve 

(©) Reallocated over $125 million to accelerate improvements to on-reserve water and sewer systems in 
1996-97 to address urgent and safety concerns. 

C) Introduced a First Nations and Inuit Summer Student Career Placement Program (over 3,000 summer 
jobs were created), First Nations and Inuit Science and Technology Summer Camp Program (over 
2,000 youths participated) and First Nations Schools Co-operative Education Program to help First 
Nations and Inuit youth gain work experience and develop careers. 

C1 Post-secondary education enrolment grew from about 13,196 in 1986-87 to an estimate of 
approximately 27,000 students in 1996-97. 

The number of on-reserve students remaining until grade 12 grew from 42 percent in 1986-87 to 
70 percent in 1996-97. 

59 First Nations enacted by-laws taxing real property on reserve, 23 First Nations collected 
grants-in-lieu of property tax from telephone and hydro-electric utility companies, collecting 
approximately $18 million in revenues. 

O $23 million invested in assessment and clean-up of sites. 


Achieve and Implement Claims Settlements 

© Thirteen specific claims were settled in 1996-97, bringing the total number of settlements achieved 
since 1985-86 to 156. 

Two comprehensive land claim and self-government final agreements were initialled in 1996-97. 

Further progress in 1996-97 was made by signing another 21 land claim and two self-government 
framework agreements (these self-government agreements were negotiated in tandem with the 


comprehensive claim).

© DIAND spent $7.9 million providing training and employment opportunities under the Nunavut 
Unified Human Resources Strategy for over 450 Inuit in 1996-97 in preparation for Inuit to assume 
over 50 percent of the approximately 600 new jobs that will be created within the Government of 
Nunavut.

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Minister’s Message 


ince my recent appointment as Minister of 

Indian Affairs and Northern Development, my 
energies have been focused almost entirely on the 
future, on working in partnership with Aboriginal 
leaders and Northerners to chart the course that will 
guide us through the government's new mandate 
and into the next century. At the same time, 
however, it is critical, particularly at this juncture, 
that we take stock of where we are and what has 
been accomplished to date. 


le this light, I have found the current performance 
review exercise challenging. Despite all of the 
truly excellent efforts on the part of both federal 
and First Nation governments, our collective 
accomplishments are overshadowed by the 
unacceptable social and economic conditions which 
still persist in many Aboriginal communities. The 
Report of the Royal Commission on Aboriginal 
Peoples provides eloquent testimony to this. This 
reality is also reflected in many of the statistics 
which appear throughout this document. 
Meaningful comparability with conditions enjoyed 
by most Canadian communities has, unfortunately, 
not been fully achieved. I am confident, however, 
that it is within reach and I am encouraged by the 
tremendous progress that has been made in recent 
years. 


ajor achievements have laid a solid 

foundation for the future, to mention only a 
few: the negotiation of 25 framework agreements 
on self-government; the new on-reserve housing 
policy; accelerated investments in water and sewer 
facilities on reserves; the implementation of key 
programs for First Nation and Inuit youth; the 
implementation of Nunavut; and, the construction 
of a multi-billion dollar diamond mine in the 
Northwest Territories. We must continue to build 
upon these successes and accelerate the momentum 
which has already been established. 


W: continue to support a more 
community-based approach to programs. 
The ultimate objective is to support First Nations in 
providing their communities with basic services 
that are both reflective of their culture and values 
and are comparable to the surrounding | 
communities. Further, there is an increased 
attention to fiscal accountability and control, as well 
as an increased emphasis on capacity building and 
partnerships to help the First Nations to achieve 
their aspirations. 


 Biscee First Nations have assumed 
responsibility for the delivery of almost all 
federal programming funded by the Department of 
Indian Affairs and Northern Development 
(DIAND). The Indian and Inuit Affairs Program 
continues to operate primarily as a funding agency 
with about 82 percent of the program funding going 
directly to First Nations and their organizations 
through funding arrangements. In its capacity as a 
funding services organization, DIAND is 
responsible to taxpayers in terms of ensuring 
appropriate accountability measures and value for 
funds spent, as well as to First Nations, Inuit and 
Northerners for ensuring continued support for 
basic service programming. 


le building on these successes to date, I will rely 
extensively on the guidance and 
recommendations of the Royal Commission on 
Aboriginal Peoples. I intend to play a key role in 
facilitating and fostering partnerships among First 
Nations, Inuit, Northerners, other levels of 
government, and private sector institutions. I 
believe Aboriginal and Non-Aboriginal peoples 
must work together as partners to build healthy 
self-sustaining communities, an achievement which 
will benefit all Canadians.

MANDATE 


DIAND’s broad mandate is reflected in its 
mission statement, “Working together to 
make Canada a better place for First 
Nations and Northern Peoples”. This 
mission must be accomplished in a highly 
complex environment. DIAND has primary 
responsibility for meeting the federal 
government's constitutional, political, and 
legal responsibilities to First Nations and the 
North. The department ensures that Status 
Indians living on reserve have access to the 
same basic services provided to other 
Canadian residents by provincial, territorial 
and municipal governments. Finally, it carries 
out the Red Book and Securing Our Future 


Achieving and implementing oe 


Together commitments to First Nations to 
govern with integrity, give Aboriginal issues 
high priority, renew the federal government's 
partnership with First Nations, and strengthen 
Aboriginal and northern communities, while 
creating jobs and economic growth. 


DIAND manages one of the most complex 
areas of federal jurisdiction, involving 
difficult historical, constitutional, federal- 
provincial/territorial, and social issues. It 
carries out its broad national responsibilities 
in partnership with 608 First Nations, 

88 tribal councils, 50 Inuit communities, two 
territorial governments and Canada’s northern 
population. 
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ROLES AND RESPONSIBILITIES 


DIAND’s roles and responsibilities are set 
out in the DIAND Act, the Indian Act, 
legislation pertaining to the Yukon, the 
Northwest Territories and Nunavut, and other 
acts relating to Indian Affairs. The Indian 
Act assigns specific trust responsibilities to 
the Minister of Indian Affairs and Northern 
Development with respect to Indian monies, 
estates, and reserve lands. The Act also 
assigns responsibilities for elementary and 
secondary education and band government. 


The department ensures access to basic 
services for Registered Indians living on 
reserves, increasingly by funding First 
Nations to provide the services themselves. 
These services include education, housing, 
schools, community infrastructure (roads, 
water, sewage systems), and social support 
services. The department negotiates and 
oversees the implementation of 
comprehensive and specific claim settlements, 
promotes economic development, and 
implements practical forms of 
self-government. 


In Canada’s North, the department assists in 
the development of territorial governance 
structures for Aboriginal and Non-Aboriginal 
northerners, promotes economic growth, 
manages the sustainable development of its 
natural resources, including mining, oil and 
gas, forestry (Yukon only) and water, and 
protects the northern environment. It also 
fosters Canadian leadership among 
circumpolar nations in environmental 
stewardship and sustainable development 
through the newly created Arctic Council, and 
manages ongoing federal interests, including 
the delivery of the Northern Air Stage (food 
mail) Program. 


OBJECTIVES 


The department was organized into four 
business lines in 1996-97 with the following 
objectives: 


Indian and Inuit Programming 

To support Indians and Inuit in achieving their 
self-government, economic, educational, 
cultural, social, and community development 
needs and aspirations; and to ensure 
fulfilment of Canada’s constitutional and 
statutory obligations and responsibilities to 
Indian and Inuit people. 


Claims 

To settle and implement comprehensive 
claims; to ensure the government meets its 
legal obligations by resolving historical 
grievances through negotiation and settlement 
of specific claims and managing 
implementation agreements; to provide 
research funding to Native claimants; and to 
work with the Department of Justice to 
resolve matters in litigation involving First 
Nations. 


Northern Affairs 

To promote the political, economic, scientific 
and social development of Canada's North; to 
assist Northerners, including Aboriginal 
groups, to develop political and economic 
institutions which will enable them to assume 
increasing responsibility within the Canadian 
federation; to effectively manage the 
sustainable development of the North's natural 
resources in preparation for eventual 
devolution; to preserve, maintain, protect and 
rehabilitate the northern environment; and to 
manage ongoing federal interests in the North, 
including federal northern policy, federal- 
territorial relations, claims implementation, 
and federal circumpolar activities. 
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Administration 

To provide for policy direction and sound 
management of the Indian and Inuit Affairs 
Program and the Northern Affairs Program 
(NAP) and for efficient and effective planning, 
accounting, personnel, communications and 
other administrative support. 


STRATEGIC PRIORITIES 


DIAND's strategic priorities are clear: achieve 
negotiated self-government agreements; 
strengthen accountability; improve conditions 
on reserve; achieve and implement claims 
settlements; and, promote political and 
sustainable development in the North. 


Aboriginal and northern communities are 
diverse, with different needs and expectations, 
and Canada's political and economic 
environment is complex. For these reasons, 
implementing self-government will take 
considerable discussion. The new federal 
Inherent Right Policy, announced in 

August 1995, provides a framework to bring 
Aboriginal groups, provinces, territories and 
other Canadian institutions together to achieve 
practical and effective self-government 
arrangements. 


Canadians recognize the need for substantial 
improvements in the social and economic 
conditions of Aboriginal peoples and 
Northermers. This poses major challenges both 
in terms of policy (what kind of economic 
initiatives are appropriate?) and economics 
(how much should we spend on each 
initiative? and, how do we balance 
development and protection of the fragile 
northern environment?). Housing pilot 
projects, accelerated investments in urgent 
water and sewer projects, increased funding for 
post-secondary education, and the 
environmental review of diamond mining in 
the Northwest Territories are just some 
examples of practical solutions to these 
challenges. 


The department will support northern 
communities and territorial governments as 
they redefine their political and economic 
circumstances with the development of new 
constitutions for Nunavut and the western 
Northwest Territories and the comprehensive 
devolution of remaining NAP province-type 
programs to the Yukon Government. The 
department is committed to encouraging the 
development of stable public governments able 
to assume province-like powers that are 
compatible with the rights of Aboriginal 
people. 


Under the recently amended Auditor General's 
Act, all departments are required to develop a 
Sustainable Development Strategy, to report 
annually on its implementation, and to update 
the strategy every three years. DIAND will 
finalize its strategy, submit it for approval by 
December 1997 and then begin its 
implementation. 


The Royal Commission on Aboriginal 
Peoples (RCAP) Report was tabled in the 
House of Commons in November 1996. 
Established in August 1991, the RCAP was 
tasked with a broad range of issues, many of 
which are complex and deal with long 
standing matters in the relationship between 
Aboriginal and Non-Aboriginal peoples in 
Canada. The RCAP final report represents 
extensive consultations with Aboriginal and 
Non-Aboriginal peoples in Canada on various 
concerns and contains 440 recommendations. 


The final report’s recommendations cover a 
wide range of Aboriginal issues and will have 
long-term and far reaching implications that 
require cooperative efforts across 
governments and by all interested parties. 

The government has focused early efforts on a 
comprehensive interdepartmental assessment 
of the Final Report, while simultaneously 
taking steps to ensure that the report is made 
more widely available and to elicit initial 
reactions from Aboriginal partners through an 
informal, low-key process of sounding out 
Aboriginal views.

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At the same time, the department continued to 
support a more community-based approach to 
programs. The ultimate objective is to 
support First Nations and Inuit in providing 
their communities with basic province-like 
services that are both reflective of their 


culture and values and are comparable to the 
surrounding communities. Further, there was 
an increased attention to fiscal accountability 
and control; and increased emphasis on 
capacity building and partnerships to help the 
First Nations to achieve their aspirations.

What Are We Doing To 
Achieve Results? 


The department set out to negotiate and 
implement a number of agreements with First 
Nations and provincial and territorial 
governments in 1996-97 related to areas of 
self-government such as education, land 
management and alternative funding, in 
keeping with the new Inherent Right Policy.

What Did We Accomplish 
In 1996-97? 


While most of these self-government 
agreements take many years to achieve, 
overall, the department achieved important 
progress towards its commitments for 
1996-97. Highlights of these 
accomplishments, the details of which are 
included in the summary of Departmental 
Performance (page 20), include: 9 of 13 First 
Nations in Nova Scotia signed Mi'kmaq 
Education Agreement; engaging in over 

80 sets of negotiations in various stages, 

25 framework agreements and reached final 
agreements with two Yukon First Nations 
(Selkirk and Little Salmon Carmacks); as part 
of the Mohawk/Canada Roundtable 
discussions, initiated discussions on 
developing a self-government framework 
agreement on health and on a proposal on 
administration of justice; and, 
federal/provincial funding of 13 justice 
projects on reserves in Saskatchewan. 
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The performance of the department against its 
claims commitments, in particular 
comprehensive claims, is further evidence of 
the department's strong performance in support 
of self-government. 


Strengthening Accountability 


What Are We Doing To 
Achieve Results? 


During 1996-97 the department continued its 
efforts to improve the quality and timeliness of 
First Nations' financial audits and to improve 
the identification and follow-up of problem 
situations. Emphasis was placed on adherence 
to accountability principles and key 
mechanisms common to governments in 
Canada, while permitting First Nations to 
apply these in a way that reflects their 
traditions and situations.

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Where Are We Going? 


Self-government negotiations and 
implementations are on track against 
commitments. We will continue to work in 
partnership with Aboriginal groups, provinces 
and territories to reach and implement 
self-government agreements. 


What Did We Accomplish 
In 1996-97? 


The department continued to improve its 
overall performance over prior years' result 
levels. In particular, the introduction of the 
Public Sector Accounting and Auditing 
Standard was initiated in 1996-97 to be 
completed in 1997-98. 


One important accountability tool for First 
Nations is its financial audit. Over the past 
years, First Nations have significantly 
improved their financial management systems 
and timeliness of reporting. Sixty-two percent 
of audits are now received within 120 days of 
fiscal year-end compared to only 35 percent in 
1992-93 (Chart 6).

Furthermore, these audits are being prepared 
and disclosed to both community members 
and the federal government in a more timely 
manner. 


DIAND reviews all audits submitted by First 
Nations. In most cases, the audit meets the 
department’s requirements. The majority of 
First Nations are, in fact, handling their 
finances effectively; four out of five audits 
need no further action (Chart 8). 


In some cases, however, the audit may reveal 
problems, or the First Nation may be carrying 
too much debt (First Nations are making use 
of credit, mostly for housing). When it 
reviews the audit, DIAND also examines the 
debt load to ensure it is manageable. If the 
audit signals a potentially serious problem, 
the department requests a remedial 
management plan. In only 34 instances, 
DIAND has required a co-management 
agreement or a third-party manager to deal 
with serious problems (Chart 9).

What Are We Doing To 
Achieve Results? 


The department continued its commitment to 
support First Nations in improving living 
conditions on reserve. 


Funding was provided to assist First Nations to 
construct, operate, update and maintain basic 
community facilities such as water and sewage 
systems, roads, electricity, schools, community 
buildings and fire protection comparable to the 
services provided to nearby non-Native 
communities of similar size and circumstances 
by provincial, territorial and municipal 
governments. 


Funding was also provided to help First 
Nations address the basic shelter needs of 
residents, pursuant to the new Housing Policy. 


In the areas of socio-economic development 
and benefits, the department continued to work 
with First Nations to pursue alternative ways 
to use social assistance funding to integrate 
social and economic development policies and 
programs and reduce dependency on the social 
system. In addition, in 1996-97, 
commitments continued in education, and 
focus was placed on raising awareness of the 
Procurement Strategy for Aboriginal Business 
and encouraging Aboriginal business to pursue 
federal contract opportunities. 


DIAND is working with other federal 
departments, including those under the former 
Canadian Aboriginal Economic Development 
Strategy, to improve program integration, 
coordination and delivery mechanisms in 
order to involve and assist First Nations, Inuit 
and Innu to take advantage of economic 
development opportunities.

What Did We Accomplish 
In 1996-97? 


Although substantial progress has been made, 
overall performance is overshadowed by the 
tremendous gaps in socio-economic conditions 
on reserve compared to conditions enjoyed by 
most Canadians. In 1996-97, as seen in the 
summary of Departmental Performance 
(pages 22-24), the department met its 
commitments to improve living conditions on 
reserve. 
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Housing: During 1996-97, the department 
introduced a new Housing Policy based on 
four key elements - First Nation control, 
development of local capacity, shared 
responsibility and improved access to sources 
of private capital. This new policy is 
expected to both improve the condition of 
on-reserve housing as well as spur economic 
development and job opportunities on the 
reserves. 


The total number of housing units on reserve 
has increased from 64,402 in 1990-91 to 
80,443 in 1996-97 (Chart 10). Over the same 
period, the number of adequate units has gone 
from 28,209 (44 percent) to 41,885, 

(52 percent). In 1996-97, 2,487 housing units 
were completed and 4,222 were renovated.

In the areas of socio-economic development 
and benefits, the achievements were more 
difficult to attribute given the long time frame 
over which the changes occurred and the fact 
that the area is subject to external influences. 
Challenges related to demographics, economic 
conditions and fiscal restraint continued to 
impact on performance. 


Socio-Economic: Of particular note were 
some of the innovative Youth programs with 
Human Resources Development Canada 
(HRDC) and the conclusion of negotiations 
for the relocation of the community of Davis 
Inlet. 


DIAND provided $44.2 million to 437 locally 
based Community Economic Development 

Organizations (CEDOs) in First Nation, Inuit 
and Innu communities. CEDOs assisted their 
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communities to define and achieve their 
economic goals and objectives through 
business, employment and resource 
development activities. The 1996-97 
program results included training for 

4.011 individuals who then secured gainful 
employment and the creation of 5,009 jobs in 
new businesses and expanding businesses. 


The department provided $4.7 million to First 
Nations for 151 resource access negotiation 
projects to negotiate access to private sector 
resource development initiatives both on and 
off reserve, and created economic 
opportunities for Aboriginal arts and crafts 
companies through, for example, support to 
attend ““Tendence 97" (Frankfurt) and 
“Atelier 97" (Paris) trade fairs. 


The department, as well, established an 
Opportunity Fund in 1996 to provide 
financial assistance to First Nations, Inuit and 
Innu to take advantage of business 
opportunities where they lack equity to attract 
joint venture partners or secure conventional 
debt financing to establish viable business 
ventures. Sixteen business projects (covering 
a wide range of activities including tourism, 
aquaculture, bison ranching, trucking and 
forestry related projects) were approved in 
1996-97 at a cost of approximately 

$2.0 million. 


DIAND, with the Canadian Tourism 
Commission and Aboriginal Business Canada 
assists the Aboriginal tourism industry to 
develop marketing and promotional 
capabilities, effective communications 
systems, industry assessment and 
development capabilities and human resource 
development capabilities. 
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Education: In the area of education, great 
strides have been made in the past few years 
to transfer the responsibility of education to 
First Nations communities. 446 band 
operated schools existed in 1996-97 
compared to 243 in 1986-87 (Chart 14).

Indians are substantially higher for 
post-secondary graduates, 79.2 percent, than 
for high school graduates, 41.7 percent 
(Chart 20). The benefits of education reach 
beyond employment opportunities — these 
graduates, with new skills, trades and 
abilities, are valued assets to their 
communities.

Since 1986-87, the post-secondary education 
budget has increased from $98 million to 
$269 million (Chart 19). A significant _ 
portion of this increase ($20 million) allowed 
about 2,800 previously unfunded students to 
attend college or university, fulfilling one of 
the Red Book commitments. Enrolment of 
First Nations students has risen substantially, High School Graduation University 
from 13,196 in 1986-87 to an estimate of 
approximately 27,000 in 1996-97.

Chart 19 Social Development: The shifting 
demographics of the on-reserve population 
continued to place stress on the social services 
budget. In 1996-97, an average of 116,500 
family members and 36,200 single individuals

As of 1996-97, 67 First Nation Child and 
Family Service (FNCFS) agencies were in 
operation across Canada. There are currently 
another 50 First Nation organizations that 
have expressed an interest in establishing 
FNCEFS agencies.

In addition, in 1996-97, funding was allocated 
to support 506 First Nations’ people residing 
in institutions and to provide in-home care for 
5,302 individuals in 502 First Nation’s 
communities. 


Indian Government Support: Indian 
Government Support provides financial 
subsidies to First Nations to help pay for the 
overhead costs associated with providing 
municipal-type services to communities. 
These costs include: salaries and benefits to 
First Nations administrative staff; travel and 
training expenses; office rental expenses and 
common services for First Nation employees 
delivering services funded by the department; 
honoraria to elected officials; and, private 
pension plans and other benefits. DIAND 
also funds the salaries and other costs 
associated with the provision of advisory 
services by band councils to their member 
First Nations. 
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In 1996-97, 631 band or community councils 
provided services to various communities. As 
well, 80 tribal councils provided advisory and 
other services to 513 affiliated member First 
Nations and their communities. Nationally, 
467 pension plans were funded in 1996-97. 


Where Are We Going? 


The department will continue to support First 
Nations’ efforts to take greater control over 
their own lives and to design solutions to their 
own problems. Work will continue to sustain 
the progress in these areas in upcoming years, 
while continuing to explore the increased use 
of partnerships with other federal 
departments/agencies such as HRDC and 
Canada Mortgage and Housing Corporation. 
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Lands and Trust Services 
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What Are We Doing To 
Achieve Results? 


Lands and Trust Services (LTS) is 
responsible for discharging many of the 
Crown’s statutory duties and fiduciary 
obligations related to First Nations. These 
stem from the Constitution Act, 1867 and 
1982, the treaties, the Indian Act, the Indian 
Oil and Gas Act, and other federal statutes. 
This sector supports DIAND’s 
self-government agenda by continued 
strengthening of Aboriginal communities 
through devolution and partnerships with 
First Nations. The expected result is to fulfill 
the government’s fiduciary obligations and 
statutory duties, and to provide First Nation 
governments with the tools that will enable 
them to assume increasing responsibility for 
the decisions that affect them directly. This 
involves assisting First Nations to ensure the 
sustainable development in the management 
of First Nations lands resources, and 
revenues, while protecting the environment.

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What Did We Accomplish 
In 1996-97? 


Introduction of New Legislation to 
Increase Local Authority 


The First Nation Lands Management Act: In 
support of new legislation that will give 
participating First Nations an opportunity to 
be part of a new land management regime that 
allows them greater control to manage their 
lands and resources. Together with the 
Minister, Chiefs from 14 First Nations signed 
a Framework Agreement on 

February 12, 1996. This agreement will be 
given effect through the proposed First 
Nation Land Management Act and ratified by 
each of the participating First Nations as part 
of the opting-in process of community 
approval. The bill was tabled in December of 
1996. The bill was halted due to the election, 
and is expected to be reintroduced in 
Parliament in the fall of 1997. 


Indian Act Amendment Project: The project 
aimed to remove the most offensive 
provisions of the Indian Act. The 
amendments would have improved and 
modernized the Indian Act in order to 
promote local control, foster economic 
activity on reserve, and give First Nations 
increased financial autonomy. This project 
began when the Minister wrote to all First 
Nations and Aboriginal organizations in 
April 1995, inviting their support and 
suggestions for amendments to the 

Indian Act. After consultation with First 
Nations, 64 amendments were recommended. 
The Minister received drafting authority from 
Cabinet in June 1996. 


The Indian Act Amendment Project gave rise 
to Bill C-79, the Indian Act Optional 
Modification Act. The bill was introduced in 
the House of Commons by the Honourable 
Ronald A. Irwin on December 12, 1996. The 
bill was halted due to the election. 
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Promote Devolution 


Indian Estates: In 1996-97, family members 
administered approximately 54 percent of 
Indian estates. This is a decrease of 

Six percent since September 1995 (the 
decrease is because family members do not 
want to take on the responsibility and hiring 
assistance would be costly). 


Indian Moneys: Successfully implemented a 
national computerized system to administer 
the payment of ongoing treaty benefits to 
Indians. 


Elections: 308 of the 608 First Nations now 
hold their elections according to their own 
local rules. 


Indian Registration: As of June 4, 1997, there 
are 526 out of 608 First Nations responsible 
for administering the Indian Registry 
Administration Program. Forty-seven Indian 
Registry Administrators obtained read-access 
to the computerized Indian Registry System on 
behalf of 112 First Nations with read-access. 


Electronic Imaging: In support of advance 
devolution of the Indian Land Registration 
system, the Indian Land Registry has 
completed the task of creating a digital version 
of its record using electronic imaging 
technology. To date over 250,000 registered 
documents can now be viewed on computer. 
EIMS documents relating to individual First 
Nations can be copied and put on CD-ROMS. 
Participation in the Regional Land 
Administration Program has increased from 
114 to 126 participating First Nations and 
participation in the Land Management 
Delegation Program rose from 15 to 16 First 
Nations. 


Monitoring and Compliance Mechanisms for 
Leases and Permits: In support of advance 
devolution, WINLANDS, a software package 
for monitoring land transactions on reserves, 
including leases and permits, is being 
implemented in most regions, with completion 
planned for the 1997-98 fiscal year. One 
British Columbia First Nation also has access 
to WINLANDS. 


Improved Management Capacity 


First Nations Oil and Gas Management 
Initiative (pilot project): In support of oil 
producing First Nations, an individual 
Memoranda of Understanding has been signed 
between the Minister and the White Bear, 
Horse Lake, Blood, Siksika and Dene Tha’ 
First Nations. The initiative is a three-stage 
pilot project providing these First Nations with 
“hands on” experience in the management of 
their oil and gas resources leading to full First 
Nations’ control over the oil and gas functions 
currently handled by Indian Oil and Gas 
Canada (IOGC). In June 1996, 20 students 
from the pilot First Nations graduated from 
the Southern Alberta Institute of Technology 
with a certificate in Petroleum Land 
Administration. In 1996-97, the participating 
First Nations individually progressed through 
co-management in all areas relating to surface, 
subsurface and environmental practices. A 
second phase of the project has evolved into an 
enhanced co-management phase under the 
existing regulations set to begin in late 1997. 


IOGC Co-Management Board: On 

June 3, 1996, a memorandum of 
understanding with the Indian Resource 
Council of Canada (IRC) established a board 
of directors to co-manage IOGC. The board 
consists of six First Nation Directors selected 
by the IRC along with three federal 
appointees. The focus of the Board is to give 
direction on matters respecting IOGC policies, 
plans and priorities with the long term view of 
leading to the transfer of control to First 
Nations. 


During 1996, oil and gas activity levels on 
Indian Lands remained high: 119 wells were 
drilled; oil production increased by 12 percent; 
gas production increased by two percent; 
royalty revenue to First Nations from oil and 
gas production was $79.2 million; and, total 
revenues collected, including bonus, 
compensation and rentals was $91.7 million. 
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Taxation: Through the support and assistance 
of the Indian Taxation Advisory Board 
(ITAB), 59 First Nations enacted by-laws 
taxing real property interests on their reserve 
lands, while 23 First Nations collected 
grants-in-lieu of property tax from telephone 
and hydro-electric utility companies. This 
activity has generated approximately 

$18 million dollars annually in tax revenue. 
ITAB estimates revenues will exceed 

$22 million by 1997-98. 


ITAB and the Federation of Canadian 
Municipalities also launched the Centre for 
Municipal-Aboriginal Relations. The Centre 
will provide a national forum for 
municipal-Aboriginal relations and identify 
best practices in intergovernmental relations at 
the local level. 


Environmental Remediation of | 
Contaminated Sites on Reserve Lands 


Environmental Issues Inventory and 
Remediation Plan: Approximately 2,400 
environmental issues had been identified on 
reserves as of March 31, 1997. In 1996-97, 
approximately $23 million was invested in 
assessing and cleaning up contaminated sites 
on reserves, prevention training programs for 
the handling of fuel products, hazardous 
wastes and minor environmental crises. 


Indian Environmental Assistance Fund 
(IEAF): IEAF provides funding to First 
Nations to address environmental issues of an 
operational nature affecting reserves and 
traditional areas. During 1996-97, IEAF 
financed 45 projects for a total of $1.3 million. 
It also includes the development of six pilot 
Environmental Management Systems (EMS) 
in 60 First Nation communities. EMS 
provides a framework for practices designed to 
help a department, agency or First Nation 
manage its environmental agenda and 
document and communicate its environmental 
performance. 


Implement a Strategy for Managing 
Compliance with the Natural Resource 
Provisions of the Indian Act, the Indian 
Timber Regulations and the Indian Mining 
Regulations 


DIAND developed staff guidelines for dealing 
with unauthorized timber cutting and removal, 
and the removal of reserve minerals. 


Sustainable Development Strategy 


Following consultations with First Nations, 
Inuit and Northerners, a draft Sustainable 
Development Strategy has been prepared. 

This will be the subject of further 
consultations with our partners in 1997-98 and 
the strategy will be completed by 

December 1997 in accordance with the 
amendments to the Auditor General’s Act. 


Where Are We Going? 


The LTS sector has created a plan for change. 
The sector plan is two pronged. One prong is 
a national dialogue with First Nations. The 
purpose of the dialogue is to identify priorities 
and opportunities, in consultation with First 
Nations, for the overall transfer of LTS 
activities and the continuation of specific and 
new initiatives. A phased approach is 
envisaged. Phase I would be a series of “open 
space’ sessions with First Nations, one in each 
region, in an effort to determine a shared 
vision for the future of LTS activities, to 
establish priorities, and to identify partnership 
opportunities. A Steering Committee 
composed of First Nation leaders and senior 
departmental officials, jointly chaired by the 
Assistant Deputy Minister of LTS and a senior 
Chief, will direct the national dialogue. 


The second prong of the sector plan is 
compliance. DIAND is responsible for 
ensuring compliance with the Indian Act and 
the regulations made thereunder. The required 
level of compliance is being addressed through 
the development of a National Framework. At 
the same time, work will be done with First 
Nations to address resource management 
issues.

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In most cases, final settlements take several 
years to achieve due to the number of parties 
involved, the age of the claims and the unique 
nature and complexity of each claim. The 
settlement may result in financial benefits; full 
ownership of certain lands; participation in the 
management of lands, water, wildlife and 
environment; and, a share in revenues from 
natural resources. Land claims pave the way 
to greater prosperity for Aboriginal peoples. 
They also generate economic activity in 
neighbouring Non-Aboriginal communities.

What Did We Accomplish 
In 1996-97? 


During 1996-97, the department continued its 
progress on both the negotiation and the 
implementation of comprehensive and specific 
claims. The information provided in the 
summary of Departmental Performance 
(pages 24-25) provides more detail on the 


department's achievements, which include: 
settled 13 specific claims (see page 45 for 
details); conclusion of negotiations with Little 
Salmon/Carmacks and Selkirk First Nations; 
signing framework agreements in British 
Columbia (18 framework agreements), and in 
the N.W.T. with the Inuvialuit and Gwich'in 
on self-government negotiations. 


Steady progress was made in the 
implementation of comprehensive land claim 
agreements, and specific claims and treaty land 
entitlement settlements. In addition, the 
department, during 1996-97 participated in the 
Specific Claims Policy Initiative through a 
joint Assembly of First Nations/Canada Task 
Force. The objective of the task force was to 
provide recommendations on reform of the 
Specific Claims Policies as well as to provide 
recommendations for the establishment of an 
Independent Claims Body. 


Where Are We Going? 


Work against future commitments in claims 
negotiations and implementation is well 
underway. The department expects to 
continue its focus on reaching fair settlements, 
allowing Aboriginal claimants to take back 
control of their destiny, including their 
economic future. Claims settlements will 
continue to act as a springboard for 
self-government for First Nations.

What Did We Accomplish 
In 1996-97? 


Managing Federal Interests 


Implement Nunavut: The NAP has made 
significant progress in building strong 
northern public governments through the 
implementation of the Nunavut Act, which 
will culminate in the division of the N.W.T. 
into two separate territories on April 1, 1999. 
The creation of Nunavut will fulfill a 
long-time dream for the Inuit of the eastern 
Arctic — to govern themselves through public 


government in a territory of more than 
2 million square kilometres, one fifth of 
Canada’s land mass. 


Several key milestones were met in 1996-97, 
as the Inuit, and the federal and territorial 
governments worked in partnership to 
implement the public government structure, 
the infrastructure and the human resource 
capacity to make Nunavut a reality. The 
recruitment and appointment of the Interim 
Commissioner was completed. The Nunavut 
Electoral Boundaries Commission was 
established. The project to develop the initial 
legislative base for the Government of 
Nunavut commenced. The planning and 
design for the initial 66 of the required 250 
housing units was completed. Construction of 
the units commenced in 1997, creating local 
employment and skills training for many Inuit, 
and economic opportunities for Nunavut 
businesses. Over 450 Inuit benefited from 
training and employment opportunities under 
the Nunavut Unified Human Resources 
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Strategy; a strategy aimed at building capacity 
among the Inuit to assume more than 

50 percent of the approximately 600 new jobs 
that will be created within the Government of 
Nunavut. Finally, the concept of gender 
parity within the future legislative assembly 
was debated and then taken to a public vote to 
determine the level of support throughout 
Nunavut. Although the concept was defeated 
on May 26, 1997, the process followed 
confirmed that the people of Nunavut are 
playing a significant role in shaping their new 
government. 


Support Western Political Development: 
In the western N.W.T., the constitutional 
development process continued with the 
release of a report by the Constitutional 
Working Group called Partners in a New 
Beginning during the fall of 1996. This 
paper formed the basis for community — 
consultations in early 1997. DIAND 
continued to support this process. Ongoing 
discussions on finding ways for Aboriginal 
communities in the western N.W.T. to meet 
their self-government aspirations were 
managed by the Claims and Indian 
Government Sector. 


Yukon Devolution: On June 6, 1996, 
legislation to transfer control of onshore oil 
and gas to the Yukon Territorial Government 
was introduced in Parliament (Bill C-50). 

Due to the 1997 federal election this bill was 
halted and will have to be reintroduced in 
Parliament in 1997-98. The Minister released 
two proposals on the comprehensive 
devolution of all remaining Northern Affairs 
provincial-type programs to the Government 
of Yukon. The first proposal was a public 
consultation document, and the second was a 
formal federal proposal which the 
Government of Yukon was asked to respond 
to by March 31, 1997. The response date was 
later extended to June 10, 1997. In 

June 1997, the Yukon government indicated 
its willingness to proceed with the federal 
devolution proposal subject to the resolution 
of a number of issues. DIAND anticipates

completing devolution before the end of 1998, 
thereby meeting one of the key federal 
priorities for the North. 


Claims and Self-Government 
Implementation: The NAP is partially 
responsible for implementing land claim and 
self-government agreements. Under final land 
claim agreements, NAP is obligated to 
complete seven complex resource 
management bills by the end of 1998-99, 
leading to a co-management or partnership 
approach to resource decision-making in the 
North. Parliament has already passed the 
Yukon Surface Rights Act. The others are the 
Nunavut Waters Act (Bill C-51), the 
Mackenzie Valley Resource Management Act 
(MVRMA) (Bill C-80), the Mackenzie Valley 
Surface Rights Act, the Nunavut Surface 
Rights Tribunal Act, the Nunavut Resource 
Management Act and the Yukon Development 
Assessment Process Act. The first two pieces 
were tabled in Parliament on June 14, 1996, 
and December 12, 1996, respectively, 
however, these bills were halted due to the 
election, and are expected to be reintroduced 
in Parliament during 1997-98. Completing 
the remaining pieces of legislation are a 
priority in the coming two years. 


In July 1996, three related Nunavut 
co-management boards were established 
under the authority of the land claim: the 
Nunavut Impact Review Board; the Nunavut 
Water Board; and, and the Nunavut Planning 
Commission. In the western N.W.T., a 
number of new transitional boards were 
established to prepare for the passage of the 
MVRMA. The remaining transitional boards 
and tribunals will be established during 
1997-98. 


Promoting Strong International Arctic 
Relationships: Canada, in partnership with 
seven other Arctic states (United States, 
Russia, Norway, Sweden, Finland, Denmark 
and Iceland), established a high-level 
permanent Arctic Council in 1996-97, thereby 
taking on a leadership role among circumpolar 
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countries. This intergovernmental forum 
provides these states and Arctic peoples 
(indigenous and non-indigenous) an 
opportunity for cooperation, coordination, and 
interaction on common issues. Such issues 
include environmental concerns, economic 
and social development, health conditions, 
and cultural well-being. DIAND provided 
support for this initiative, which was signed in 
September 1996. DIAND participated in 
meetings of the senior Arctic officials who 
negotiated terms of reference for the Council's 
operations. Canada, through DIAND, and in 
partnership with Foreign Affairs and 
Environment Canada has agreed to provide 
secretariat support to the Arctic Council for 
the first two years, and is now organizing the 
international Conference on Sustainable 
Development in the Circumpolar North to be 
held in Whitehorse, Yukon in May 1998. 


Northern Air Stage (food mail) Program: 
As the lead federal agency in the North, 
DIAND must manage a variety of issues on 
behalf of Canada. The high cost of food in 
many northern communities without 
year-round surface transportation has been an 
issue for many years. The principal objective 
of the Northern Air Stage (food mail) 
Program is to reduce the cost of nutritious 
perishable food and other essential items, 
thereby improving nutrition and well-being in 
isolated northern communities. In 1995-96 
the federal government confirmed that the 
Northern Air Stage Program would continue 
with payments of up to $15.6 million per year 
to Canada Post Corporation to reimburse the 
Corporation for part of the cost of shipping 
commercial parcels by air to isolated northern 
communities. Refinements to the program 
were implemented in August 1996, including 
the elimination of certain high-fat convenience 
foods and some non-essential, non-food items 
from the program. These changes made it 
possible to avoid increases in postage rates 
for nutritious food and other essential items. 
The program continues to keep food prices 
lower than they would otherwise be. In 
1996-97, over 80 percent of the funding was 


applied to perishables. Six provinces 
(Newfoundland, Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta) and both 
territories benefit from the program. 


Promoting Northern Sustainable 
Development 


Responsible Resource Management: 
Through proper resource management, 
including the modernization of regulations 
and the development of the northern portion 
of the department’s Sustainable Development 
Strategy, the NAP is playing a key role in the 
promotion of northern economic development 
and growth. There were many significant 
achievements in 1996-97. 


Authority was provided to create the Yukon 
Mining Land Use Regulations which will 
allow for improved management of mineral 
developments in the Yukon, including 
increased environmental controls, when an act 
to amend the Yukon Quartz Mining Act and 
the Yukon Placer Mining Act (Bill C-6) came 
into effect on April 1, 1997. The regulations 
should come into effect in 1997-98. In the 
N.W.T., the Canada Mining Regulations are 
being reviewed in order to amend the 
administrative and royalty regimes for mining. 


On August 8, 1996, the Minister announced 
conditional acceptance of the environmental 
review of the Broken Hill Proprietary (BHP) 
Diamonds Inc. Project. This included 
agreement that the Governments of Canada 
and the Northwest Territories, Aboriginal 
groups and interested parties would be 
working together to put a protected area 
strategy in place by the end of 1998. Impact 
Benefit Agreements between BHP and 
affected First Nations were negotiated. On 
January 6, 1997, the Minister signed the 
Environmental Agreement and the water 
licence. BHP began construction of this 
multi-billion dollar N.W.T. mine in early 
1997: 
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evaluation of the AES was completed. The 
evaluation deemed the AES as one of the 
federal government’s most successful 
accomplishments to date North of 60°. The 
AES has produced a substantial amount of 
information, increased awareness and 
understanding of northern environmental 
issues and promoted measures to protect 


Amendments to the Yukon Timber human health, as well as partnerships with 
Regulations were made and include the Aboriginal groups. The NAP is committed to 
introduction of a reforestation charge, continuing the very important work begun 
eligibility criteria for commercial timber under the Northern Contaminants and 
permits, and increased stumpage fees. Hazardous Waste Programs in 1997-98 and 


beyond, as called for in the evaluation. 


Finally, renewed oil and gas activities in the 
south-western N.W.T., fostered and managed 
by the NAP, have resulted in almost 

$57 million in work commitments in the past 
two years. Expenditures in oil and gas 
activities in 1996-97 totalled $31.6 million. 
These expenditures have had direct economic 
impacts in western N.W.T. communities, most 
notably in Ft. Liard, where there is now The Canadian Environmental Assessment 
virtually full employment. Act was implemented in both territories. As 
co-management legislation required under 
land claims is passed, and the related boards 
created, environmental assessment 
responsibilities within claims settlement areas 
will gradually be transferred to these boards.

What Did We Accomplish 
In 1996-97? 


Streamline Department: Over the last 
decade, DIAND has rigorously pursued 
streamlining and efficiency measures. Over 
the period 1986-87 to 1996-97, the number of 
Full Time Equivalents (FTEs) has been 
reduced from 5,645 to 3,321, a decrease of 
over 40 percent, while expenditures have 
more than doubled, from $2.0 billion to 

$4.3 billion (Chart 21).

Increase Aboriginal Representation Within 
DIAND to 24 percent by 1998: The culture 
of the department is changing as a result of a 
number of major initiatives. The renewed 
employment equity program commits the 
department to filling 50 percent of vacancies 
(staffed from outside) with Aboriginal people. 
DIAND continues to improve its Aboriginal 
representation. As of March 31, 1997, the

Aboriginal employment rate within DIAND 
was at 23 percent compared to 20 percent 
three years ago. 


Introduce Innovative Ways of Doing 
Business: DIAND has taken a number of 
steps to improve its way of doing business. In 
1996-97, the department launched the 
following initiatives: 


The Resourcing Our Priorities (ROP) 
initiative which was launched by the 
department in 1995-96 is now well in hand. 
This initiative was designed to ensure that the 
department's increasingly scarce resources 
were most effectively devoted to high 
priorities and essential responsibilities. 
Regions and sectors identified their resource 
pressures, opportunities for reallocation and 
innovative ways of doing business. 


ROP reallocations have provided operating 
resources to support the Federal Treaty 
Negotiations Office in British Columbia and 
for a number of other claims tables. Also, 
ROP has strengthened the department’s policy 
capacity and has allowed us to continue 
discharging environmental review 
responsibilities in the North despite the fact 
that the related operating resources were 
sunsetted. 


The departmental La Reléve Action Plan has 
advanced the business of the department by: 
promoting the new leadership culture to 
ensure empowerment, responsiveness and 
clarity of direction; increasing Aboriginal 
employment to become more representative of 
our partners; and, supporting employees in 
dealing with constant change and preparing 
them for jobs requiring more knowledge- 
based competencies. 


DIAND has launched a leadership initiative 
which established a leadership profile. This 
profile will serve as a tool for measuring job 
performance. For example, when hiring 
managers for the department, the leadership 
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profile will help find people with strong 
leadership abilities. In addition to the 
establishment of a leadership profile, DIAND 
employees were invited to participate in open 
space sessions which were held in each region 
and sector. At these sessions, employees at 
all levels were provided the opportunity to 
voice opinions and put forth ideas that will 
contribute to the transformation of the 
department. From the thousands of comments 
received, it was evident that DIAND 
employees anticipate an organization that is 
results-oriented, has a clear understanding of 
the needs of its First Nations, Inuit and 
northern partners, and promotes 
cross-functional or cross-program teams. 


The department's philosophy is that all of us 
can develop the skills and benefit from 
becoming leaders. Most importantly, First 


Nations and Northerners will benefit from the 


initiative and innovation that genuine 
leadership at all levels of this department can 
produce. 


Informatics Changes - DIAND has 
developed an Information Management 
strategic vision, based on two complementary 
objectives: external information partnering 
and internal information sharing. The vision 
is not about technology. It is about changing 
the way the department interacts with First 
Nations and northern residents. In part, this 
means increased transparency, which requires 
access to information. It also means 
expanding the boundaries of departmental 
information management to include other 
federal departments and other levels of 
government - progress will produce 
efficiencies through shared information and 
business processes and increase service levels 
to, and reduce reporting burdens on First 
Nations and Northerners. The establishment 
of effective information partnerships requires 
the stabilization, standardization and 
simplification of information processes within 
the department and government agencies that 
serve First Nations and Northerners. Some of 
the changes will be operational, but others 
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will have profound implications for the way 
the department negotiates claims, registers 
Indians, manages relations with First Nations, 
sets policy - indeed for DIAND’s core 
business model. 


Year 2000 - The planning phase to ensure 
that DIAND's computers and computer 
applications will continue to operate in the 
Year 2000 and beyond was completed in 
April 1997. In July 1997, an internally 
developed how-to guide was circulated to 
officials across the department advising them 
of the actions required to ensure that all 
computers and applications are compliant 
with Year 2000 standards. Progress is now 
being monitored on a monthly basis. 


Expand use of Financial Transfer 
Arrangements (FTAs) - FTAs transfer 
increased authority to First Nations to permit 
them to direct public services to meet 
community priorities. These agreements are 
being increasingly established on a 
multi-departmental basis to streamline federal 
and First Nations operations and permit better 
coordination of federal funds at the point of 
service delivery. The agreements emphasize 
local accountability for local decision-making 
while recognizing the Ministers' continuing 
interest in the sound and effective 
management of funds. 


The department has established 

37 agreements between June 1995 and 
October 1996 with 73 First Nations to run 
pilot projects that will examine new financial 
transfer arrangements . 


Consolidation of Federal Funding 
Arrangements - Consolidation will reduce 
the administrative burden on First 

Nations - one cheque per month, one 
agreement, one audit. Last October’s 
evaluation of FTAs highlighted the inclusion 
of other departmental funding within FTA as 
a best practice in improving services and 
achieving client satisfaction.

At headquarters, Health Canada and DIAND 
are finding solutions to the authority and 
operational issues of a common national 
multi-departmental agreement and they are 
reviewing related audit policy, non-financial 
data requirements, electronic data exchange, 
service standards and capital facilities 
planning. At the same time regions are 
working with other government departments, 
especially Health Canada, to develop joint 
agreements.

What Did We Accomplish 
In 1996-977 


The Commission continued to devote much of 
its effort in the past year to addressing the 
threat posed to northern ecosystems and 
human health by toxic contaminants. In

October 1996, the Commission staged a 
major conference in Iqaluit entitled "For 
Generations To Come: A Canadian 
Conference on Contaminants, the 
Environment and Human Health in the 
Arctic". The three day gathering was 
attended by some 100 Canadian and 
international experts as well as 
representatives from across the Canadian 
North. The Conference was preceded by 
meetings in Whitehorse, Yellowknife and 
Kuujjuaq during which the local people 
indicated a sense of deep concern for the 
safety of country food. A summary report of 
the Conference was released in 

December 1996. Based on the discussions at 
Iqaluit, the report called on the government to 
establish a new, national contaminants 
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program to safeguard the northern 
environment and the health of northern 
peoples. 


As a follow-up to "For Generations to Come", 
the Canadian Polar Commission sponsored a 
special session, "Contaminants in Arctic 
Ecosystems: Changing the Sustainability 
Equation" at the International Union for the 
Conservation of Nature Conference in 
Montreal. Members of the CPC board were 
joined by representatives of the Council of 
Yukon First Nations, Dene Cultural Institute, 
Inuit Tapirisat and the Inuit Circumpolar 
Conference. 


The Commission continued to stress the need 
for a clear federal commitment to polar 
science. Accordingly, it welcomed the setting 
up of an interdepartmental process to produce 
a federal Northern Science Strategy and has 
been actively involved with seven federal 
departments to this end. 


In cooperation with the Association of 
Canadian Universities for Northern Studies, 
the Commission revised and updated the 
document " Northern Studies Human 
Resources Survey". The survey which 
includes information on research and training 
and trends in demographics will be published 
in the coming year. 


The Commission continued to work closely 
with institutes and organizations at the 
international level in the area of polar science. 
The Commission's Chairperson served as host 


at the formal inauguration of the Arctic 
Council in Ottawa. As Canada's adhering 
body to the International Arctic Science 
Committee (IASC), the Commission lobbied 
successfully for the need to establish an IASC 
planning group on Contaminants and Human 
Health in the Arctic. Support to the Canadian 
Antarctic Research Network has been 
ongoing. In conjunction with this advisory 
group, the Commission has been preparing an 
application for full membership to the 
Scientific Committee for Antarctic Research. 


The Meridian, the Commission's newsletter 
was distributed to approximately 

800 subscribers. The Commission was also 
involved in the publication of the Canadian 
Antarctic Research Network Newsletter. Two 
monographs "Toward a Canadian Antarctic 
Research Program" and "Canadians in 
Antarctic and Bipolar Science" were also 
produced. 


Where Are We Going? 


The Canadian Polar Commission will 
continue to actively promote the adoption of a 
federal science and technology policy for the 
North. Work will continue on compiling more 
detailed information on specific sectors within 
the field of polar science, a task which is 
essential to understanding the many factors 
influencing this country’s polar research 
capability and assessing our requirements for 
the future. 
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C. KEY REVIEWS 


Key Reviews Completed in 1996-1997' 


*Evaluation of the Arctic Environmental Strategy (AES): The evaluation assessed the ongoing 
relevance, performance and effectiveness of the AES and draws lessons learned from the six year strategy. 
The evaluation found that the strategy was very successful and was noted as one of the federal government’s 
most significant accomplishments to date north of 60°. The evaluation encountered concrete evidence on 
the realization of the intended short-term impacts and recommends that the strategy’s partnership approach 
be used as a blueprint for future DIAND and federal government initiatives in Canada’s North. The 
evaluation also found that the AES enhanced Canada’s credibility internationally, as demonstrated through 
contaminants research and the supporting role provided to Canada’s efforts internationally regarding the 
environment. Recommendations include the continuation of priority areas of hazardous waste clean-up and 
contaminants research, in addition to identifying ways in which cost-efficiencies can be gained. 


| *Interim Evaluation of the Experiences to Date with Financial Transfer Arrangements (FTAs): The 
evaluation addressed pilot projects with block funding initiatives focusing on implementation status and 
efficiency, departmental and First Nation accountability issues, short-term impacts, lessons learned and best 
practices. The evaluation found that there has been an evolution in the pilot FTAs in areas such as 
resourcing, accountabilities and agreement terms and conditions. A number of innovations and practices 
across the regions were noted. The evaluation identified a continued relevancy for the move towards global 
funding both in terms of First Nation aspirations for increased responsibilities and authorities, as well as 
providing a tool to enable the department and First Nations to better operate with moderated resources. As 
a result of the evaluation, the pilot projects are being continued and a management action plan has been 
formulated to implement the recommendations pertaining to training, data management and reporting, and 
transparency in the funding process. 


*Evaluation of the Additions to Reserves (ATR) Policy: The evaluation assessed the performance of the 
policy and its continued relevance. The evaluation concluded that the policy remains relevant in that it 
responds to the need for additional reserve land and the regional additions committees are generally satisfied 
with the policy and procedures in handling additions proposals. As a result of the evaluation, an action plan 
was produced focusing on improving timeliness, problem-solving and information exchange mechanisms, 
and assistance to First Nations with implementation issues. 


*Evaluation of the Environmental Issues Inventory and Remediation Plan (EIIRP): The evaluation 
assessed the rationale, effectiveness, and impact of the EIIRP. Key results included: a reduction in the risks 
associated with on-reserve health and safety when contamination issues were addressed and remediated, 
greater environmental awareness among First Nations; and, an increase in departmental liabilities as a result 
of the program uncovering undetected environmental hazards. As a result of the review, the department is 
moving to improve national standards concerning consistency in ranking priorities for remedial action, and 
promoting preventative measures to avoid environmental problems.

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*Evaluation of the Miawpukek Funding Agreement Evaluation: As required in the 1992-1997 
funding agreement, an evaluation was undertaken in 1996-97 of the effectiveness of this agreement, which 
contained many unique features when it was first negotiated and signed. Many of these features have since 
been incorporated into successive types of funding arrangements with First Nations across Canada and this 
evaluation provided the first opportunity to examine the longer term impacts of these innovative features. 
The evaluation found that the agreement had indeed achieved its original objectives, and that with the 

| positive working relationship established between the First Nation and DIAND Atlantic Region, many 
expectations had been exceeded. 


*Evaluation of the Canada-NWT Economic Development Agreement: This evaluation was 
undertaken in response to a Treasury Board requirement to address results achieved, appropriateness of 
structure and activities, impacts, delivery efficiency and effectiveness and continued relevance. The 

evaluation found that although the rationale for economic development programming remains valid, it 


* Audit of Material Management: A comprehensive audit of the material management functions and 
actions at headquarters and in the Atlantic and Saskatchewan regions was performed. This audit assessed 
the efficiency, effectiveness and economy of departmental management practices. The audit identified 
opportunities for the Material Management Section (MMS) at headquarters to reduce its workload and 
delegate authority, while ensuring compliance with relevant policies and ensuring control over procurement 
and asset management activities. Corrective actions implemented as a result of the audit include: 

improving the use of acquisition cards; increased delegation of purchasing authority; performing inventory 
counts on a cyclical basis; improving the support for the procurement and asset management systems; 
improving the management and tracking of assets; and, completion of a procedures manual. 


*Transfer Payment Management System (IPMS) Audit: The audit assessed the integrity and 
reliability of the reporting system which tracks transfer payments to First Nations and other recipients. The 
audit concluded that the integrity controls were adequate and effective and help to ensure the completeness 
and accuracy of transactions processed. The audit identified a number of recommendations aimed at 
strengthening controls over edit checks, payment transaction files and accidental deletion of data. A number 
of corrective actions resulting from this audit and the simultaneous Joint Application Development (JAD) 
initiative have been completed and should result in more effective controls over data processing. 


*Resources Information Management System (RIMS) Audit: The audit assessed the integrity and 
reliability of the reporting system at Indian Oil and Gas Canada (IOGC) which tracks the revenues from the 
oil and gas activity transactions. The audit concluded that the integrity controls within its reporting 
sub-systems were effective and helpful in ensuring the completeness and accuracy of processing oil and gas 
activity transactions. As a result of the audit, an action plan is being implemented to enhance data integrity, 
improve validation edit checks, and improve internal lines of accountability and communications between 
system users. . 


*Financial Audit of Indian Economic Development Fund (IEDF), Loan Guarantee Program, Year 
Ended March 31, 1995: The audit reviewed loan balances, records and transactions for the Loan 
Guarantee Program, as well as the financial management and administrative activities of IEDF. Findings 
indicate that the Loan Guarantee Program Schedule accurately presents the outstanding guarantees as 
reflected by departmental records, payments made and maximum contingent liabilities. Since the audit did 
not reveal deficient management practices and controls, no corrective action was required. 
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*Financial Audit of Indian Economic Development Fund (IEDF), Loan Guarantee Program, Year 
Ended March 31, 1996: The audit reviewed loan balances, records and transactions for the Loan 
Guarantee Program, as well as the financial management and administrative activities of IEDF. Findings 
indicate that the Loan Guarantee Program Schedule accurately presents the outstanding guarantees as 
reflected by departmental records, payments made and maximum contingent liabilities. Since the audit did 
not reveal deficient management practices and controls, no corrective action was required. 


* Audit of Social Assistance Database: This audit comprehensively examined the quality and integrity of 
the social assistance database. The auditors found the 1994-95 social assistance data submissions were 
incomplete, with unsupported estimations. An action plan is being implemented to improve the data 
collection process and develop a departmental directive requiring social assistance quality and challenge 
functions in all regions. 


* Review of the DIAND Forestry Decision Making Process in the Yukon Region: The review assessed 
the events, decisions, actions and effects of decisions relating to the Yukon forestry industry in 1995. A 
management action plan was prepared based upon review recommendations involving the establishment of 
a forestry management team, clarifying lines of responsibilities which focus on forest inventory and 
administration in specific areas, the development of an updated inventory of forestry resources, and studies 
of timber quality for determining what constitutes sustainable forest resource development in the Yukon. 


Review of the Relevance and Utilization of DIAND’s Corporate Reports: The review assessed the 
need, utilization and usefulness of corporate reports. Sixty departmental reports were identified as being 
produced on an ongoing basis at regular time intervals. Each report was assessed and recommendations 
included streamlining report production, discontinuation of certain reports and identification of potential 
cost savings. 


*Review of the Social Assistance (SA) Methodology for Compliance: This review provided senior 
management with an assessment of the adequacy of monitoring and the accountability framework related to 
the program. It also identified ways and means for a more cost-effective approach to program reviews and 
monitoring of social assistance activities and identified practices that could be used to ensure program 
reviews are an effective management tool to reduce risks in areas of eligibility, leakage and potential fraud. 
The review covered headquarters and all regions (except NWT). As a result of the review, the department 
will ensure that all forms of funding agreements for delivering the program have an appropriate compliance 
and program review component, that program recipient data is accurate prior to entering into funding 
agreements and that the year-end reporting requirements include appropriate program management data.

Foreword 


On April 24, 1997, the House of Commons passed a motion dividing what was known as the Part 
III of the Estimates document for each department or agency into two documents, a Report on 
Plans and Priorities and a Departmental Performance Report. It also required 78 departments 
and agencies to table these reports on a pilot basis. 


This decision grew out of work by Treasury Board Secretariat and 16 pilot departments to fulfil 
the government’s commitments to improve the expenditure management information provided to 
Parliament and to modernize the preparation of this information. These undertakings, aimed at 
sharpening the focus on results and increasing the transparency of information provided to 
Parliament, are part of a broader initiative known as “Getting Government Right’. 


This Departmental Performance Report responds to the government’s commitments and reflects 
the goals set by Parliament to improve accountability for results. It covers the period ending 
March 31, 1997 and reports performance against the plans presented in the department’s Part I/I 
of the Main Estimates for 1996-97. 


Accounting and managing for results will involve sustained work across government. Fulfilling the 
various requirements of results-based management — specifying expected program outcomes, 
developing meaningful indicators to demonstrate performance, perfecting the capacity to generate 
information and report on achievements — is a building block process. Government programs 
operate in continually changing environments. With the increase in partnering, third party delivery 
of services and other alliances, challenges of attribution in reporting results will have to be 
addressed. The performance reports and their preparation must be monitored to make sure that 
they remain credible and useful. 


This report represents one more step in this continuing process. The government intends to refine 
and develop both managing for results and the reporting of the results. The refinement will come 
from the experience acquired over the next few years and as users make their information needs 
more precisely known. For example, the capacity to report results against costs is limited at this 
time; but doing this remains a goal.

The establishment of the Portfolio has also 
created a new capacity for partnership and innova- 
tion, both among its members and with stakeholders 
in the private and public sectors. This capacity can 
be exploited in every region of the country, since the 
Industry Portfolio provides programs and services to 
businesses and consumers with about 15,000 staff, 
over 500 points of service in every province and 
territory, and numerous sites in cyberspace. 


As Minister responsible for the Industry 
Portfolio, I have directed the Portfolio members 
to actively seek opportunities to exploit the synergies 
available to them as members of a team of organiza- 
tions with similar objectives and complementary 
programs. This continuing emphasis on improving 
collaboration and partnership has helped to ensure 
that limited resources are focused more effectively 
on the priority areas identified for the Portfolio: 
promoting S&T, encouraging trade and investment, 


and helping small and medium-sized enterprises (SMEs) to grow. Working in partnership in these areas has 
enabled the Portfolio to make a significant contribution to meeting government objectives. 


Of the 13 members of the Portfolio, all except the two crown corporations (the Business Development 
Bank of Canada and the Standards Council of Canada) are required to provide annual Performance Reports. 
Reporting on performance is an important element of program management in the Portfolio. Identifying 
concrete objectives for programs and services, and measuring and reporting on progress over time, provides 
an accountability framework that enables Portfolio members to assess their effectiveness. As the 11 individual 
Performance Reports demonstrate, the Portfolio members have solid results to report for 1996-97. 


SECTION |: Message from the Minister 


Taken together, these reports provide a comprehensive picture of the Industry Portfolio’s performance. 

I would particularly like to highlight the following key Portfolio achievements: 

» the 29 very successful SME Conferences and InfoFairs held across the country, attended by almost 
51,000 Canadians; 

» the publication of Your Guide to Government of Canada Services and Support for Small Business 
1996-1997, a compendium of all the services and support available to small businesses from the federal 
government (over 250,000 copies in circulation); 

> the strengthening of the Regional Trade Networks and Regional Trade Plans, which bring federal and 
provincial governments and the private sector together at the regional level to generate new international 
opportunities for local businesses; 

» the coordinated approach to S&T across the Portfolio as reflected in the Portfolio S&T Action Plan—the 
Portfolio members have taken action on 45 of its 49 initiatives; 

» the S&T Forum, which brought together, for the first time, the members of all the boards and councils 
providing expert advice to the Portfolio departments and agencies; and 

> innovative approaches to service delivery building heavily on partnerships, such as the Canada Business 
Service Centres. 


Industry Canada’s Performance Report illustrates how our programs contributed to economic growth, 
job creation and the transition to a knowledge-based economy. Examples include: the launch of Strategis, 
Canada’s largest business information Web site (responds to clients’ needs, receives 3,400 visits per day); 
Investment Partnerships Canada, created with the Department of Foreign Affairs and International Trade 
(attracts new foreign direct investment, retains existing investment); the implementation of Technology 
Partnerships Canada (investments are expected to create/maintain 10,000 direct and indirect, high-quality, 
knowledge-based jobs); and quality service initiatives, such as the Canadian Intellectual Property Office 
(simplified procedures for clients, saved time and money, raised client satisfaction with the trademark 
process to 84.3% in April 1997). 


Over the coming year, the Industry Portfolio will continue to build on its synergies and to improve the 
services and support provided to its wide array of clients.

Strategic Objectives 


Recent economic performance indicates that the 
Canadian economy is on the right track. Still there 
needs to be continued focus on improving investment, 
innovation and trade development, supported by 
modern, effective marketplace rules and services, to 
strengthen growth. With partners and stakeholders, 
Industry Canada will continue to help improve the 
climate for economic growth and job creation in 
Canada by focussing on four key strategic objectives. 


Improving conditions for investment, both foreign 
and domestic, contributes strongly to economic 
growth. Investment in research and development is 
required to create the new products and processes 
that will increase productivity and make Canada more 
competitive internationally. Foreign direct investment 
brings not only immediate jobs and growth, but also 
access to global technology pools and management 
expertise. The amount of investment flowing in from 
abroad is also a hallmark of international confidence 
in Canada’s economy. 


Improving Canada’s innovation performance and 
the transition to the knowledge-based economy drives 
productivity increases. Without innovation, real income 
growth will not meet Canadians’ expectations. Innova- 
tion activities include research carried out in public 
laboratories (e.g. the CRC), development of a skilled 
scientific and technical work force, research and 
development (R&D) conducted by large and small 
firms to develop new products, application of leading- 
edge technologies in the workplace, and building of 
the Canadian information and communications 
infrastructure. 


Increasing Canada’s share of global trade is a direct 
outcome of investment and innovation. Companies that 
succeed internationally generally do so because they have 
invested in leading-edge, high-quality and competitively 


priced products and services that are marketed globally. 
Great potential for creating long-lasting, high-quality 
jobs results from increasing the number of exporting 
firms (especially small and medium-sized enterprises — 
SMEs) in all sectors and diversifying the markets to 
which they export. And, succeeding globally usually 
means a firm is more competitive at home. 


Building a fair, efficient and competitive marketplace 
is the foundation for investment, innovation and trade. 
It provides the efficiency required to conduct business 
while maintaining confidence in the products, services 
and transactions of the marketplace. 


Organization by Line of Business 


To deliver on these strategic objectives, Industry 
Canada is organized around three principal lines 
of business. 


Micro-economic Policy develops the policies, strategies 
and frameworks needed to improve Canada’s produc- 
tivity growth and to help Canadians take advantage of 
the knowledge-based economy. Policy activities focus 
on research, analysis and development of policy and 
legislative frameworks that encourage increased invest- 
ment, innovation, the transition to a knowledge-based 
economy, development of a world-leading information 
highway, stronger and more diversified trade and a 
healthy marketplace climate. 


Industry Sector Development helps strengthen the 
competitiveness of Canadian businesses by working 
with them to improve the climate for growth, to identify 
and overcome barriers to growth and to take advantage 
of emerging opportunities. Strategic approaches to trade 
development, investment, technology and sustainable 
development include such initiatives as Technology 
Partnerships Canada and Investment Partnerships 
Canada. In this overall context, the department also 

has several specific activities directed toward small 
businesses, such as the Small Business Loans Admini- 
stration, the CRC, the information highway and new 
ways of delivering strategic information through analyti- 
cal reports and Strategis, economic development in 
Northern Ontario (the Federal Economic Development 
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Initiative for Northern Ontario — FedNor), Aboriginal 
economic development (Aboriginal Business Canada) 
and tourism marketing and promotion (CTC). 


Marketplace Rules and Services promotes a fair, 
efficient and competitive marketplace for business 
and consumers and promotes Canadian marketplace 
standards internationally. Confidence in the market- 
place expands investment and innovation, leading to 
improved trade performance. By providing informa- 
tion and services, and developing and administering 
marketplace standards and regulations, this line of 
business enables businesses and consumers to con- 
tribute to and benefit fully from an efficient market- 
place. Components of this line of business include 
bankruptcy and insolvency supervision, incorporations 
and corporate governance, measurement regulation, 
intellectual property protection and dissemination, 
consumer information and marketplace analysis, 
consumer labelling and advertising regulation, 
competition law enforcement and spectrum 
management. 


These lines of business are supported by Corporate 
and Management Services, which provides the 
infrastructure and support required to deliver the best 
possible service to Canadians by increasing efficiency. 
It does this by developing new ways of interacting 

with clients using information technology, streamlining 
management practices, renewing and revitalizing the 
department’s work force, communicating what Industry 
Canada does, and encouraging the highest standard of 
public service.

Summary of 
Performance Expectations 


Industry Canada is accountable, to our clients and 

to the taxpayer, for the results and impacts of our pro- 
grams, as well as for the cost of delivering them. This 
accountability to our clients is an obligation that each 
and every employee of Industry Canada understands. 


Getting our performance measures right is a key priority 
for the department. We are taking steps to strengthen 
our management processes by making explicit state- 
ments of the results we expect to achieve, improving 
the way we track progress toward the expected results 
and making better use of performance information to 
improve client service. For fiscal year 1996-97, we 

are reporting our accomplishments against our 
Performance Goals by Line of Business, as enunciated 
in Figure 2 (page 7). Performance indicators have been 
developed for each of these performance goals, as 
illustrated in the table “Comprehensive Performance 
Expectations,’ which is located in Section IV: 
Supplementary Information (page 40). The department 
will continue to develop performance measures that 
provide better information on our progress toward 
achieving our performance goals. 


B Performance Accomplishments 


The following section sets out our accomplishments for 
1996-97 by line of business, as measured against the 
performance goals identified in the previous section. 


Micro-economic Policy 


Our policy activities focus on research, analysis and the 
development of policy and legislative frameworks that 
encourage increased investment, innovation, the transi- 
tion to a knowledge-based economy, the development 
of a world-leading information highway, stronger trade 
and a healthy marketplace. 


The following section articulates the accomplishments 
achieved by this line of business in 1996-97, as mea- 
sured against the performance goals set out in our 
strategic framework (See Figure 2, page 7). 


¢ Conduct and support leading-edge research and 
give advice on micro-economic issues as a basis 
for current and future policy decisions 


Industry Canada supported and strengthened the 
strategic objectives of government policy outlined in 
Building a More Innovative Economy (BMIE) and the 
micro-economic framework of the Jobs and Growth 
Agenda, which focusses on marketplace climate, 
trade, infrastructure and technology for business 

and consumers. 
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We provided micro-economic analysis and research to 

support the policy process at Industry Canada, and pro- 
vided government and business with strategic informa- 
tion on market and competitive 

intelligence: 


* published conference volumes: The Asia—Pacific 
Region in the Global Economy: A Canadian 
Perspective and Capital Market Issues 


* held a government-industry policy round table 
on capital market issues 


* published Monthly Economic Indicators 


* published a new quarterly publication, The Micro- 
economic Monitor, that gives the Canadian public 
a quick and easy-to-read update on Canada’s eco- 
nomic performance. The Monitor, which is widely 
distributed in Canada and abroad, is also available 
electronically on Strategis. 


¢ published research papers on trade, investment, 
infrastructure, technology, human resources and 
taxation and their relationship to the competitiveness 
of the Canadian economy 


* published and widely distributed MICRO, a quarterly 
publication highlighting new research findings 


* through Industry Canada regional offices, we 
produced regular reports on provincial economic 
indicators. 


Industry Canada also worked with other departments 
to identify medium-term pressure points in the Canadian 
economy and research gaps that need to be filled. 


We began implementing a strategy to promote a 
consultative culture at all levels in the department to 
help shift the focus toward building relationships with 
key clients and stakeholders. National and sectoral 
industry associations were targeted during the first 
year of the strategy (See box, above right). 


We have a focussed research program on SME issues: 
factors impeding SME growth, human resources 
requirements for SMEs, and key future SME issues. 


As part of this research effort, we entered into a part- 
nership with the Alliance of Manufacturers and 
Exporters Canada (AMEC) to conduct a needs assess- 
ment of 5000 SMEs across Canada. We used the results 
of the survey to develop SME policy within both 
Industry Canada and AMEC. 


Promoting a consultative culture 

¢ implemented weekly visits by senior 
officials to key clients 
identified and appointed departmental 
“champions” to manage relationships 
with 20 associations 
organized bilateral consultations 


between national and sectoral 
associations and the “champions” 
held meetings between associations 
and senior departmental officials to 
develop joint work plans 

piloted client profile databases for six 
associations using Lotus Notes 


We began a research project to evaluate the 
unincorporated micro-business sector and to identify 
the process of business growth and job creation in 
that sector. 


¢ Develop modern and effective marketplace 
framework laws and policies 


This has been a very active period for legislative 
reforms: 


* amendments to the Competition Act were tabled 


* amendments to the Bankruptcy and Insolvency Act 
and the Companies’ Creditors Arrangement Act 
were passed. The amendments will strengthen the 
reorganization provisions of the existing legislation 
and should help financially troubled businesses, 
particularly SMEs, recover from insolvency. The 
vast majority of amendments reflect the recommen- 
dations of the Bankruptcy and Insolvency Advisory 
Committee. 


¢ amendments to the Standards Council of Canada 
Act were passed. Initiatives to strengthen Canada’s 
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National Standards System were implemented 
beginning in April 1996. 


amendments to the Copyright Act, tabled with the 
Department of Canadian Heritage, were adopted by 
the House of Commons in March 1997. The objec- 
tive of this reform is to help strengthen cultural 
industries while providing users with access at 
reasonable cost. 


trademark changes regarding appellation of origin 
were implemented 


analysis of extensive consultations on possible 
amendments to the Canada Business Corporations 
Act was completed 


the Business Impact Test to assess the impact of 
regulations on business was improved in cooperation 
with the Treasury Board Secretariat and the private 
sector. It is expected that the changes will reduce 
regulatory costs for business, and improve analytical 
and consultative capabilities in federal regulatory 
departments. 


sectoral regulatory reviews were completed, as 

part of BMIE, for the forest products and automotive 
sectors, and opportunities for lowering the cost 

of regulations were identified 


the proposed Canada Cooperatives Act was tabled 
in March 1997 to replace the current Canada 
Cooperatives Association Act. The proposed Act 
will modernize the law by strengthening and 
clanfying the corporate governance tules relating 
to cooperatives and by providing them with the 
ability to take advantage of financing vehicles 
available to other business entities. (The proposed 
Act was re-introduced in September 1997.) 


Increase trade and investment through participation 
in the development and implementation of invest- 
ment and trade policies 


Industry Canada, in partnership with the Department 
of Foreign Affairs and International Trade (DFAIT) 
and Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada, plays a leading 
role in the new Team Canada International Business 
Development (IBD) Strategy launched in June 1995. 


IBD has four elements: Canada’s International 
Business Strategy (CIBS), National Sector Teams 
(NSTs), Regional Trade Plans and the International 
Business Opportunities Centre (IBOC). A central focus 
of IBD is building a domestic Team Canada approach 
to strengthening international business development 
efforts through partnerships with the provinces and the 
private sector. (Implementation of planned activities is 
discussed under the Industry Sector Development line 
of business — see page 14.) 


Together with DFAIT, we further developed Team 
Canada and signed a Memorandum of Understanding 
with nine provinces establishing cooperative arrange- 
ments for the delivery of international business devel- 
opment services to the private sector, minimizing 
federal-provincial duplication and overlap. 


Industry Canada participated in the successful 
negotiation of the Information Technologies 
Agreement on information technology products and 
was involved in the negotiation of a number of trade 
and investment arrangements to supplement the liber- 
alization achieved by the North American Free Trade 
Agreement (NAFTA) and the World Trade Organiza- 
tion. Industry Canada participated in the negotiation 
of a free trade agreement with Chile and the develop- 
ment of a new international investment strategy. 
Industry Canada participated in ongoing negotiations 
in the World Trade Organization (General Agreement 
on Trade in Services — Professional Services), the 
Organization for Economic Cooperation and Develop- 
ment (OECD: Multilateral Agreement on Investment), 
and the Asia-Pacific Economic Cooperation forum to 
secure access to markets and business opportunities 
for Canadians and Canadian firms. 


Industry Canada carried on with our coordinating role 
for overall federal participation in the Agreement on 
Internal Trade (AIT), monitoring sectoral activities for 
which other federal departments are directly responsi- 
ble. Implementing legislation for matters under federal 
jurisdiction passed through Parliament and came into 
force. We worked closely with the intergovernmental 
Internal Trade Secretariat in Winnipeg to press parties 
to implement their commitments to the AIT. 


SECTION II1: Departmental Performance 


Progress was achieved under the AIT, fulfilling specific 
obligations (or completing negotiations) in areas 

such as consumer-related measures on cost-of-credit 
disclosure, as well as on stuffed toys and upholstered 
articles, extra-provincial corporate registration and 
reporting requirements, investment residency require- 
ments, labour mobility issues, technical barriers in 
agricultural products and some trucking regulatory 
requirements. Progress has not yet been achieved in 
intergovernmental negotiations to reduce the number 
of entities excluded from the government procurement 
provisions, on extending those obligations to the 
MASH sector (municipalities, academic institutions, 
and social service and health agencies) and on 

an energy chapter. 


To provide greater understanding of the benefits of 
free trade, Industry Canada has completed or begun 
several studies aimed at developing a more solid 
factual and analytical base for possible future work 
under the AIT. These were focussed, variously, on the 
size of the total public procurement market in Canada, 
on the history of the negotiations that produced the 
AIT, on the experience of other economic unions 

and on standards-related barriers or impediments 

to internal trade. 


¢ Design policy and regulatory frameworks for the 
information highway that support competition 


Along with 68 other countries, we concluded the 
General Agreement on Trade in Services on basic 
telecommunications. This agreement will result in 

the substantial liberalization of telecommunications 
markets worldwide; Canada agreed to liberalize its last 
two restricted telecommunications markets — interna- 
tional services (including the end of Teleglobe Canada’s 
monopoly) and fixed and mobile satellite services. 


During 1996-97, Industry Canada: 


* obtained Cabinet agreement for legislation to 
modernize the administration of the Canadian 
numbering plan in view of the implementation of 
local competition policy (The Canadian numbering 
plan refers to telephone numbering, the system of 


telephone codes for Canadian telecommunica- 
tions networks.) 


revised regulations on the new Telecom Terminal 
Attachment Disclosure Process to enhance competi- 
tion between suppliers and service providers 


performed ongoing analysis of the developments in 
Canadian Radio-television and Telecommunications 
Commission (CRTC) proceedings on local telephone 
competition 


launched the second phase of the Information 
Highway Advisory Council (IHAC). The Council 

will give the government policy advice on affordable 
access, Canadian content, and information technology 
and the workplace 


held a successful federal-provincial-territorial Meeting 
of Ministers Responsible for the Information Highway 
in September 1996. The ministers agreed to follow up 
on the priority issues of access, privacy, electronic 
commerce and government service delivery. 


held discussions with the provinces on legislative 
options for a minimum standard of personal 
data protection 


raised awareness and understanding of the impor- 
tance of the information highway to Canada and of 
the Minister’s strategy for its implementation through 
focus groups, speeches and presentations. 


Industry Canada, working with 
Canadian Heritage, issued the 
government’s convergence policy in 
August 1996. It sets the framework 
for competition for all information 
highway facilities, products and 


services, while providing for contin- 
ued support of Canadian content. 
Competition between suppliers 

and service providers should 
increase choice and lower prices 
for consumers. 
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Industry Canada adopted spectrum policies to support 
a range of new wireless access facilities that help to 
advance competition in the delivery of telecommunica- 
tions, multimedia and broadcasting services: 


¢ issued policies and calls for applications: 


- to provide personal communication services 
(PCS). Four operators were licensed in 1996-97 to 
provide a range of advanced telecommunications 
services. 


- to provide wireless broadband facilities known as 
local multipoint communications systems (LMCS). 
Three operators were licensed in 1996-97 to 
provide services to about 200 communities. 


to construct a Canadian high-powered direct 
broadcasting system to accommodate Direct-to- 
Home (DTH) service and other broadcasters. 
Telesat Canada was awarded a licence to build a 
satellite in the 91° slot for service in late 1998. 


* opened new broadband spectrum in the 23 GHz and 
38 GHz ranges 


carried forward the development of policy direction 
for DTH satellite services. 


Promoting competition 

in telecommunications: 

DTH broadcasting 

e Industry Canada, with Canadian 
Heritage, developed policy direc- 
tions under the Broadcasting Act 
that called for dynamic competition 
in DTH satellite services. 

e After the government issued its 
policy directions, the CRTC 
licensed a number of competitive 
DTH services. Due to technical 
problems and the partial failure of 
Telesat’s Anik E-1 satellite, these 
licensees are not yet offering their 
services. However, some licensees 
envisage beginning service in 1997. 


¢ Implement the federal Science and Technology 
Strategy and other science and technology initiatives 


Many governments, particularly 
within the OECD, are focussing their 
efforts on the role of technology in 
job and wealth creation. In today’s 
global competitive environment, 
innovation is central to productivity 
improvements and a high standard 


of living. The OECD has noted that 
Canada suffers from an “innovation 
gap” — the development, diffusion 
and adoption of knowledge-based 
innovation into the economy are 
lagging behind those of other 
developed countries. 


In March 1996, Industry Canada launched the federal 
Science and Technology (S&T) Strategy, Science and 
Technology for the New Century. Along with our 
Industry Portfolio partners, we contributed to the devel- 
opment of the Industry Portfolio S&T Action Plan, 
which was launched simultaneously with the Strategy. 


Industry Canada, working with the Privy Council 
Office, helped launch, and provides secretariat support 
to, the new Advisory Council on Science and Tech- 
nology that was created by the Prime Minister. The 
council includes 12 prominent Canadians who have 
been asked to advise the Prime Minister and Cabinet 
on S&T priorities. 


Industry Canada worked with the Treasury Board 
Secretariat and other science-based departments 
and agencies to develop an approach to reporting 
on federal S&T activities and to address significant 
cross-cutting S&T priorities. 


With Statistics Canada, Industry Canada launched a 
major program to develop new indicators on science, 
technology and innovation. 


With Western Economic Diversification, we signed a 

Memorandum of Understanding with the four western 
provinces and the territories aimed at joint S&T plan- 
ning in the context of industrial and economic growth. 


SECTION III: Departmental Performance 
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Industry Canada led a study of R&D tax credits in all 
OECD countries and the Republic of Korea that was 
completed by the Conference Board of Canada. Results 
will be published in 1997. 


Working with the Department of Finance, Industry 
Canada helped to establish the Canada Foundation 
for Innovation. The federal government’s one-time 
investment of $800 million makes the Foundation the 
largest of its kind in North America. The Foundation 
has a requirement that projects be jointly funded by 
the private sector, other foundations, the universities 
themselves or provincial governments and will work 
to renew the research infrastructure in Canadian 
universities and teaching hospitals. 


Canada has led the world in the development of 

the Networks of Centres of Excellence program, which 
brings together Canada’s best researchers from acade- 
mia, industry and government to pursue research in 
areas that show great promise for Canada. This 
program has been renewed, and made permanent, 
allowing for both the continuation of promising net- 
works currently in place and the creation of new ones. 
Four new networks were added in the target areas of 
advanced technologies, environment, health research 
and technology-based learning in Phase II of the 
program, in conjunction with the granting councils. 
This brings the total number of networks to 14. 

These networks involve more than 1000 researchers, 
1700 graduate students, 48 universities, 37 hospitals 
and 405 industries. Since 1995, the networks have 
generated a total of 81 patents filed (21 awarded); 

46 licences were granted to industry and 59 are under 
negotiation. Since 1991, the networks have established 
27 start-up firms with 143 employees. 


Industry Sector Development 


Fostering a growing, competitive, knowledge-based 
economy is critical to the success of Canada. The 
Industry Sector Development line of business provides 
leadership and support to Canadian business as it adapts 
to the challenges and opportunities of the global and 
knowledge-based economy. To be successful, firms must 
invest, focus on activities requiring knowledge and 


skilled workers, have above-average productivity, 
exploit market opportunities abroad and be competitive 
at home. Some Canadian firms are strong global com- 
petitors but there are many more who could do better. 
We must also increase our share of global tourism by 
promoting Canada as a desirable destination. 


The following section articulates the accomplishments 
achieved by this line of business in 1996-97, as 
measured against the performance goals set out in 

our strategic framework (See Figure 2, page 7). 


¢ Increase the number of exporting firms and 
diversify markets 


In collaboration with DFAIT, Industry Canada 
developed and implemented the Team Canada 
International Business Development Strategy, which 
focuses on delivering services to increase the number 
of Canadian exporters and to diversify Canada’s export 
sectors and markets (see page 11). This Team Canada 
approach, based on the pillars of National Sector 
Teams (NSTs), Regional Trade Networks (RTNs), 
Canada’s International Business Strategy (CIBS) 

and the International Business Opportunities Centre 
(IBOC), is resulting in targeted sectoral strategies 
and focussed services to clients. 


Although Canada has become a 
leading exporting nation, it is not 

yet a nation of exporters. Large firms 
account for a disproportionate share 
of Canada’s export activity: five firms 
account for 22 per cent of our trade; 
and the top 50 exporters account for 
almost half of Canada’s exports. 
Although SMEs have great trading 
potential, less than 10 per cent of 
SMEs are taking advantage of 
globalization. In addition, exports are 
highly concentrated in a few sectors. 
Since one job in three depends on 
trade, increasing Canada’s share of 
global trade is a priority. 
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The International Business Information Network was 
set up to achieve widespread dissemination of basic 
export information. It is accessible electronically 
through Strategis. 


Industry Canada is working to improve the NSTs’ 
network. The NSTs promote partnerships between the 
public sector (federal and provincial governments) and 
the private sector to develop a coordinated and strategic 
approach to sectoral trade development. The NSTs 
identify trade priorities and focus government effort in 
those areas of private sector interest. In 1996-97, 
Industry Canada led 17 NSTs in developing and imple- 
menting sector-specific trade promotion strategies and 
activities for 23 industrial sectors. Collectively these 
resulted in the co-production with DFAIT of CIBS. 


In June 1996, each RTN published a three-year 
Regional Trade Plan identifying province-specific 
commitments and deliverables in eight key areas. Each 
plan lays out regional targets to the year 2000 within 
the broad context of national objectives (i.e. increasing 
export potential and diversification). 


The NST and CIBS initiatives have been reinforced 

by the complementary initiatives of the RTNs, the 
International Trade Centres and IBOC. In 1996-97, 
IBOC, established in partnership with DFAIT, followed 
up on 7500 foreign sourcing enquiries and contacted 
more than 10 000 potential Canadian suppliers, result- 
ing in more than 1000 Canadian firms becoming more 
active in international markets. 


We also targeted trade support to the needs and con- 
cerns of particular industry sectors, and focussed on 
key markets. For example, Industry Canada: 


* undertook more than 20 outgoing trade missions, 
technical seminars, business seminars or market 
reconnaissance trips in support of the Canadian 
environmental industry 


¢ established the International Working Group on 
Aluminium to improve market transparency in the 
global aluminium market and provided secretariat 
services. Key members include the United States, 
Russia, Norway and Australia. 


* developed the North American Fabric Sourcing 
Directory to help apparel companies meet the 
NAFTA rules of origin and to serve as the basis 
for the next round of negotiations on these rules 


* contributed to components of the Canada—European 
Union Mutual Recognition Agreement authorizing 
the certification of Canadian products, such as 
Canadian manufactured pleasure boats, as con- 
forming to European Union safety standards. 

The agreement will prevent domestic regulations 
from emerging as non-tariff barriers to bilateral 
Canada—European Union trade. 


¢ established a Steel Round Table Discussion Group to 
serve as a consultative mechanism for industry and 
government to identify priorities and discuss current 
and anticipated issues. 


¢ Attract new foreign direct investment and retain 
existing investment 


Industry Canada launched Investment Partnerships 
Canada in October 1996 as a joint initiative between 
Industry Canada and DFAIT to target high-impact 
multinational enterprise investment opportunities, and 
to improve links between investment promotion abroad 
and domestic industry expertise. This highly special- 
ized team is identifying potential opportunities to 
retain, expand and attract new international investment, 
selecting the best of those opportunities for focussed 
promotion, establishing investment strategies for each 
of the selected opportunities and implementing the 
targeted strategies. As part of this, we developed the 
Deputy Minister “Country Champion” program, which 
aligns the deputy ministers of key departments with 
specific target countries, a domestic call program, in 
which senior officials will visit Canadian subsidiaries 
of foreign multinational enterprises (MNEs) in priority 
sectors, and the MNE targeting program. 


The Investment Review Division, which is responsible 
for the administration of the /nvestment Canada Act, 
handled a total of 644 proposals filed under the Act 
from April 1, 1996 to March 31, 1997. Of these 
proposals, 130 were new business investments totalling 
$456 million, and 514 were investments involving the 
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acquisition of control of Canadian businesses with 
total assets of $13.7 billion. In this period, 70 per cent 
of investments originated from the United States 

with a further 15 per cent originating from European 
Union countries. Wholesale and retail trade industries 
received 25 per cent of investments from abroad, 
while manufacturing received 30 per cent, services 
received 27 per cent and resource industries received 
approximately 18 per cent of investments. 


e Encourage technological innovation in industry 
to improve the rate of adoption of advanced 
technologies 


Technology Partnerships Canada (TPC) was 
implemented to lever private sector investment in 

high technology products and processes. TPC is a 
central element of the government’s agenda to promote 
technological development as a catalyst for economic 
growth and job creation through increased productivity 
and competitiveness. 


TPC’s focus is on technologies essential to the 
knowledge-based economy: environmental technolo- 
gies, biotechnology, advanced manufacturing, advanced 
materials, applications of information technologies, and 
aerospace and defence industries. Investments take the 
form of conditionally repayable contributions in which 
the government shares both risk and reward with the 
private sector. These contributions are intended to 
enable businesses to undertake projects with a high

potential to stimulate economic growth and create jobs 
that otherwise would not have proceeded or would not 
have happened in Canada. 


During 1996-97, TPC approved 30 projects resulting 
in a multiyear R&D investment of $414 million. 

These investments are projected to lever approximately 
$1.6 billion in investments by private sector partners, to 
generate some $31.3 billion in direct sales (over the life 
of TPC’s involvement in the process) and to create or 
maintain nearly 10 000 direct and indirect jobs. TPC 
outreach activities have begun to help SMEs, generat- 
ing a number of exciting investment opportunities and 
projects in all sectors and regions. 


TPC Fills an Important Niche in the Innovation Continuum 
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With respect to TPC investment leverage: 


¢ TPC’s average cost-sharing ratio is 30 per cent. 
Each TPC dollar levers about $4.00 in private 
sector investments. 


* Incremental investment by industry for such things 
as facilities, production assets and future product 
enhancement continues after TPC’s funding expires. 


A major round of collaborative pre-competitive R&D 
projects for Phase II of the Pre-competitive Advanced 
Research Network (PRECARN) was held. Eighteen 
projects have been approved to date, five of which 
have been completed. Industry Canada’s support of 
PRECARN has enabled continued collaboration on 
technology development, diffusion and transfer in the 
areas of intelligent systems and advanced robotics. 


Industry Canada supported the National Research 
Council in the development and national launch of the 
Canadian Technology Network, a people-centred 
network involving more than 405 member organiza- 
tions and offering more than 4000 technology-related 
services and areas of personal expertise to SMEs. 


We facilitated six industry-led technology roadmaps 
by increasing awareness and understanding of the 
private sector of the merits of technology roadmaps; 
acting as a catalyst in bringing together industry, 
industry associations, research organizations and 
academia to discuss and undertake technology 
roadmap initiatives and process; and helping identify 
possible approaches that could be used by the industry. 
A roadmap is a mechanism for identifying the new 
critical technologies required by specific sectors to 
meet future market demands. Through involvement of 
key companies and supply chains, these initiatives are 
promoting technology development, strengthening 
technology infrastructure and facilitating the diffusion 
of technology. For example, 


¢ the first phases of two technology roadmaps (forestry 
operations and aircraft manufacturing, repair and 
overhaul) have been completed. The documents 
identify the driving forces and technologies that are 
critical for the industry to compete and meet future 
market demands and form the basis for the develop- 
ment of action plans. 


¢ the Aircraft Manufacturing, Repair and Overhaul 
Roadmap, which was led by Industry Canada, 
involved the National Research Council, the 
Department of National Defence, and the Ontario 
Ministry of Economic Development, Trade and 
Tourism. The result was the identification of 
50 technologies anticipated to be of critical 
importance by the beginning of the next century. 


We provided ways to enhance industrial cooperation 
between U.S. and Canadian firms under the Canada— 
U.S. Innovation Project through strategic intelligence 
on innovation in technology and industry sectors. 

An initiative is now under way with the Alliance of 
Manufacturers and Exporters Canada to help industry 
develop a better understanding of the U.S. technology 
agenda and activities, and to establish ways for 
Canadian firms to participate in U.S. technology 
projects and vice versa. As well, Industry Canada 

has placed a liaison officer at the National Center 

for Manufacturing Sciences in Ann Arbor, Michigan, 
the leading U.S. organization for initiating cooperative 
manufacturing technology development projects. 


We continued to develop Trans-Forum, an Internet- 
based communication and information service to 
promote technology transfer from universities and 
colleges to SMEs. We established an advisory board, 
evaluated pilot services, conducted feasibility studies 
for new services, expanded information services, and 
consolidated the client base. 


¢ Promote growth of the information technologies 
and telecommunications industries 


Industry Canada undertook a number of initiatives in 
1996-97 to promote the growth of these industries. 
For example: 


¢ held negotiations on Telecommunications Equipment 
Mutual Recognition Agreements with Korea and the 
European Union to facilitate trade in information 
technology equipment for Canadian business 


* participated in Canada—U.S.A—Mexico negotiations 
to harmonize mandatory telecommunications 
equipment certification procedures and regulations 
to facilitate export of telecommunications equipment 
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signed a Cooperation Agreement with the Mexican 
Ministry of Education that allows Canadian compa- 
nies and organizations to export learning systems to 
Mexico. The first contract was signed by the Open 
Learning Agency of British Columbia. 


established the Standards Information Service and 
made links to North American standards bodies. 
We also completed the first version of the Informa- 


tion Technology and Telecommunications (IT&T) 
Standards Roadmap for the information highway. 


implemented a comprehensive Statistics Canada 
survey to improve the analysis of sector competitive- 
ness and new technologies, finalized a study of the 
competitive performance of the telecom sector, 
published annual statistical reviews for information 
technology and content industries, and conducted a 
study on technology diffusion in the service industry 


added some 3500 IT&T enterprises to the Canadian 
Company Capabilities section on Strategis and 
developed the Canadian Initiatives on Networking 
Clearing House as part of Canada’s contribution 

to the G7 Global Inventory Project 


supported private sector human resources initiatives 
and worked with Human Resources Development 
Canada (HRDC) to develop a plan to form a Tele- 
communications Council, and initiated a Statistics 
Canada study to examine the apparent skill shortage 


initiated a national industry awareness campaign on 
computing issues related to the year 2000 


completed the preliminary work to set up a national 
assistive devices industry association for the manu- 
facture of information technology products aimed 
at Canadians with disabilities. 


e Place Canada and Canadians at the leading edge of 
the global information highway 


In collaboration with the private sector, Industry 
Canada has made steady progress in building the 
information highway and developing innovative 
new products and services that will accelerate 

the development and application of leading-edge 
technology. For example, we facilitated the launch

of local multimedia industry clusters as a basis for 
strategic alliances. We also developed new indicators 
that supported the work of IHAC, and helped pursue 
interest in international fora (e.g. OECD) in measur- 
ing the economic, financial and social impacts of the 
information economy. 


The Canadian Network for the Advancement of 
Research, Industry and Education (CANARIE), sup- 
ported by Industry Canada, has surpassed a number of 
its original objectives. It has been successfully linked 
internationally to the G7 high-speed networks. The 
Technology and Applications Development Program 
has had considerable success with the information 
technology industry, stimulating the development of 
innovative technologies and applications. The 
program has successfully levered several times its 
investment from the private sector. CANARIE has 
forged new ground, particularly in the telehealth area. 
A study, jointly funded by Industry Canada, Health 
Canada and CANARIE, was published in September 
1996. This study resulted in the government providing 
Health Canada with $50 million for the development 
of Health Information Services and Health Iway. 


Industry Canada continued to connect Canadians to the 
information highway, and to provide jobs and learning 
opportunities for young people: 
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¢ The Community Access Program (CAP) provided 
public access to the Internet to some 546 commu- 
nities and more than 800 jobs were created for stu- 
dents to work with CAP during the summer of 1996. 


SchoolNet has now connected 9385 of 16 500 schools 
in Canada; 1000 libraries and 300 First Nations 
schools have signed agreements to connect. 


¢ Computers for Schools delivered 14 600 computers 
in 1996-97, for a total of approximately 28 875 com- 
puters and 44 000 pieces of software donated since 
the program began in the fall of 1993. 


SchoolNet Digital Collections has funded the digiti- 
zation of more than 100 heritage and science and 
technology collections by more than 600 young 
Canadians to display on SchoolNet. 


SchoolNet Virtual Products successfully completed 
the National Graduate Register pilot project, with 
10 000 students enrolled to date, and launched 

30 new services for SchoolNet. 


¢ Student Connection allows post-secondary students 
to introduce SME managers to innovative on-line 
methods for meeting their business needs. Students 
gain the business experience and computing skills 
necessary to compete successfully in today’s job 
market. Since May 1996, more than 1600 students 
have been employed and more than 11 000 business 
managers trained.

© Conduct and support R&D in advanced tele- 
communications technologies through the 
Communications Research Centre 


The CRC developed new partnerships with external 
organizations to enhance knowledge and technology 
transfer from the CRC research program. For example, 
a working group was established comprising CRC, 
Nortel and the National Research Council to develop 
components and subsystems for advanced fibre-optic 
broadband networks. This raises the number of 
national and international agreements in which 

CRC is partnering to more than 30. 


Since its was established in 1969 as 
a civilian entity, the Communications 


Research Centre has actively trans- 


ferred its applied technology to 


private industry. Some 58 companies 
across Canada, representing almost 
a billion dollars in annual sales and 
4500 employees, trace their roots 
back to technology or industrial 
know-how flowing from CRC 


(See Figure 6, below). 


Impact of CRC Technology Diffusion on Canadian Economic Activity 
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CRC provided industrial support to Canadian firms, 
such as Calian, CAL Corporation and Square Peg, 

by licensing satellite communications technologies. 
These companies are providing high technology jobs 
for Canadians and exporting their products to markets 
around the world. CRC also developed a prototype 
suitcase terminal capable of delivering multimedia 
communications via satellite to desktop computers. 


The CRC Innovation Centre housed eight companies 
on site that were incubating innovative products. Two 
early successes have been Linmor Technologies Inc., 
which won the 1996 Ottawa—Carleton Business 
Achievement Award for New Business of the Year, 
and Innovative Fibers Inc. 


¢ Produce and deliver strategic business information 
to Canadian businesses through analytical reports 
and Strategis 


Strategis, Canada’s largest business information Web 
site, was launched in March 1996. Through Strategis 
(http://strategis.ic.gc.ca), users can access the latest 
information on trade data, micro-economic policy, the 
marketplace, emerging technologies, and on how to 
manage a business: 


Strategis received 3400 visits each day in 1996-97, 
70 per cent from SMEs. Users report Strategis saves 
them time and money because of the wealth of 
information it contains. 


Strategis 1s available 24 hours a day, seven days a 
week. Knowledgeable help-desk staff assist users 
over the telephone, by fax, and on-line using e-mail, 
and answer approximately 500 enquiries each week. 


Strategis is a growing resource, and is backed by the 
department’s commitment to be truly responsive to 
user needs. Regular and constructive client feedback 
has resulted in continuous improvement in the site 
since its launch, both in content and functionality. 
User comments have led to changes to the interface 
and significant improvements to both the search 
engine and the content of Strategis. 


In 1996-97, the amount of information on Strategis 
more than doubled, resulting in an increase from 


24 to 57 different products representing all lines of 
business in the department. Products introduced on 
Strategis toward the latter part of the year include the 
Corporations Database, which allows users to access 
information on federally incorporated companies, in 
addition to the 25 000 companies listed in Canadian 
Company Capabilities.

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¢ Strategis has formed partnerships with key industry 
associations to increase awareness and encourage 
adoption of the site, maximized marketing resources 
and expanded its information base. Partner pages 
were created with the Canadian Federation of 
Independent Business, the Information Technology 
Association of Canada and the Canadian Advanced 
Technologies Association. 


¢ The Canadian Patent Database, “Patents ‘X’ Express” 
was added to the collection, enabling quick searches 
on patents issued and patent applications. The 
database holds more than 500 000 individual 
records. The database enhances Canadian access 
to patent information, facilitating the diffusion of 
technology and helping to strengthen the technology 
infrastructure. 


We provided an innovative way of improving accessi- 
bility and of increasing audience reach and departmen- 
tal responsiveness at low cost through the Environment 
Industry Virtual Office, which was launched during 
1996-97. It was the winner of a gold medal during 
Technology in Government Week, a showcase of 

new government initiatives. The office is a “virtual” 
partnership among the provinces, industry associations, 
the private sector and the department. Through it, the 
environmental industry can get quick and easy access 
to information and services on R&D, domestic and 
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international markets, investment and financing, and 
human resources. The office is open 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week and Is helping to reduce duplication 
among governments. Virtual offices were opened in 
Ontario, Quebec, Nova Scotia and British Columbia 

in 1996-97. 


Ten Sector Competitiveness Frameworks were 
published that analyze the structure, performance 
and prospects for growth of specific industry sectors. 
This analytical tool assists both industry and govern- 
ment in developing and adopting appropriate strate- 
gies and policies that will strengthen the industry’s 
competitiveness and maximize its contribution to 

the Canadian economy. 


¢ Improve SME access to capital and information 


In 1996-97, nearly 31 000 loans were made under the 
Small Business Loans Act, supporting the creation of 
more than 73 000 jobs. Industry Canada is better able 
to assess the economic impact of this program and 
monitor the effectiveness of its cost-recovery mandate 
as a result of new data collection. 


In March 1996, the Canada Community Investment 
Plan (CCIP) was launched. CCIP helps communities 
work with their growth-oriented businesses to access 
existing local, regional and national sources of risk 
capital. Eleven communities were selected for funding 
in 1996-97. 


The Business Network Demonstration Project for SMEs 
was launched. The 15-member coalition was originally 
expected to recruit additional members, launch 

40 business seminars, train 50 business network 
advisors and form 30 demonstration networks. In 
effect, the coalition now has 100 members, has 

trained 150 business network advisors and formed 

36 business networks. 


A variety of services were provided in support of the 
SME community. These are listed in Your Guide to 
Government of Canada Services and Support for Small 
Business 1996-97, published in addition to the 
redesigned Small Business Quarterly. 


Twenty-nine small business conferences and informa- 
tion fairs were organized across Canada, attracting 
more than 50 000 participants to showcase the range 
of government programs and services available to 
SMEs. This resulted in greater awareness among SMEs 
of government initiatives and reinforced government- 
SME partnerships. 


A comprehensive, nation-wide database of small 
business support organizations entitled Contact! The 
Canadian Management Network was created to provide 
SMEs with easy access to management resources, soft- 
ware tools, publications and other specialized services. 
Since its inception, it has consistently been one of the 
top five products on Strategis. 


Industry Canada sponsored a feasibility study and the 
development of a business plan for establishing a 
national association of women business owners 1n 
Canada. The department also supported the develop- 
ment of an information network and a database for 
women entrepreneurs. 


The approval phase of the Canada—Ontanio Infrastruc- 
ture Works Program was completed in 1996-97, with 

a total of 5200 approved projects. Of these, some 3500 
were completed, encompassing roads, water and sewage 
systems, and municipal and educational facilities. 

By the end of 1996-97, some 16 000 claims for 
payment had been processed involving $660 million 

in federal investment. 


Financial support was provided for major industrial 
projects under the Canada—Quebec Subsidiary Agree- 
ment on Industrial Development. In 1996-97, some 
30 projects were approved — with $40.6 million in 
federal contributions to the total project costs of 

$1.1 billion — creating or maintaining more than 
3200 jobs. 


The Canada—Ontario Business Service Centre 
responded to approximately 450 000 enquiries from 
entrepreneurs and small businesses on business start-up, 
financing, intellectual property and other small business 
issues. In addition to the existing interactive Voice 
Response System and Faxback System, a Web site was 
created offering Starting a Small Business in Ontario 
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documents. Overall, clients indicated a satisfaction 
rating with the service of approximately 95 per cent. 


Improve economic development in Northern 
Ontario through FedNor:

- signed a Memorandum of Understanding with 
the Business Development Bank of Canada worth 
$5 million over three years, creating a potential for

potential for $10 million in loans to SMEs in 
growth-oriented industries 


- allocated $6 million in additional investment funds 
available to Northern Ontario Community Futures 
Development Corporations (CFDCs). 

improved small business access to information: 

- launched the FedNor Web site 

- upgraded the informatics capacities of the CFDCs 


- created an inventory of telecommunications 
services in Northern Ontario 


- signed a cooperation agreement with the National 
Research Council/Industrial Research Assistance 
Program to promote technology diffusion. 


improved small business access to markets: 


- coordinated the training and development of 
60 Northern Ontario Trade Account Executives 
in cooperation with DFAIT 


- supported the Team Nickel Belt Trade Mission and 
updated the Materiel Managers Directory. 


encouraged community partnerships: 


- launched initiatives in support of community- 
based, business-oriented projects such as a 


$6-million Northern Ontario Economic 
Development Fund, a $3-million Not-for-Profit 
Fund and a $3.2-million Tourism Fund 


- established an Aboriginal Working Group to 
examine ways in which FedNor’s programs and 
services can better respond to Aboriginal SMEs 
in Northern Ontario. 


* improved community economic development in rural 
Ontario through CFDCs: 


- FedNor administers the Community Futures 
program for all of Ontario. Community Futures 
provides support to 52 CFDCs, which are non- 
profit community organizations with volunteer 
boards of directors. CFDCs provide the following 
services in non-metropolitan areas: 


- strategic planning for community economic 
development 


- small business counselling 


- loans, loan guarantees and equity investments of 
up to $75 000 to support employment in local 
SMEs. 


In 1996-97, $5.5 million in additional investment funds 
were made available to Ontario CFDCs through 
Community Futures and FedNor. 


The CFDCs provided more than $30 million in 
investment support to more than 1000 Ontario firms. 
In addition, more than 2700 businesses received 
counselling services. This resulted in more than 
8500 jobs being created or maintained and approxi- 
mately $82 million in additional investment from the 
private sector. 


e Strengthen Aboriginal businesses and their 
capital base through Aboriginal Business Canada 


In 1996-97, Aboriginal Business Canada directly 
assisted in more than 1200 projects, including 

more than 600 in the strategic priority areas of trade 
and market expansion, Aboriginal tourism, youth 
entrepreneurship, innovation, and access to capital. 
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In collaboration with the National Aboriginal 
Economic Development Board, Aboriginal Business 
Canada increased emphasis on these areas, and focussed 
priorities on the knowledge-based economy. 


Aboriginal Business 

Canada (ABC): Delivering 

a high return on investment 
Since 1989, ABC has supported 
more than 5000 clients, with 
investments totalling $366 million. 
These investments have levered 
almost $700 million in investment 
from other sources, resulting in a 
direct impact on the Canadian 
economy of more than $1 billion. 
Firm survival rates are high and 
compare favourably with rates for 
Canadian SMEs overall. 
Considering reduced welfare and 
unemployment costs, return on 
investment for ABC projects 


averages $1.20. 


Aboriginal Business Canada, working with partners, 
promoted the growth and development of Aboriginal 
firms through several key initiatives in 1996-97: 


published the Aboriginal Export and Trade Directory, 
which profiles more than 100 export-ready firms 


established Aboriginal Tourism Team Canada 


conducted trade missions (to Europe and 
New Zealand) 


collaborated on an Aboriginal Travel Guide with 
the CTC and Abonginal organizations 


established the $10-million Aboriginal Youth 
Business Initiative to allow 18 Aboriginal financial 
organizations to provide financing and business 
support to Aboriginal youth 


supported Aboriginal Capital Corporation’s efforts to 
lever private sources of capital 


¢ enhanced the Spirit of Aboriginal Enterprise and 
Aboriginal Business Canada Web sites 


* produced, with the Canadian Intellectual Property 
Office, intellectual property information for 
Aboriginal clients 


e Increase global awareness of Canada as a 
desirable tourist destination and provide information 
to the tourism industry to support decision making 


through the Canadian Tourism Commission 


Tourism is projected to be one of 
the fastest growing global indus- 
tries of the future. At the same 


time, Countries around the world 


are developing new attractions 


and products and increasing their 
promotional efforts to attract more 
of the world’s tourists. Canada 
needs to continue to develop 
tourism products that meet chang- 
ing international tourist demand, to 
undertake targeted and innovative 
promotional programs, and to build 
strong partnerships between gov- 
ernments and industry to ensure 
Canada receives its share of 


projected tourism growth. 


The CTC was created to undertake an expanded 
marketing program in domestic and major international 
markets. The government provided a $50-million 
budget and challenged the tourism industry to match 
that funding through joint initiatives within three years. 
CTC actually attracted more than 1400 partners and 
increased partner funding, including a large cross 
section of SMEs, to more than $70 million. The initial 
budget was supplemented by an additional one-time 
contribution from the CTC’s partnering programs.

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The CTC and its partners contributed to tourism’s 
growth in Canada in 1996. International receipts rose 
by 9.7 per cent to $12.1 billion. A growth in outbound 
travel by Canadians, however, resulted in a 2.9 per cent 
rise in the travel account deficit. The number of foreign 
visitors to Canada increased in 1996 by 2.1 per cent to 
17.3 million person-trips. Despite a slight drop of 

0.7 per cent in trips from the U.S., there was a sub- 
stantial rise in tourist visitors from high-yield areas 
targeted by the partnership: Asia increased 17 per cent 
while Europe rose 8 per cent. As a result, tourism 
spending in Canada climbed to $41.8 billion in 1996. 


Marketplace Rules and Services 


Modern, effective and responsive marketplace rules 
and services give consumers, investors and business 
confidence in a supportive marketplace. This allows 
businesses to prosper and contributes to economic 
growth. These rules and services also play a key role 
in supporting the growth of the knowledge-based 
economy by responding to technological advances, 
changes in Canadian business structures and 
international trends and developments.

* conducting research on consumer issues in electronic 
commerce, negative-option marketing, bank service 
charges, banks’ entry into insurance retailing, 
telecommunications deregulation and sustainable 
development. (CIPO also did research on client 
perceptions and needs for new intellectual property 
products and services.) 


¢ launching, in 1996, the biotechnology research 
project to provide expert socio-economic, analytical 
and synthesis research on biotechnology and the 
marketplace 


¢ distributing more than 4000 copies of Scam Alert!, 
a four-part video to help consumers and businesses 
protect themselves against telephone and mail scams 


¢ launching the Consumer Quarterly, which provides 
timely information and analysis to consumers, 
scholars, industry and policy makers on topics such 
as consumer debt, financial services, biotechnology 
and voluntary codes 


¢ producing Be a Smart Shopper: Make Sure You 
Pay the Right Price, a brochure produced to give 
consumers tips on the reasons why the price charged 
at the checkout and what they expect to pay are 
often different 


¢ helping consumer groups reach financial self- 
sufficiency and increase their effectiveness as 
consumer representatives through continued imple- 
mentation of changes to the Consumer Affairs grants 
and contributions program.

regulatory changes was minimized 


investigating issues related to the auctioning of spec- 
trum space and the value of nghts and privileges to 
provide a number of telecommunications services. 
Auctions may provide a more economically efficient 
manner of allocating certain segments of the radio 
frequency spectrum. 
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¢ Administer and enforce marketplace laws and 
regulations to maintain business and consumer 
confidence 


We developed information products to promote 
voluntary compliance by: 


* completing consultations with clients on corporate 
compliance programs for the development of an 
information bulletin designed to promote voluntary 
compliance with the Competition Act by business 


* increasing the use of electronic and other media to 
disseminate information on consumer products com- 
pliance activities to businesses and consumers 


* providing new information kits on exemptions under 
the Canada Business Corporations Act (CBCA) and 
to assist clients in reviving corporations dissolved 
under the CBCA. 


We worked to make guidelines better understood by: 


* revising guidelines for corporations and their 
investors to explain the directors’ role in protecting 
the interests of minority shareholders under 
the CBCA 


* providing public seminars and producing user- 
friendly guidelines to increase the acceptability 
of corporate names proposed under the CBCA 


¢ harmonizing consumer protection of direct selling 
contracts and cost-of-credit disclosure under the AIT 
in support of the Consumer Measures Committee. 


We enforced existing laws when required by: 


¢ successfully pursuing a number of important 
Competition Act cases (See box, right) 


* conducting a joint Canada—U.S. Internet sweep to 
identify potential scams that made false or unsub- 
stantiated earnings claims, and making Internet 
promoters of business opportunities aware of 
relevant Canadian and American competition 
and antitrust laws

price fixing and for refusing to 
supply thermal facsimile paper 
application made to the Compe- 
tition Tribunal about the acquisition 
by ADM Agri-Industries of various 
wheat flour mills for a Consent 
Order to maintain a competitive 
market in Quebec and Atlantic 
Canada 
the first guilty plea by a profes- 
sional association for price fixing 
of professional fees among its 
members resulted in a fine of 
$50 OOO against La Federation des 
Arpenteurs-Géometres du Quebec 
the Competition Tribunal issued an 
Order against Télédirect for tied 
selling of advertising space. The 
company was ordered to pay a 
commission on, or sell space and 
services separately for, Yellow 
Pages advertising that covered 
a province-wide region of six or 
more markets. 
$200 OOO fine levied against a 
modelling and talent agency for 
frequent advertisements appearing 
in Greater Toronto Area newspapers 
that misrepresented opportunities 
for acting and modelling jobs 
a Consent Order, requiring the 
divestiture of assets, was issued in 
the Seaspan case involving ship 
berthing services in the Port of 
Vancouver. The sale of the assets, 
when complete, will restore com- 
petition to B.C. coastal waters. 


* promoting effective cross-border enforcement and 
information sharing, and coordinating consumer 
awareness activities among provinces in support of 
the Consumer Measures Committee under the AIT. 
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We investigated alternative mechanisms to improve 
compliance by: 


* undertaking a number of studies that provide knowl- 
edge and information for improved decision making, 
including one study of self-regulating organizations 
(leading to re-engineering recommendations for 
improved compliance) and another on causes of 
consumer bankruptcies 


* continuing service and compliance improvements 
and examining alternative compliance tools as a way 
to increase the cost effectiveness of compliance 
activities in OSB. 


¢ Promote international acceptance of Canadian 
marketplace standards to help Canadian businesses 
compete internationally 


We worked with partners to develop internationally 
acceptable standards by: 


¢ developing performance standards for multidimen- 
sional measuring instruments through a joint venture 
with the U.S. These standards have formed the basis 
for the development of international standards. 
Measurement Canada’s active participation in the 
development of international standards improves 
opportunities for growth and export for Canadian 
businesses. 


* making recommendations to the U.S. Federal Trade 
Commission during public reviews of its consumer 
protection rules on the marking for the gold, silver 
and platinum content of jewellery, and negotiating 
with NAFTA partners on harmonizing the creation 
of a symbol-based system for the care and cleaning 
of textile and apparel goods 


* participating in the Intellectual Property Working 
Group of the Free Trade Area of the Americas and 
in the discussions on harmonization of intellectual 
property practices for liberalized trade under the 
auspices of Asia—Pacific Economic Cooperation 


contributing to the efforts of the World Intellectual 
Property Organization to develop treaties, standards 


and guidelines to harmonize intellectual property 
laws and procedures internationally 


signing a Mutual Recognition Agreement with 

the Republic of Korea, and completing negotiations 
with the European Union. The Agreement deals with 
conformity assessment of a variety of telecommuni- 
cations, radio and information technology equipment 
and electromagnetic compatibility. 


promoting the establishment of a Working Group on 
the Interaction between Trade and Competition 
Policy at the World Trade Organization 


promoting compatibility of Canada’s framework 
laws within the NAFTA Working Group on Trade 
and Competition to advance the interrelationship 
between competition and trade 


minimizing non-tariff trade barriers and aiding 
consumer protection by actively participating in 
committee work such as the OECD’s Committee 
on Consumer Policy, ISO groups developing 
international standards for labelling products, 
and the U.S. National Association of Consumer 
Agency Administrators 


sponsoring the Canadian Standards Association’s 
submission of its model Privacy Code to the ISO 

for adoption as an international standard on privacy 
under the Building a More Innovative Economy 
Standards Initiative Program. This work will enhance 
consumer protection particularly on cross-border 
transactions and minimize non-tariff barriers to trade. 


We represented Canadian interests in international 
fora by: 


* hosting the 10th International Conference of Legal 


Metrology and a meeting of the Asia—Pacific Legal 
Metrology Forum. Delegates from more than 

70 countries discussed the role of these international 
organizations in reducing trade barriers and increas- 
ing global competitiveness through international 
standardization of technical requirements and 
guidelines for measuring instruments. 


supporting Canada’s participation on the OECD’s 
Committee on Consumer Policy to promote Canada’s 
consumer marketplace standards internationally

* acceding to the substantive provisions of the latest 
version of the Paris Convention for the Protection of 
Industrial Property to upgrade Canada’s membership. 
The main provisions ensure national treatment of 
applicants and owners, provide priority rights to 
applicants from member states, and set out a series 
of common rules for members to follow. 


* actively participating in the OECD’s committees on 
Competition Law and Trade Policy, with particular 
focus on converging interrelationships between trade 
and competition policies 


* assuming the annual presidency of the International 
Marketing Supervision Network and hosting the 
network’s first meeting outside Europe. The 
network’s primary function is to address emerging 
issues related to the enforcement of fair trading 
practices. 


* participating in international fora such as the 
International Association of Corporate Admini- 
strators to exchange information on corporate 
law administration. 


We worked in support of Canadian standards, including 
benchmarking by: 


* undertaking the technical studies necessary to develop 
the Canadian position for the World Radiocom- 
munication Conference in November 1997 in various 
fora (e.g. International Telecommunications Union, 
Inter-American Telecommunications Commission 
and the European Conference of Postal Services and 
Telecommunications) 


The Canadian delegation to the 
World Radio Communication Con- 
ference will seek to secure access 
for Canada to radio spectrum that 
will enable the radiocommunications 


industry to develop new services 
and equipment, be highly competi- 
tive in the world market and protect 
existing uses of the spectrum. 


* launching a benchmarking exercise to compare the 
services offered by the Corporations Directorate to 
those offered by various domestic and international 
counterparts to identify and implement best practices 
to improve service delivery. 


We worked to facilitate access to world markets by: 


* establishing a new streamlined disclosure process 
for the telecommunications terminal attachment 
program, which will help telecommunications 
service providers launch new services faster 


* acceding to the Budapest Treaty for the international 
deposit of microorganisms for patent disclosure. 
Canadian inventors seeking patent protection in other 
countries now only need to provide a single deposit 
of biological material to an authorized depository. 


Corporate and Management Services 


The following section articulates our accomplishments 
in support of the department’s three lines of business.

* provided extensive career counselling for employees 
through the Employee Resource Centre, financial 
counselling, workshops on change, assistance in 
preparing for job interviews, writing resumes and 
setting up a small business 
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* offered 57 noon-hour seminars on “Owning 
My Own Business” for 900 participants considering 
moves to the private sector as a result of 
downsizing 


* significantly increased the representation of women 
in the Management Category from 14 per cent to 
21.3 per cent 


* provided leadership in the development and manage- 
ment of work force information (PeopleSoft) sup- 
porting strategic work force management 


Manage and control departmental funds 


* coordinated the 1996-97 Departmental 
Business Plan 


* participated with four other departments in the 
selection of a new financial/materiel system for 
Industry Canada to meet Treasury Board’s new 
Financial Information Strategy requirements and 
compliance standards set for the year 2000 and 
began the implementation of the new system at 
Industry Canada 


¢ implemented the departmental Contracts Operations 
Tracking System at headquarters and all regional 
offices. Departmental policies on fleet management, 
asset management and microcomputer use 
were issued. 


was upgraded to ATM to provide increased 
bandwidth to Strategis and for Internet use by 
departmental personnel. 


enhanced the department’s electronic mail service 
to improve internal and external communications, 
including the ability to send and receive e-mail 
through Microsoft, Lotus Notes and the Internet 


with Communications Branch, improved Hoover, 
Industry Canada’s electronic media services, and 
expanded it to 500 users 


implemented an integrated library/information 
gateway system that provides clients with an 
easy-to-use, consistent interface to both local 
and remote databases 


rationalized office accommodations, which freed 
up approximately 2500 square metres for priority use 


took advantage of cutting-edge video technologies 
to open a major videoconference centre in Ottawa, 
which meets the department’s objectives of reducing 
travel time and costs while exploring alternative 
working arrangements 


implemented the questionnaire component of the 
Management Consulting Centre client satisfaction 
measurement system 


coordinated the development and approval of the 
Planning, Reporting and Accountability Structure 
(PRAS) for Industry Canada. The PRAS relates the 
internal management and accountability regime of

* completed audits of Staff Training, Revenue 


the department to its objectives, lines of business, 
resource requirements and performance targets. 


Increase efficiency by developing new ways of 
interacting with clients using information technology,

* implemented Asynchronous Transfer Mode (ATM) 
as the telecommunications transport mode for the 
department’s Wide Area Network. This increased 
the bandwidth without incurring any additional 
communications costs. Also, the Internet access 


Systems, Departmental Information Systems, 
Official Languages, Environmental Stewardship 
and the Pacific Region. Also, a Treasury Board- 
directed audit was carried out for 1994-95 
year-end expenditures. 


undertook an evaluation study of CANARIE Phase I, 
and developed evaluation frameworks for the Canada 
Community Investment Plan and CANARIE Phase II, 
as well as interdepartmental evaluations of Canada 
Genome Analysis and Technology, Networks of 
Centres of Excellence and the National Strategy for 
the Integration of Persons with Disabilities 
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provided performance measurement development 
support, most notably for the Industry and Science 
Policy Sector 


brought the Audit and Evaluation functions into the 
same organization. This has made more effective use 
of each group’s different skills and achieved greater 
complementarity and synergy. 


carried out evaluation studies of Aboriginal Business 
Canada, the Insight Plus CD-ROM, the Canada— 
Israel Industrial R&D Foundation, and the Canada— 
Ontario Infrastructure Works program, the latter led 
by Treasury Board Secretariat 


undertook two special projects: 


- assisted in the design of a Sustainable 
Development (SD) Strategy by profiling current 
departmental SD activities, identifying key 
management issues, and designing a performance 
framework for the strategy 


- assessed, in partnership with the Industry and 
Science Policy Sector, regulatory processes in 
relation to Treasury Board’s Regulatory Process 
Management Standards. 


Communicate to Canadians what Industry 


Canada does 


¢ developed and implemented a three-track communi- 
cations strategy: 


- track I focussed on other government departments 
and agencies, both federally and provincially 


- track II was aimed at Industry Canada employees 


- track III focussed on the department’s external 
clients. 


produced materials for and supported the Deputy 
Minister and senior staff in their presentations on 
the department and its priority areas to more than 
100 client groups 


developed and implemented “IC and Me,” an 
information program on Industry Canada during 
which trained employees led groups of their 
colleagues through exercises so they could become 
effective ambassadors for Industry Canada 


* worked with communications representatives from 
across the Industry Portfolio on initiatives to improve 
communications with clients in such areas as jobs 
and growth, youth, science and technology, rural 
economic development and trade 


* sustained quality communication support to minis- 
terial and corporate priorities, including the Science 
and Technology Review, the information highway, 
trade and investment and SME activities across 
the country 


* carried out an extensive program of consultation and 
partnering with key clients to determine their needs 
and expectations and to develop client-oriented 
responses and innovative delivery mechanisms 


¢ introduced an electronic media-monitoring system, 
giving the department more timely access to a 
broader range of information sources 


¢ developed more timely internal communications 
products to keep employees informed of depart-

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C Key Reviews 


This is a listing of the key internal reviews that relate to 
the performance of Industry Canada’s programs and 
policies, as well as the reviews conducted jointly with 
other organizations to examine horizontal or interde- 
partmental issues. It includes projects completed in 
1996-97. 


Internal Reviews 


Grants and Contributions Program for Non-profit 
Consumer and Voluntary Organizations: Evaluation 
Lead: Office of Consumer Affairs (OCA) 

Significance of review: This study was conducted 

to evaluate whether funding under the Grants and 
Contributions Program leads to improved consumer 
representation in and information about public policy 
formulation and the marketplace. 


Changes to the Grants and Contributions Program 
continue to be implemented; these are aimed at helping 
consumer groups reach financial self-sufficiency and 
increase their effectiveness as consumer representa- 
tives. Effectiveness will be measured by representation 
of consumers in the marketplace, growth in consumer 
groups’ client and membership base, effective 
partnerships with other government departments, 

other non-governmental organizations and the private 
sector, and improved research quality and use of 
consumer groups’ research and analysis by govern- 
ment and industry. OCA now provides greater quality 
control on the project contributions made to fund 
consumer group research. 


Effectiveness of Projects under the Grants and 
Contributions Program for Non-profit Consumer 
and Voluntary Organizations 

Lead: Office of Consumer Affairs 

Significance of review: The project was undertaken to 
evaluate the quality of work being produced by con- 
sumer groups that have received funding under OCA’s 
Grants and Contributions Program. 


Overall, the review found that quality is improving. 
Some consumer groups’ reports needed to be better 
designed and/or researched, and improvements were 


needed in the methodological references and in follow- 
ing the original terms of reference. 


OCA has now implemented a rigorous proposal evalua- 
tion process to help consumer groups focus their 
research to better serve and represent the consumer 
interest. 


Insight Plus CD-ROM Evaluation Study 

Lead: Audit and Evaluation Branch 

Significance of review: This was the first departmental 
information product to undergo an evaluation. The CD- 
ROM was produced during significant organizational 
change and under time and budget constraints. The 
study found that a more formal approach to product 
development and marketing would have contributed 

to better market penetration for the product and more 
significant impacts. It was recommended that future 
information products be guided by a comprehensive 
and formal product development and marketing 
strategy to confirm product demand and rationale, 

to understand client needs and to ensure these needs 
are met. Pre-release product testing with potential 
users, well-planned and coordinated promotion efforts, 
and client tracking ability are required for future 
information products. 


Aboriginal Business Canada: Evaluation Study — 
Lessons Learned 

Lead: Audit and Evaluation Branch 

Significance of review: The study focussed on 

the Aboriginal Business Development Program 
(ABDP) and was designed to provide input for future 
programming of the initiative. The evaluation addressed 
issues such as objectives achievement, the impacts of 
Aboriginal Capital Corporations (ACCs) and the 
effectiveness of the delivery system. 


The ABDP has had a positive effect on the creation 

of new Aboriginal businesses, increased employment 
and reduced dependence on social assistance, on the 
entrepreneurial culture of the Aboriginal community 
through the creation of a more sophisticated Aboriginal 
business community with a greater range of business- 
related capabilities, and on the creation of good role 
and leadership models. 
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The study identified a number of issues requiring 
further work: the continued role and structure of the 
ACCs; a focus on smaller entrepreneurial opportuni- 
ties; revisions to the ABDP structure and strategy to 
ensure that a new strategy builds on past successes 
and continues to support the Aboriginal businesses 
that truly need assistance and for which there are 
no alternatives; revisions to the program to include 
reduced time for processing applications; and 
improvements in the service provided by external 
delivery organizations. 


Advertising Evaluations: Canadian 

Tourism Commission 

Lead: Canadian Tourism Commission 

Significance of review: Advertising evaluations 
were conducted in 1996-97 by various consultants 
in the U.S., U.K., France and Germany to determine 
the effectiveness of advertising campaigns on 
consumer awareness levels and to assess conversion 
levels. Benchmarks for awareness levels prior to 

the ad campaigns were assessed in the U.K., France 
and Germany. The results confirm that awareness 
increased following the advertising campaigns and 
that conversion levels varied by market. The reports 
provide recommendations on alternatives to improve 
the targeting and effectiveness of ad campaigns. 


Audit of Departure Incentive Programs 

Lead: Audit and Evaluation Branch 

Significance of review: Treasury Board directed 
departments and agencies to complete an internal 
audit of their use of the departure incentive programs 
and the associated expenditures around the midpoint 
of the three-year Program Review implementation 
period. In general, Industry Canada has managed its 
workforce reductions well to date. It has sound 
monitoring and reporting mechanisms in place 

such that departmental management is informed 

of the pace and degree of progress as well as other 
pertinent information. 


Information Management/Information Technology 
(IM/IT) Projects 

Lead: Audit and Evaluation Branch 

Significance of reviews: Management-led IM/IT 


Systems Security Self-Assessment Project — Phase I: 
This project provided responsibility centre managers 
with a method to “self assess” their system security 
risk level and to take timely action to minimize weak- 
nesses. The project increased security awareness and 
systems security. 


Newly Upgraded Automated Name Search (NUANS) 
— Phase I: This project evaluated the current business 
resumption plan for this name search system, a 
requirement for incorporating businesses. The project 
identified business resumption plan criteria for use to 
outsource the management of this system. 


Audit of Quebec Region 

Lead: Audit and Evaluation Branch 

Significance of review: The main focuses of the 
Quebec region audit were finance, administration, 
human resources and informatics. According to the 
audit team, the management and control features of 
the various elements examined are adequate. However, 
some improvements are required by regional manage- 
ment to ensure greater efficiency in the management 
of operations. 


Regulatory Process Management Standards 
(RPMS): Evaluation of departmental regulatory — 
processes, development of action plan and 
follow-up implementation 

Lead: Industry Canada (Corporate 

Governance Branch) 

Significance of review: The seven major federal 
regulatory departments must meet the requirements 

of Treasury Board’s Regulatory Process Management 
Standards by the end of 1999. The Regulatory Affairs 
and Standards Policy Directorate (RASP) and the 
Audit and Evaluation Branch surveyed the regulatory 
processes of the major regulatory branches in Industry 
Canada and produced an Issues Scan Report. Overall, 
the review found that regulatory activity in Industry 
Canada meets or exceeds the baseline federal standard 
established by Consulting and Audit Canada. However, 
there is room for improvement, particularly in the areas 
of benefit-cost analysis and the formal consideration of 
alternatives. RASP, in consultation with regulators, has 
drafted an action plan to strengthen Industry Canada’s 
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regulatory practices and address issues discussed in the 
Issues Scan Report. 


Review of the Canada Business Corporations Act 
Lead: Corporate Governance Branch 

Significance of review: The Canada Business 
Corporations Act has not been substantially amended 
since its passage in 1975. Nine discussion papers 
were prepared by Industry Canada officials with the 
assistance of private sector experts and were mailed 
out to 1800 stakeholders across the country in 1995 
and 1996. Written comments were solicited and more 
than 200 completed business impact questionnaires 
and 100 written submissions were received in 
response. Subsequent consultations with more than 
200 stakeholders 1n nine cities across Canada gauged 
the reaction to the recommendations and options set 
out in the papers. Analysis of the written submissions 
and consultations will lead to recommendations to the 
Minister of Industry for legislative reform. 


Joint Reviews 


National Biotechnology Strategy (NBS) 

Renewal (Phase 1) 

Departments involved: Industry Canada, Environment 
Canada, Health Canada, Agriculture and Agri-Food, 
Natural Resources Canada and the Department of 
Fisheries and Oceans 

Lead: Industry Canada (Chemicals and 
Bio-Industries Branch) 

Significance of review: The review primarily 

detailed elements of the NBS and the renewal process. 
It included a major interdepartmental policy session 
that resulted in a preliminary discussion document for 
the public, a national and international scan of best 
practices in addressing ethical issues in biotechnology, 
a comparison of provincial biotechnology strategies, 
and a major presentation by departments and agencies 
involved in the renewal of the NBS to the Minister’s 
National Biotechnology Advisory Committee. 


Mid-Term Evaluation of the Canadian 

Tourism Commission 

Organizations involved: Industry Canada, Canadian 
Tourism Commission, provinces, territories, cities, 


tourism associations and private sector representatives 
Lead: Canadian Tourism Commission 

Significance of review: The mid-term evaluation 
was the first phase of a comprehensive evaluation on 
the progress of the CTC in the areas of communica- 
tion, awareness, impact and results. It also provided 
information to help the CTC prepare for ongoing 
performance measurement and monitoring. The 
findings indicate that there is high awareness 

and knowledge of who and what the CTC is, that 
the partnership approach adopted by the CTC is the 
correct one to meet the identified need, that the 
objectives are understood by stakeholders, and that 
the CTC has been successful in attracting partners 
and partner financial support. However, there 1s a 
continuing need to enhance the involvement of SMEs 
in CTC programs, activities and committees and for 
more effective communication with the industry. 
Additionally, current performance information 

needs to expand to respond to the needs of all 
decision-makers. 


Canada—Ontario Infrastructure Works Program 
(COIWP) Case Studies 

Organizations involved: Industry Canada and 
Treasury Board Secretariat (TBS) 

Lead: Audit and Evaluation Branch 

Significance of study: This project involved the 
preparation by Industry Canada and the province of 
Ontario of case studies for five COIWP projects at the 
educational and municipal levels. The approach fol- 
lowed a national set of guidelines and an interview pro- 
tocol established by the TBS. These case studies served 
as input to the national evaluation of the Canada Infra- 
structure Works Program, which was led by the TBS. 


Evaluation of the Canada-Israel Industrial 
Research and Development Foundation (CIIRDF) 
Parties involved: Industry Canada and DFAIT 

Lead: Co-led by Industry Canada and DFAIT 
Significance of review: The study concluded that 
there is a rationale for the program, that it made effec- 
tive use of third-party program delivery, and that it 
has been instrumental in bringing Canadian and 
Israeli firms together into alliances that are leading 

to new technologies and products, with potential for 
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significant project spinoffs. The study suggested that 
diversification may be required through the targeting 
of additional sectors, such as environmental technolo- 
gies. The interest of provincial governments in the 
program was originally underestimated in structuring 
CIIRDF. The study supported program renewal for an 
additional term. 


Canadian Code of Practice for Consumer 

Debit Card Services 

Organizations involved: Industry Canada, Canadian 
Bankers Association, Consumers’ Association of 
Canada and the Department of Finance. 

Lead: Industry Canada (Office of Consumer Affairs) 
Significance of review: A formal independent evalua- 
tion was conducted to assess industry adherence to 
the Code of Practice for Debit Card Services, which 
formalizes the commitment of debit service providers 
to protect consumers and defines participants’ shared 
responsibilities. 


Overall, the review found that debit card use is 
growing exponentially and that consumer concerns 

are low. Mystery shopping and telephone surveys 
confirm that most financial institutions meet or exceed 
the code. The evaluation concluded that the code could 
be improved by being clearer, consumers would benefit 
from clear and consistent information, and improved 
reporting of disputed transactions would facilitate on- 
going monitoring and improvements. Working groups 
have been formed to address these recommendations. 


Costs and Impacts of Workplace Hazardous 
Materials Information System (WHMIS) 
Regulations in the Automotive Sector 
Organizations involved: Industry Canada, participants 
from the Automotive Parts Manufacturing Association 
and an ad hoc committee of the Motor Vehicle 
Manufacturing Association, General Motors of 
Canada Ltd., Chrysler Canada Ltd., Navistar 
International Corporation Canada, Ford Motor Company 
of Canada Ltd., Burlington Technologies Inc., 

Siemens Electric Ltd., Samule & Son Company Ltd. 
and Dana Canada Ltd. 

Lead: Industry Canada 

Significance of review: The study revealed that the 


Workplace Hazardous Materials Information System 
has significant complexity and compliance costs for the 
automotive industry. The study shows that WHMIS 
lacks quality standards for the information used in the 
system, quality standards for training and appropriate 
managerial standards. As a result, recommendations 
from the study include harmonizing the labelling 
requirements within Canada of WHMIS, the 
Transportation of Dangerous Goods Act and the 
Consumer Chemical and Container Regulations, 
harmonizing the WHMIS Materials Safety Data Sheet 
(MSDS) requirements with those of Canada’s major 
trading partners, setting up a centralized agency to 
verify and/or produce the MSDS label, providing clear 
technical guidelines for complying with WHMIS 
training needs; and providing basic WHMIS training 
in public and high school programs. 


Information Technology Firms — The Business 
Impact Test and Customs and Excise Regulations 
Organizations involved: Industry Canada, Revenue 
Canada, Private Sector Advisory Working Group, 
including DuPont Canada, Molson Companies Ltd., 
Arthur Anderson & Company, Northern Telecom, 
Canadian Tire Petroleum Ltd., Evernigham Associates 
and Newton and Company 

Lead: Industry Canada 

Significance of review: This study investigated 
problems identified by the Information Technology 
sector regarding custom and excise regulations. 
Fourteen IT firms concentrated in the Toronto and 
Ottawa areas participated in the study. Smaller IT firms 
identified Customs and Excise regulations as the most 
burdensome. The primary concerns were with delays 
and uncertainties associated with complying with 
Custom and Excise regulations. Further, complying 
with “country of origin,’ warranty and intellectual 
property requirements created unnecessary costs and 
burdens for these small IT firms. It was recommended 
that simplified and clearer regulations, definitions and 
processes be put in place to end delays and uncertain- 
ties in the movement of imported and exported goods. 
In addition, appropriately tailored in-house 

self assessment of Customs and Excise’s rules could 
relieve many of the burdens currently faced by 
business, particularly small firms. 
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Reducing the Cost of Tax Compliance 

for the Canadian Pulp and Paper and 

Automotive Industries 

Organizations involved: Industry Canada, Revenue 
Canada, Department of Finance, Joint Ad hoc Commit- 
tee of Chrysler Canada, St. Anne-Nackawick Pulp 
Company Ltd., Ford Motor Company of Canada Ltd., 
General Motors of Canada Ltd., Kruger Inc., Navistar 
International Corporation Canada, Tembec Inc., 
MacMillan Bloedel Ltd. and Fletcher Challenge 
Canada Ltd. 

Lead: Industry Canada 

Significiance of review: This study attempted to 
identify structural features of the tax system that were 
associated with significant compliance costs. The report 
quantifies the compliance costs associated with four 
areas of the tax system (corporate loss transfers, 
federal/provincial sales tax harmonization, changes 

in treatment of the GST refund for exporters, and the 
elimination of unnecessary information requirements 
for R&D tax incentives). Recommendations to reduce 
compliance costs included further harmonization of 
provincial sales taxes with GST, changing the treatment 


of GST refunds to exporters and expediting payment or 
avoiding costs associated with delays in refunds, adopt- 
ing a corporate “loss transfer” system and eliminating 
unnecessary information requirements for R&D tax 
incentives and related party transactions. 


Regulatory Burden in the Pulp and Paper Industry 
Organizations involved: Industry Canada, Ad hoc 
Committee of Fletcher Challenge Canada Ltd., 
MacMillan Bloedel Ltd., Tembec Inc., St. Anne- 
Nackawick Pulp Company Ltd. and Kruger Inc. 

Lead: Industry Canada 

Significance of review: The study reviewed two areas 
of regulation identified as problems for the industry: 
taxation regulation and environmental regulation. 

The study determined the key aspects of the problem 
regulations that, if changed, could offer significant 
improvements for industry. It also established the costs 
of compliance with the regulatory area and measured 
the potential cost savings associated with selected 
changes to the regulations and considered the policy 
implication of the results.

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Foreword 


On April 24, 1997, the House of Commons passed a motion dividing what was known as the Part 
III of the Estimates document for each department or agency into two documents, a Report on 
Plans and Priorities and a Departmental Performance Report. It also required 78 departments 
and agencies to table these reports on a pilot basis. 


This decision grew out of work by Treasury Board Secretariat and 16 pilot departments to fulfil 
the government’s commitments to improve the expenditure management information provided to 
Parliament and to modernize the preparation of this information. These undertakings, aimed at 
sharpening the focus on results and increasing the transparency of information provided to 
Parliament, are part of a broader initiative known as “Getting Government Right”. 


This Departmental Performance Report responds to the government’s commitments and reflects 
the goals set by Parliament to improve accountability for results. It covers the period ending 
March 31, 1997 and reports performance against the plans presented in the department’s Part II] 
of the Main Estimates for 1996-97. 


Accounting and managing for results will involve sustained work across government. Fulfilling the 
various requirements of results-based management — specifying expected program outcomes, 
developing meaningful indicators to demonstrate performance, perfecting the capacity to generate 
information and report on achievements — is a building block process. Government programs 
operate in continually changing environments. With the increase in partnering, third party delivery 
of services and other alliances, challenges of attribution in reporting results will have to be 
addressed. The performance reports and their preparation must be monitored to make sure that 
they remain credible and useful. 


This report represents one more step in this continuing process. The government intends to refine 
and develop both managing for results and the reporting of the results. The refinement will come 
from the experience acquired over the next few years and as users make their information needs 
more precisely known. For example, the capacity to report results against costs is limited at this 
time; but doing this remains a goal.

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Executive Summary 


The Medical Research Council is the principal instrument of the federal government for 
making strategic investments in research related to health. The MRC, with a budget of $242 
million in 1996-97, provides the foundational platform for Canada's $1.6 billion health R&D 
enterprise. The Council supports world-class health science research projects in universities, 
hospitals and research institutes and provides awards for the training and development of 
health scientists. It focuses the national research effort on specific health threats and 
Opportunities, and through a wide variety of partnerships, helps strengthen and diversify 
research funding across the country. The Council facilitates the use of research discoveries 
for the benefit of Canadians and provides an international presence and advice on priorities, 
ethics and safety in research. 


This report covers the performance of the Medical Research Council in 1996-97. Some 
highlights: 


@ Canadian health science research yielded highly significant advances in basic knowledge, 
prevention or treatment of a wide variety of health problems including AIDS, 
Alzheimer's disease, arthritis, cancer, cystic fibrosis, diabetes, heart failure, leukaemia, 
stroke ... to list but some of the areas in which important discoveries have been made. 


@ The Canadian Breast Cancer Research Initiative was evaluated and MRC support 
confirmed for a further five years; also in 1996, MRC helped create two new research 
networks targeted at juvenile diabetes. 


e@ Through partnerships with other organizations, MRC levered $56.8 million for Canadian 
health science in 1996-97 and obtained very substantial commitments for future years. 
The MRC attracted $2.80 in outside funding for every dollar it invested. 


@ Health science venture capital raised by the MRC-inspired Canadian Medical 
Discoveries Fund grew from $14 million to $164 million, and the number of firms 
benefiting from the Fund's investments in the commercial development of Canadian 
research discoveries increased from 8 to 22. 


@ An International Review of the MRC endorsed the Council's strategic direction and 
lauded its efforts to diversify the funding portfolio for health research in Canada. 


The Medical Research Council also contributed to three important developments in health 
science funding in 1996-97: establishment of the Canadian Health Services Research 
Foundation; affirmation of the Networks of Centres of Excellence Program as a permanent 
feature of Canada's science and technology environment; and, creation of the Canada 
Foundation for Innovation which should result in more than $2 billion of infrastructure 
renewal funding for Canada's research base over the next five years.

Section I: The President's Message 


It is a pleasure to report to Parliament on the performance of the Medical Research Council 
of Canada. In 1996, the MRC was formally reviewed by an international panel of scientist- 
administrators - the first time that one of the three granting councils has itself undergone a 
peer review process - which strongly endorsed the MRC's strategies to diversify the sources 
of funding for health research in Canada. Although the international panel noted many ways 
in which MRC can - and will - be improved, its fundamental conclusion was that MRC is an 
"outstanding agency under dynamic and imaginative leadership doing first rate, 
internationally significant work ... It fully merits the loyalty and support of the research 
community and the confidence placed in it by the Government and people of Canada". ' 


The international review panel clearly recognized that the MRC was operating in 
"increasingly challenging circumstances". Since 1993, MRC has been broadening its 
research mandate to include all health research, moving beyond traditional biomedical 
research to encompass all factors that affect the health of Canadians, including social 
determinants of health, psychosocial and behavioral aspects of health, and health services. 
As a result, the MRC is today in a better position than ever to contribute to the well-being 
and health of Canadians. As well, we have continued to champion basic research as the 
wellspring of innovation, stressing that it provides the foundation for improved health, 
economic sustainability and recognition within the international research community. 
Responding to a very challenging economic environment - in 1996 the federal government's 
contribution to Canada's health R&D was 22% of the national total, down from 28% in 1990 
- the MRC has provided leadership in creating innovative vehicles for investment in health 
research. * Asa result of a more diversified and balanced research funding portfolio, a whole 
new range of employment opportunities has been created, new spin-off companies 
established, new venture capital companies generated and, most significantly, more research 
grants awarded in the face of a declining budget. 


The present report, revealing the breadth, quality and impact of health science during the 
year under review, is especially heartening in the context of diminishing budgets - an ever- 
present concern, particularly as the level of government investment in research in Canada 
falls further and further behind that of our international competitors. The report shows 
continuing progress by MRC in partnership development which has allowed the support of 
500 more scientists and at least 200 more postdoctoral fellows and graduate students than 
would have been the case had MRC not used a portion of its base budget to lever funding 
from other sectors. And the report demonstrates a phenomenal growth in activity surrounding 
the commercialization of health science discoveries. In 1996 the MRC-inspired Canadian 
Medical Discoveries Fund alone raised $150 million for investing in Canadian companies 
that are bringing academic research discoveries to the commercial market and, in so doing,

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are creating jobs and growth opportunities for Canadians. There has been a fivefold increase 
in health science venture capital in this country over the last three years. 


The performance of the MRC during fiscal year 1996-97, which has been one of a series of 
difficult and challenging years for Canadian health science, engenders a sense of optimism 
that Canada will maintain the foundation of knowledge and expertise upon which our health 
system depends. I am encouraged by the creation of the Canadian Health Services Research 
Foundation which will use the interest revenue from a $65 million fund to support research 
projects that evaluate the outcomes of health interventions. Government's affirmation of the 
Networks of Centres of Excellence Program as a continuing mechanism of federal support 
for S&T was most welcome as well; networks in the health area are conducting outstanding 
research and developing practical innovations in health information systems, repair of nerve 
damage, treatment of infectious diseases, relief of respiratory distress, medical genetics, and, 
protein design and function. Perhaps most important is government's announcement in 
February 1997 that it will invest $800 million over five years in improvements to the national 
research infrastructure through the new Canada Foundation for Innovation. This investment, 
which with contributions from partners could result in $2 billion for upgrading research 
facilities in universities and research institutes across Canada, signals a recognition by 
government that strategic investment in research is essential to maintaining quality of life 
and international economic competitiveness. 


The news in 1996-97 has been good, but as 1998 approaches the need for greater support of 
the health science base remains a deep and critical concern. While an upgrading of health 
science facilities will provide the space and equipment necessary for research, it will not 
supply the operating funds, the research grants, needed by our health scientists if they are to 
remain internationally competitive in research. The gap between available and required 
funding is great, and widening quickly. To fund all highly promising health research projects 
at internationally competitive levels would require that the MRC budget increase by more 
than $200 million over the course of the next three years.

Mandate, Roles, and Responsibilities 


The mandate of the Council is based on the authority and responsibility assigned to it under 
the Medical Research Council Act which gives the Council authority to: 


¢ promote, assist and undertake basic, applied and clinical research in Canada in the health 
sciences; and 


¢ advise the Minister of Health of such matters relating to such research as the Minister 
_ may refer to the Council for its consideration. 


The Act, the sole one administered by MRC, also authorizes the Council to expend any 
money appropriated by Parliament for the work of the Council or received by the Council 
through the conduct of its operations; and, to publish and sell or otherwise distribute such 
scholarly, scientific and technical information relating to the work of the Council as the 
Council considers necessary. 


Three federal granting Councils collectively have responsibility for the support of research 
in most areas of endeavour, carried out primarily in Canadian universities and their affiliated 
institutions: MRC, the Natural Sciences and Engineering Research Council and the Social 
Sciences and Humanities Research Council. 


The MRC pursues its mandate guided by a vision of an internationally competitive health 
research community in Canada generating new knowledge that contributes to improvements 
in quality of life and supports the growth and expansion of Canadian industry in the health 
area. 


Objectives 


The Medical Research Council, as Canada's principal health research funding agency, aims 
to build and sustain, in partnership with others, a national capacity to create and use new 
knowledge for maintaining health and treating illness, for the social and economic benefit 
of Canadians and the well-being of people everywhere. 


In pursuing its objective the MRC strives to: 


* provide the knowledge base required for continuing innovation in health services, health 
maintenance, diagnosis and treatment of illness 


* train and develop Canadian scientists with a capacity to address research questions in all

Strategic Priorities 


MRC's strategic objectives laid out in its Strategic Plan of 1992, Investing in Canada's 
Health, are as follows: 


« enlarge the scope of MRC activities, committing to a greater range of health science 
research; 


* continue the pursuit of excellence and innovation in the areas of basic and applied health 
research; and, 


- demonstrate value, the efficient use of scarce resources and accountability in all activities 
by rigorous measurement of results. 


Business Line and Organization 
MRC has one business line which relates directly to its legislative mandate. It is: 
¢ promote, assist and undertake research in the health sciences in Canada. 


Responsibility for the business line lies with the President of the MRC, who is also Chief 
Executive Officer of the agency. The President, appointed by Order in Council, reports to 
Parliament through the Minister of Health. 


Business objectives are those articulated for the agency (see above). The clients and 
beneficiaries of the program are, ultimately, the people of Canada for whom the health and 
economic benefits of research are intended. The MRC program funding flows primarily to 
researchers and research teams in universities, hospitals and research institutes, as research 
grants that can be used to hire technicians, buy research equipment and supplies, pay for 
research services and support research trainees. A portion of MRC funding flows to 
outstanding students and postdoctoral fellows, as training awards, and to researchers, as 
salary support to permit a full-time research effort.

Some of the critical features of the operating context for the MRC program are expanding 
demands, especially for research in non-biomedical health areas, and a federal investment 
in health research that is very rapidly falling behind that of our international competitors. 
Some key initiatives include: a broadening of the range of health research (including MRC 
support for the Canadian Health Services Research Foundation); determined development 
of funding partnerships such as the five-year, $250 million Health Program funded by the 
MRC and the Pharmaceutical Manufacturers' Association of Canada; and, balancing a 
portfolio of funding mechanisms to ensure a national research capacity in all areas of health 
and a concerted effort to respond to special threats and opportunities related to the health of 
Canadians.

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B. Performance Accomplishments 


World-class research aimed at ensuring good health and well being 


demonstrated by 


(i) international calibre research projects in institutions across Canada on: 
fundamental processes underlying health and illness; prevention and treatment of 
disease; and, health services. 


- All 610 projects approved by MRC in 1996-97 for research operating grants were rated 
above 3.5 on a scale of 0 to 4.9 by panels of experts. These ratings indicate that all 
funded projects were considered highly meritorious, with the majority rated around 3.9 
by the scientific reviewers. 


¢ The 610 projects were selected from 2,187 proposals from highly qualified health 
scientists across Canada. 


¢ Projects were conducted in 32 universities (and in their affiliated hospitals and research 
institutes) from Memorial University of Newfoundland to the University of Victoria. 


¢ The 2,096 MRC operating grants funded in 1996-97 (continuing, new and renewal 
grants) spanned 26 health subject areas. 


¢ Samples of promising research projects recently approved by MRC: 


There is concern that the rising rate of prostate cancer - now | in 11 men - may be linked to 
substances in the environment. The MRC has awarded project support to a Queen's University 
researcher who will be comparing demographics, diet, occupational and environmental factors across 
a large group of men. She will also measure participants’ blood for pesticides, PCBs, cadmium, zinc, 
lipids and Vitamins A and E to determine whether the risk for prostate cancer changes with the 
concentration of each of these substances in the blood. 


Few of us have been spared the sight of a loved one in constant pain which cannot be alleviated. The 
MRC is supporting the work of a health scientist at the University of Toronto that provides hope for 
chronic pain sufferers. He will be working with surgical patients to determine what exactly is going 
on in the thalamus - a part of the brain - to create the sensation of pain. By understanding the factors 
which cause the sensation of pain, the researcher hopes to eventually be able to intervene directly with 
the neuronal mechanisms that cause it. 


As our population ages, the number of seniors experiencing progressive dementia is growing, as is 
the enormous challenge they pose to their caregivers. The MRC has awarded a grant to a health 
researcher at McMaster University who is studying the long term physical and psychological 
effects of primary caregiving on family members. His team is evaluating both the common and the 
unique challenges of caring for seniors with dementia, and the types of support available. The 
ultimate goal of the five year study is to develop services to help both patients and their caregivers. 


Insulin injections are an unhappy reality for many people with diabetes. Vanadium is a natural 
element found in most plants and animals, which, taken orally, seems to protect the pancreas and help 
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it produce its own insulin as the body needs it. At the University of British Columbia, one researcher 
is trying to determine how exactly vanadium works, while another is synthesizing a variety of 
versions of vanadium, trying to increase effectiveness while decreasing toxicity. They hope vanadium 
will reduce the long term complications common fo diabetes. 


Cancer cells frequently travel through the bloodstream, to end up in the liver. In certain areas of the 
liver, the growth of the cancer cells is nurtured, causing a new tumor. In other areas, the cancer cells 
are attacked and destroyed. A research team at the University of Manitoba believes that the liver can 
control where the cancer cells go. His team is trying to design drug therapies which will control this 
mechanism, and ensure that cancer cells which enter the liver are destroyed rather than 
supported. 


Ironically enough, our lungs’ ability to breathe air is dependent on their being covered with liquids. 
The lungs are lined with a watery layer, and a substance called pulmonary surfactant. On the surface 
of the lungs, this surfactant becomes a protective film which acts as a barrier between the water layer 
and the air in the lungs. At Memorial University, a researcher is trying to find out how this film 
works. He hopes to identify the cause and possible treatments for diseases caused by dysfunctions 
in the lung's surfactant.

"... the program appears to have changed the balance of research effort: far more work is being done 
through CBCRI on patient and population studies than would otherwise have been the case." 


"... the data indicate that the CBCRI has indeed provided substantially increased levels of breast 
cancer funding to grant holders - the average increase is roughly 50%." 


An important advance in knowledge from research supported through the Canadian 
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Breast Cancer Research Initiative. 


Susceptibility to breast cancer appears to vary with the amount of dense tissue in the breast. Women 
who have a large proportion of dense tissue are up to five times more likely to develop breast cancer 
than those who have little or none dense tissue. Researchers at the Ontario Cancer Institute, supported 
by the CBCRI, have found that women can significantly reduce the proportion of dense tissue in 
their breasts by shifting to a low-fat, high carbohydrate diet. 


¢ Creation of new research networks targeting diabetes. 


Two new Research Networks on Juvenile Diabetes have been established in Canada. A group of 
researchers based at the University of Western Ontario is studying the mechanisms that cause insulin- 
dependent diabetes and seeking ways to prevent the disease. Another major team of researchers, 
based at the University of Toronto, is trying to understand what causes the kidney damage that is 
often associated with diabetes and how it could be avoided. 


- Report of an evaluation of the Canadian Genome Analysis and Technology Program.

Impact on prevention and treatment. The devastating after effects of stroke, such as impairments to 
bodily movements and mental faculties, are caused by the blockage of blood flow to various parts of 
the brain. Deprived of the oxygen delivered in blood, brain cells will die quickly. Researchers 
funded by the MRC at the University of Ottawa have found a gene that produces a protein which 
works towards preserving nerve cells. That finding has led to the identification of an experimental 
drug which stimulates production of the protector protein and could thus provide a means of reducing 
brain damage caused by stroke. 


Impact on treatment. For quadriplegics, many of the simple movements that we tend to take for 
granted are virtually impossible. A researcher at the University of Alberta has developed a bionic 
glove that can allow them to make their thumb and forefinger come together in the critical pinch grip 
essential for so many human activities. The bionic glove will pick up a very slight motion in the arm 
and translate it into signals which stimulate muscles and nerves in the wrist to trigger the opening and 
closing of the pinch grip. The MRC has supported the underlying research since 1989. 
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Impact on prevention and treatment. Researchers at the University of Calgary have discovered a gene 
which produces a protein which appears to tell normal cells when to stop growing. The protein 
is absent from most cancer cells, but when applied to them it effectively stops their growth as well. 


Impact on relief of pain, treatment and health services. Aspirin, and similar non-steroidal anti- 
inflammatory drugs which provide refuge from pain for people with arthritis, have a major 
drawback. Approximately 20% of arthritics will develop ulcers from their use. An MRC-funded 
researcher at the University of Calgary reasoned that the ulcers were caused by two factors. First, 
aspirin (and similar drugs) draw blood away from the gut, leaving it more vulnerable to stomach 
acids, food and drink. Second, these drugs activate white blood cells which, while good at destroying 
bacteria in the blood, can sometimes damage our own tissue. He then sought out a compound which 
prevents these two unwanted side effects and combined it with standard pain-killers. The resulting 
new family of drugs, patented and now to be tested in clinical trials, not only avoids the unwanted 
side effects of aspirin but is nearly ten times more potent. 


Impact on treatment. MRC-funded researchers at McMaster University have produced new evidence 
that an enzyme, telomerase, is present in multiplying cancer cells but not in normal cells. This find 
is relevant to the search for drugs that attack cancer cells without harming healthy ones. 


Impact on prevention and treatment. Each year, about 10,000 Canadians survive heart attacks but 
develop arrhythmias which greatly increase their chance of a future fatal seizure. Researchers at 
McMaster University have shown that a drug, amiodarine, can reduce the occurrence of serious 
arrhythmias by nearly fifty percent in a two year period following a heart attack. 


Impact on prevention and treatment. Teams funded by MRC at Queen's University and Dalhousie 
University, have developed a drug that reduces the self-destruction of nerve cells. While the drug is 
only a prototype, it points the way to treatments for neurogenerative disorders like Alzheimer's 
disease and Multiple Sclerosis. 


Impact on treatment. A protein, calmodulin, found in all cells, but in a higher concentration in cancer 
cells, appears to play an important role in regulating cell growth. The drug, trifluorperazine, which 
binds with calmodulin, appears to slow down cancer growth. MRC-supported researchers at the 
University of Saskatchewan have identified the specific site on calmodulin where this beneficial 
binding of drug and protein takes place. This knowledge of the characteristics of the binding site will 
be useful in the development of better anti-cancer drugs. 


Impact on health services, prevention and treatment. Mental disorders cause grief not only for those 
afflicted but also for those who love and care for them. Using new imaging technology, researchers 
at the University of Western Ontario funded by the MRC, are examining levels of neurotransmitters 
in the brains of people with schizophrenia. They have found marked metabolic disturbances in a front 
part of the brain which is important in thinking. These disturbances are the likely cause of some of 
the symptoms of schizophrenia, such as hearing a voice when no one is physically present. By 
mapping the parts of the brain associated with various illnesses, the researchers are providing 
information that will help guide the development of new treatments of mental disorders. 


(at the end of this report there are additional examples of high impact discoveries dealing with 
antibiotic resistant bacteria; treating prostate cancer; recovering from spinal cord injuries; health 
decision guides; more on cancer treatments; a bionic neuron; new possibilities for treating 
leukaemia; and, help with severe intestinal problems) 
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ii) commercialization of health research discoveries with resultant creation of jobs 
and economic opportunity. 


As of July 1996, the market value of Canadian public companies in the life sciences 
sector was $11.2 billion. 


Health science venture capital raised by the MRC-inspired Canadian Medical 
Discoveries Fund grew from $14 million to $164 million in 1996-97. The CMDF 
became the largest venture capita! investor in life sciences in Canada. 


The number of firms benefiting from investments by the Canadian Medical Discoveries 
Fund in the commercial development of research discoveries increased from 8 to 22 in 
1996. 


As of September 1996, firms receiving venture capital from the Canadian Medical 
Discoveries Fund employed 444 people of whom 324 (73%) were working in science 
and technology. 


There has been a fivefold increase in Canadian health science venture capital over the last 
three years. For the period 1994 to 1997, MRC has identified $670 million in health 
science venture capital and 1,097 jobs in firms benefiting from investments. 


In 1996-97 MRC invested over $21.5 million in university-industry research programs 
and networks that link the generation of knowledge by investigators in universities, 
hospitals and research institutes with firms that can realize the health and economic 
potential of that knowledge. 


The Networks of Centres of Excellence program was evaluated and found to be 
effectively linking knowledge creation and technological development. Government has 
decided to continue the program indefinitely. 


Examples of marketable products and processes arising from health science discoveries: 


Vasoflux, a drug that can prevent the formation of life-threatening blood clots without disrupting the 
normal clotting process, has attracted investments in Vascular Therapeutics, a company based in 
Hamilton, totalling $17 million. The recent growth in Canadian health science venture capital is 
credited with the repatriation of this Canadian discovery which, for lack of investment capacity here 
some years ago, was being developed by U.S. investors. 


McGill University, Eli Lilly and Company and Eastern Virginia Medical School have established a 
licensing agreement regarding a gene whose products stimulate the regeneration of cells which 
produce and regulate insulin. 


The Canadian Medical Discoveries Fund, in collaboration with The Canadian Genetics Disease 
Network, the University of Ottawa and The Children's Hospital of Eastern Ontario has invested 
$950,000 through Aptogen Inc. for the design of therapies using genes that prolong the life of 
human cells. 
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A capacity to respond to needs for research and development in all areas 
related to health 


demonstrated by 


(i) trained and experienced researchers capable of responding to research 
requirements in all health areas 


In 1996-97 the MRC invested over $25.9 million in personnel awards to promote and 
assist the training of future generations of health researchers. In addition, an estimated 
$18.1 million of MRC research grant funding was used to support research students and 
postdoctoral research fellows. MRC partnerships raised a further $7.3 million for 
research training, bringing the total investment to over $51 million. 


The MRC funding for research training assisted over 2,500 potential future Canadian 
health scientists. 


Salary support from the MRC assisted the research career development of 365 
outstanding health scientists. This investment in human resource development amounted 
to $21.5 million. 


Examples of outstanding health researchers recognized by Distinguished Scientist awards 
from MRC in 1996: 


Dr. Robert French. Dr. French has specialized in study of the channels in cell membranes that are 
responsible for generating and passing on signals along nerve fibres or within muscles. He is 
especially interested in the effect of drugs or natural toxins on these channels and has shown that local 
anesthetics can tend to close the channels in heart muscle cells, possible accounting for abnormal 
heart rhythms that sometimes follow their use. Current projects may provide insights that will lead 
to antidotes against toxins and drugs to increase resistance to heart attacks. Dr. French is a 
professor in the Department of Medical Biochemistry at the University of Calgary. 


Dr. Fernand Labrie. One of Canada's most cited scientists, Dr. Labrie is a world expert on enzymes 
which stimulate or inhibit the production of androgen and estrogen. His work in this area has opened 
vast possibilities for treatment of breast cancer and prostate cancer, illnesses in which the sex 
hormones figure prominently. Dr. Labrie and colleagues discovered that androgen is produced not 
only by the testes but also by the adrenal gland, a finding which led to new treatment for prostate 
cancer that blocks androgen from both sources. Dr. Labrie heads the Department of Physiology at 
Laval University and directs a hospital based research centre. 


Dr. Janet Rossant. Dr. Rossant is an international expert on the development of embryonic cells and 
a leader in the use of new techniques and approaches in their study. In early work, she showed that 
during the first few days of development the cells of a fertilized egg start to become either placenta 
or embryo; every embryonic cell retains a capacity to become a complete animal. Subsequently, Dr. 
Rossant has grown lines of embryonic cells in culture and has been able to offer new insights into 
gene function by studying the effects that genetic changes in the embryo have on the whole animal. 
Her current work focuses on the development of the placenta and the signals that control the 
orientation of embryonic cells, two areas relevant to the understanding and prevention of birth 
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defects. Dr. Rossant is a professor in the Department of Molecular and Medical Genetics at the 
University of Toronto. 


Dr. Nahum Sonenberg. Dr. Sonenberg is one of the world's leading investigators of the complex 
process through which cells, and viruses, produce proteins. He has shown that parts of the cell which 
help regulate the creation of new protein can sometimes act as cancer-causing genes. His work has 
also revealed the behaviour of a protein produced by HIV, an important contribution of knowledge 
relevant to the development of anti-HIV drugs. Dr. Sonenberg is a professor of biochemistry at 
McGill University. 


(ii) research resources and capacity generated by partnerships between MRC 
and other organizations 


The national research platform supported by the MRC provided the foundation for a 
$1.64 billion Canadian investment in health research and development in 1996. 


Through partnerships with other organizations in 1996-97, the MRC program levered 
$56.8 million for Canadian health science. 


The MRC attracted $2.80 of outside funding for every dollar invested through 
partnerships. 


MRC's partnership development has allowed support of the projects of 500 more 
scientists and at least 200 more postdoctoral fellows and graduate students than would 
otherwise have been the case. 


Examples of partnered research projects: 


The Clinical Trials Atlantic Corporation was created three years ago with funding from MRC and 
several members of the Pharmaceutical Manufacturers' Association of Canada. The initiative was also 
supported by the Atlantic Canada Opportunities Agency and three provinces. Among several major 
clinical trials attracted by the Corporation is a $1.5 million study aimed at improving the recovery 
of patients suffering from depression by finding ways of helping them continue their medication. 


Project HOPE (Heart Outcomes Prevention Evaluation), based at McMaster University, is the largest 
ever Canadian effort to test an intervention for preventing heart attacks and stroke. The $17 million 
trial, funded by MRC and two pharmaceutical firms and involving 9,000 people, is testing the 
effectiveness of Vitamin E and ramapril (a blood pressure medication) in reducing heart attack and 
strokes in persons at high risk. 


A researcher at the University of Montreal has characterized drugs that interfere with HIV 
replication in cells. A patent for these drugs was recently approved. MRC, and a member company 
of the Pharmaceutical Manufacturers' Association of Canada (Theratechnologies Inc.) are invesing 
a total of $496,000 in continuation of the research. 
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A national perspective on questions of health research priorities, ethics and 


safety | 


demonstrated by 
utility or use of advice and guidance on research priorities, ethics and safety 


Priority: assessing the effectiveness of health interventions. The MRC has contributed 
to the conception, creation, funding and implementation of the Canadian Health Services 
Research Foundation. This Foundation will use the proceeds from a $65 million fund 
to support research projects that evaluate the outcomes of health interventions, an area 
of great importance to the continuing renewal of the health care system. 


Priority: providing the tools for scientific research. Advice from the MRC helped in the 
design of the Canada Foundation for Innovation, the largest ever single Canadian 
initiative in science and technology. Through the Foundation the federal government will 
invest $800 million over five years in improvements to the national research 
infrastructure. This investment, with contributions from partners, could result in a $2 
billion upgrading to scientific facilities in Canadian universities and associated 
institutions. 


Priority: health research funding. In 1996, MRC convened a first international 
conference "Innovation in Funding Health Research in the New Millennium" to examine 
the changing nature of health research funding. Representatives from 15 nations 
exchanged views on funding trends and innovative approaches for ensuring resources for 
health science. 


Ethics and safety in research. The MRC has advised government on research issues 
surrounding new reproductive technologies and has supported a tri-Council working 
group that has produced a code of ethical conduct for research involving humans. 
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C. Key reviews 


Program Evaluations and Other Reviews 


Recent Program Evaluation Studies : 


Evaluation of the Canadian Breast Cancer Research Initiative 


Organizations involved: Health Canada, Medical Research Council, National Cancer Institute of 
Canada. Lead organization: National Cancer Institute of Canada 


Significance of review: Through the Canadian Breast Cancer Research Initiative, approximately $36 
million is being invested in research related to breast cancer over the period 1993 to 1998. The Canadian 
Cancer Society has committed $10 million to the initiative through its research arm, the National Cancer 
Institute of Canada. The federal government, through the Medical Research Council and Health Canada, 
contributed $20 million. A corporate fund raised $5.6 million of private sector support. The committee 
which steered evaluation of the program included representatives of the funding organizations and breast 
cancer survivors. Results of the mid-term review were considered when the partners’ decided to continue 
the initiative beyond 1998. 


Evaluation of the Eco-Research Program 


Departments and agencies involved: Environment Canada, Medical Research Council, Natural Sciences 
and Engineering Research Council, Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council, Treasury Board. 
Lead agency: Medical Research Council 


Significance of review: Eco-Research is a $27 million research and development program commenced 
in 1992 and ending in 1997. Part of the federal Green Plan, the program aimed to strengthen Canadian 
capacity for research on the environment, particularly in the area of managing human impact on 
ecosystems. Grants, Chairs and Fellowships were provided to support cross-disciplinary research, 
contribute and disseminate new knowledge, train environmental research specialists and encourage the 
formation of alliances and partnerships. Studies indicated that the program had increased cross- 
disciplinary research on the environment and had provided over 475 advanced training opportunities. 
The review documented the lessons learned from this innovative program. Results may guide the 
development of future programming for cross-disciplinary research. 
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Other Key Reviews 


International Review of the Medical Research Council 


The Council commissioned a seven member international panel of experts to conduct an independent 
review of the performance of the Medical Research Council. The panel was provided with a broad 
mandate to review the effectiveness of MRC programs and policies, and to provide an opinion on the 
Council's success in achieving the objectives of its Strategic Plan. The Panel's Report was received by 
Council in the fall of 1996 and can be reviewed at the MRC site on the Internet (wwwmrc.hwe.ca). 


Significance of review: The international reviewers confirmed the appropriateness of MRC's strategic 
approaches and its achievements under conditions of seriously restrained funding. They recommended 
special, continuing attention to the research base as the wellspring of new ideas that will lead to 
improvement in health care and opportunities for development of new products and processes. The panel 
suggested that Council re-articulate its strategies for increasing investment in health science to ensure 
better understanding and appreciation by stakeholders. The name Health Sciences Research Council of 
Canada was suggested as better reflecting the Council's broad legislative mandate and its recent expansion 
of programs in non-biomedical research areas. Studies were proposed on the exodus of researchers to 
other countries and the human resource requirements of the health research sector. MRC was encouraged 
to work with other entities to develop extensive "industrial-scale" research programs in selected fields 
in Canada. Some specific suggestions for program mechanisms were also offered. 


The MRC has had the recommendations of the panel discussed in regional retreats across Canada and will 
be developing action plans based on the broad range of advice received. 


Review of the MRC-PMAC Health Program 


Organizations involved: Medical Research Council of Canada (MRC), Pharmaceutical Manufacturers' 
Association of Canada (PMAC) 


Significance of review: The MRC-PMAC Health Program is a five-year, $250 million research funding 
initiative to increase Canadian capacity for high-quality research related to the discovery and 
development of new or better products for maintaining health and treating illness. The Pharmaceutical 
Manufacturers’ Association has committed $200 million from its member companies; the MRC will 
provide $50 million and a national peer review system for ensuring the quality of research supported 
through the program. A mid-term review of the program, conducted by a task force with representation 
from both partner organizations, focused on identifying measures to ensure that funding targets and 
objectives would be met within the time frame of the original agreement. The review led to better 
understanding of the various issues faced by the two partners and pointed to useful modifications of 
program process. The review was one factor leading to renewed enthusiasm for the partnership and 
increased confidence that its funding targets and objectives will be met. 
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More examples of high impact results from health science research 


Impact on health services, prevention and treatment 


The emergence of strains of bacteria which are resistant to antibiotics poses a tremendous challenge for the 
health care system. The rapid spread of an antibiotic-resistant bacteria in a hospital can quickly transform it 
from a place of healing to a health threatening environment. Research funded by MRC at Laval University 
since 1989 has revealed a mechanism by which antibiotic-resistant genes spread among different species 
of bacteria commonly found in hospitals and the community. A rapid test for identifying these genes has been 
developed. 


Impact on health services, prevention , identification and treatment 


It is important that prostate cancer be detected early, before it has spread to bone, and that it be treated with 
the best combination of therapies available. A group of researchers funded by the MRC at Laval University 
have shown: 1) that a particular test is extremely effective at identifying prostate cancer in its earliest stages, 
before complications have set in; and, 2) that a combination of androgen blockage (blocking release of the 
hormone androgen) and radiation treatment leads to longer survival than does radiation alone. 


Impact on treatment 


Work within the MRC-funded Spinal Research Centre at the University of Manitoba has shown that a 
chemical, baclofen, can eliminate some of the muscle spasms that make movement difficult for patients 
with spinal cord injury. An innovative pump has been developed to make delivery of baclofen simple and 
timely. 


Impact on health services 


A Health Decision Centre, funded by the MRC at the University of Ottawa and Loeb Medical Research 
Institute, is investigating how to help consumers and health providers make decisions about health 
treatments. Areas for which decision guides would be very useful include: hormone replacement therapy, 
breast cancer screening, drug therapy to prevent strokes, genetic screening, cancer treatments and the use of 
alternative blood products. 


Impact on treatment 


One of the major obstacles to curing many cancers is their ability to develop resistance to a wide range of 
drugs. A team at Queen's University, funded by the MRC, have found a gene that makes a protein which 
appears to be responsible for this drug resistance. It is thus conceivable that the gene might be turned off, or 
the hormone blocked, so that cancer cells are rendered more vulnerable to treatment with drugs. 
However, the protein is found not only in cancer cells, but in other tissues of the body as well, where it may 
be performing important positive functions. The researchers are now determining what those other functions 
might be. 
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Impact on treatment 


A researcher at Queen's University, with funding from the MRC, has developed a bionic neuron, a tiny device 
that can be implanted under the skin and activated by radio waves from an external transmitter. Acting as a 
nerve would, the bionic neuron can be used to stimulate muscle contraction and expansion. At the outset, the 
device will be used in situations where it is difficult to exercise and strengthen essential muscles. For 
example, in some cases of urinary incontinence, the device could help strengthen bladder muscles. Patients 
with knee or hip replacements could also benefit from low impact stimulation of essential muscles. In the 
future, microstimulator technology could evolve to deal with much more complex muscle actions, such as 
actual movement of limbs. 


Impact on treatment 


An international research team, headed by an MRC-funded scientist at the University of Toronto, has provided 
new information on a bone marrow cell which produces new blood in the body. This finding is a major step 
forward in the development of new therapies for diseases of the blood such as leukaemia. 


Impact on treatment 


An MRC-funded researcher at the University of Toronto has discovered a peptide, occurring naturally in the 
body, which promotes the growth of the lining of the small intestine, vital to digesting food. The discovery 
could benefit people with severely compromised intestinal function. 


Impact on treatment 


One of the hottest new technologies to hit the biotechnology industry is /iposomal drug delivery systems. 
Liposomes are essentially bubbles of fat. When filled with a toxic agent, the liposome will hold the toxin 
safely away from healthy tissues until it enters cancer cells. Only two liposomal drugs have been approved 
for use so far: credit for the first, doxorubicin, goes to a research group at the University of Alberta. With this 
enormous success under their belt the group are working on new liposomal cancer drugs. 


Impact on health services 


A research team at the University of Montreal is searching for the best vaccination strategy to stop the 
growing spread of Hepatitis B among cocaine and heroin users. Based at the Centre Hopitalier de 1’ Université 
de Montréal, the team hopes to achieve successful immunization in only 4 weeks instead of the traditional 6 
months, and believes a double dose of vaccine will counteract the challenges of immunizing intravenous drug 
users. A range of vaccination strategies will be sought for users of different drugs, as well as people exposed 
to Hepatitis C and HIV.

Notes To Table On MRC Partnerships 


MRC has used the data in the preceding table to report on its progress in meeting financial 
targets established through its partnerships strategy. Because of the unique nature of each 
partnership, and the varying levels of direct control exerted by MRC in each arrangement, the 
financial contributions of partners reflect varying levels of precision. Estimates, where they are 
used, are based on MRC's best judgement after analysis of available data. 


Partnerships with Industry 
MRC / PMAC Health Program 


The data reported under this program reflect the commitments of the various PMAC member 
companies towards personnel support and research projects supported in partnership with 
MRC. All of the projects are funded over a period of two to three years (for research projects), 
and up to five years for personnel support. During the support period, companies make actual 
cash contributions as they deem appropriate. These actual cash transfers are not tracked by the 
Program. The contributions of PMAC companies are reported by fiscal year, by prorating their 
contributions on the same basis as MRC's contributions for each funded project. Also, program 
data as reported in the table do not include PMAC commitments towards approved projects in 
future years (some of which now extend to year 2003). If these "future year commitments" were 
to be included, the total committed investment by PMAC through this program as at March 31, 
1997 would be over $90 million. 


University / Industry Program 


This program works in essentially the same way as the MRC/PMAC Health Program. Company 
contributions however, are not tracked to the same level of precision as the Health Program. For 
example: suppose an application which requests a total of $100 K in funding, on a 2:1 company 
to MRC ratio, is reduced to $75 K when assessed by a peer review committee. Although MRC's 
contribution is known exactly ($25 K in this instance), MRC does not track whether the 
company's contribution is likewise reduced. The company does agree however, to fund the 
proposal on a ratio of at /east 2 to 1, and that is the basis for reporting on this program. 


Partnerships with Voluntary Health Organizations 


Data reported for the voluntary sector are actual investments made by the organizations in the 
years reported. No estimates are used. Partnerships with the voluntary sector are aimed 
primarily at supporting research personnel through studentships, fellowships and salary support. 
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Partnerships with Other Types of Organizations 
Canadian Health Services Research Foundation 


The data represents the payments made by Health Canada to the CHSRF in 1996-97. In the 
same year, MRC's contribution was $2 million. This funding arrangement will extend over a 
five year period to a maximum of $65 million ($10 M from MRC and $55 M from Health 
Canada). Note therefore that the reported figures do not represent actual investments made in 
direct research, but rather contributions to the Foundation. In 1996-97, the Foundation had not 
yet made any direct investments in research projects. 


AIDS: Data is as has been reported by Health Canada 


Canadian Breast Cancer Research Initiative 


Reported data represents contributions of partners to the initiative, not actual investments in 
research made by the Program. Actual investments would be in a different profile than seen in 
the table.

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Foreword 


On April 24, 1997, the House of Commons passed a motion dividing what was known as the Part 
III of the Estimates document for each department or agency into two documents, a Report on 
Plans and Priorities and a Departmental Performance Report. It also required 78 departments 
and agencies to table these reports on a pilot basis. 


This decision grew out of work by Treasury Board Secretariat and 16 pilot departments to fulfil 
the government’s commitments to improve the expenditure management information provided to 
Parliament and to modernize the preparation of this information. These undertakings, aimed at 
sharpening the focus on results and increasing the transparency of information provided to 
Parliament, are part of a broader initiative known as “Getting Government Right”. 


This Departmental Performance Report responds to the government’s commitments and reflects 
the goals set by Parliament to improve accountability for results. It covers the period ending 
March 31, 1997 and reports performance against the plans presented in the department’s Part J 
of the Main Estimates for 1996-97. 


Accounting and managing for results will involve sustained work across government. Fulfilling the 
various requirements of results-based management — specifying expected program outcomes, 
developing meaningful indicators to demonstrate performance, perfecting the capacity to generate 
information and report on achievements — is a building block process. Government programs 
operate in continually changing environments. With the increase in partnering, third party delivery 
of services and other alliances, challenges of attribution in reporting results will have to be 
addressed. The performance reports and their preparation must be monitored to make sure that 
they remain credible and useful. 


This report represents one more step in this continuing process. The government intends to refine 
and develop both managing for results and the reporting of the results. The refinement will come 
from the experience acquired over the next few years and as users make their information needs 
more precisely known. For example, the capacity to report results against costs is limited at this 
time; but doing this remains a goal.

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Section I: The Minister’s Message 


The NAFTA Secretariat, comprised of the Canadian, U.S. and Mexican Sections, is 
responsible for the administration of the dispute settlement provisions of the North American 
Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA). The mandate of the NAFTA Secretariat also includes the 
provision of assistance to the Commission and support for various non-dispute related 
committees and working groups. 


This government recognizes that trade policy and trade relations are crucially important to 
the achievement of Canada’s economic and social goals. Rules-based international trade 
dispute settlement systems are a critical part of our trade policy and trade relations. 


In this regard, the Canadian Section of the NAFTA Secretariat plays a key role in the 
management of Canada’s trading relationship with two major trading partners -- the United 
States of America and Mexico. Our bilateral trade with these two countries totals 
approximately $388 billion. Of that total, five percent -- or $19 billion -- is estimated to 
be in dispute at any one time. The NAFTA Secretariat manages the processes by which 
trade disputes between NAFTA partners may be settled through the rules-based mechanisms 
established in the Agreement. 


In the 1996-97 fiscal year the NAFTA Secretariat administered 15 panel reviews under 
Chapter 19 and two arbitral panel proceedings under Chapter 20 of the NAFTA. Eight 
Chapter 19 panel decisions and one Chapter 20 panel report were issued by the NAFTA 
Secretariat in this period. 


The major challenge faced by the Canadian Section over the last fiscal year was the 
administration of the first proceeding under Chapter 20, government-to-government, dispute 
settlement process. This proceeding was filed by the United States against Canada, in the 
matter of Tariffs Applied by Canada to Certain U.S. - Origin Agricultural Products. 


Regarding the efficiency and affordability of the NAFTA Secretariat, Canadian Section 
operations, the $2.085 million per annum cost to the Canadian government of administering 
the dispute settlement system may be compared to the $19 billion which is estimated to be 
in dispute and directly impacted by this unique process. Further, the Canadian Section has 
achieved significant cost savings in the past several years through such innovative initiatives 
as co-location, contracting out, shared services, cost recovery and the use of information 
technologies. 


Regarding the performance accomplishments of the Canadian Section, the 1996-97 


performance monitoring report, prepared by an independent consulting firm, indicates that 
client satisfaction with the services provided by the Canadian Section continues to be 
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outstanding. The overall result of the performance monitoring report was that 100% of all 
clients are very satisfied (the highest possible rating), overall, with the Canadian Section. 


As of January 1, 1997, the NAFTA Secretariat, Canadian Section’s mandate was expanded 
to include the responsibility for the administration of the dispute resolution process under 
Chapter 8 of the Canada - Israel Free Trade Agreement. 


Effective June 2, 1997, the NAFTA Secretariat, Canadian Section’s mandate was further 
enhanced with the addition of responsibility for the administration of the dispute resolution 
process under Chapter N of the Canada - Chile Free Trade Agreement. 
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Section II: Departmental Overview 


1. Mandate, Roles and Responsibilities 


The NAFTA Secretariat is a unique organization created by the NAFTA for the 
administration of the dispute settlement provisions of the NAFTA. The mandate of 
the Secretariat is set out in Article 2002.3 of the NAFTA and reads: 


The Secretariat shall: 
(a) provide assistance to the Commission; 
(6) provide administrative assistance to: 


(i) panels and committees established under Chapter 
Nineteen (Review and Dispute Settlement in 
Antidumping and Countervailing Duty Matters), in 
accordance with the procedures established pursuant 
to Article 1908, and 


(ii) panels established under this Chapter, in accordance 
with procedures established pursuant to Article 2012; 
and 


(c) as the Commission may direct: 


(i) support the work of other committees and groups 
established under this Agreement, and 


(ii) otherwise facilitate the operation of this Agreement. 


The Secretariat has Canadian, U.S. and Mexican Sections which have been 
established as “mirror-images” of each other to carry-out this mandate. In the 
administration of the dispute settlement provisions, the NAFTA Secretariat provides 
legal, professional and advisory support to panels and committees, operates a court- 
like registry and co-ordinates all panel and financial aspects of the process. 


As of January 1, 1997, the NAFTA Secretariat, Canadian Section’s mandate was 
expanded to include the responsibility for the administration of the dispute resolution 
process under Chapter 8 of the Canada - Israel Free Trade Agreement. 


Effective June 2, 1997, the Canadian Section’s mandate was further enhanced with 
the addition of the responsibility for the administration of the dispute resolution 


process under Chapter N of the Canada - Chile Free Trade Agreement. 
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a. Mandated Responsibilities Structure 


The organization is headed by the Canadian Secretary who reports to the 
Minister for International Trade for Parliamentary accountability and to the 
appropriate Trade Commission for the administration of the dispute 
settlement processes under the NAFTA, the Canada - Israel Free Trade 
Agreement and the Canada - Chile Free Trade Agreement.

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Dm Background 


In 1996, trilateral trade among the NAFTA partners, Canada, United States and 
Mexico was $570 billion. While Canada’s trading relationship with Mexico is 
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relatively small, $7.2 billion in 1996, our trade relationship with the United States 
is the largest between any two countries in the world. 


With this volume of trade, disputes are inevitable. It is estimated that about 5% of 
the $381 billion in Canada’s bilateral trade with the United States is currently under 
dispute. 


A similar administrative body, the Binational Secretariat existed under the Canada - 
United States Free Trade Agreement (FTA). In 1994, pursuant to the Parties’ 
obligation under the NAFTA to establish permanent, national Section offices in each 
country, the Binational Secretariat, Canadian and United States national Sections 
became the NAFTA Canadian and United States national Sections, and with the 
addition of the Mexican Section, make up the NAFTA Secretariat. The national 
Sections are located in Ottawa, Washington and Mexico City and are headed by the 
Canadian, United States and Mexican Secretaries.

Program Objective’ 


The NAFTA Secretariat, Canadian Section’s program objective is to implement the 
dispute settlement provisions of the North American Free Trade Agreement 
(NAFTA) by providing support to panels established under the NAFTA and by 
maintaining a court-like registry system relating to Chapters 11, 14, 19 and 20 panel, 
committee and tribunal proceedings. 


As noted infra, the Canadian Section’s mandate has been enhanced to include the administration of the dispute settlement 


provisions of the Canada - Israel Free Trade Agreement and the Canada - Chile Free Trade Agreement. Therefore, a 
revised Program Objective will be submitted to the Treasury Board for approval to reflect these changes.

° Openness and Accountability - the NAFTA Secretariat, Canadian Section, 
is committed to ensuring openness and accountability to the Government, the 
relevant Free Trade Commissions? and to the public.

Innovative Uses of Information Technologies - in keeping with the 
Blueprint for Renewing Government Services Using Information Technology, 
the NAFTA Secretariat, Canadian Section, is committed to employing new 
information technologies to develop and enhance systems and processes to 
improve overall effectiveness and efficiency. 


Strategic Priorities 


To assist in fulfilling the above noted Program and Corporate Objectives, the 
Canadian Section, in collaboration with the Mexican and the U.S. Sections, 
established the following strategic priorities for fiscal year 1997-98: 


Implementation of a searchable (word and phrase) World Wide Internet Web 
Site which will facilitate access to required information, including FTA and 
NAFTA decisions, by primary stakeholders (see details supra primary 
stakeholders sub-section 7. b., at page 10) and other interested parties. 


Redesign of the NAFTA Secretariat Integrated Information Systems, which 
are essential to the efficient performance of the NAFTA Secretariat’s 
mandated functions. These systems include the NAFTA Secretariat Registry 
Information System, the Motions and Orders Research Database and the 
Trilateral Financial System. Enhanced compatibility of information systems 
between national Sections will promote information sharing and result in 
improved productivity gains. This redesign will utilize current information 
technologies and will address Year 2000 concerns. Further, this strategic 
priority initiative is in line with the Federal Government’s Blueprint for 
Renewing Government Services using Information Technology. 


In addition, due to the new responsibilities and enhanced mandate under the Canada 
- Israeli and Canada - Chile Free Trade Agreements, the Canadian Section also has 
set the following strategic priorities for this fiscal year: 


Assist with the start-up of the Chilean national Section, for the administration 
of the dispute settlement provisions of the Agreement. The Chilean national 
Section is required to be established pursuant to Article N.02 of the Canada - 
Chile Free Trade Agreement. The Canadian Section will extend to the 
Chilean national Section an offer of professional support to assist them with 
the development of procedures, the implementation of the registry function, 
the design of other information systems and the drafting of appropriate 
accounting procedures. 


Assist with the establishment of the designated Israeli Agency, for the 
administration of the dispute settlement provisions of the Agreement. The 
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Israeli designated Agency is required to be created pursuant to Article 8.3 of 
the Canada - Israel Free Trade Agreement. The Canadian Section will 
extend to the Israeli designated Agency an offer of professional support to 
assist them with the development of procedures, the implementation of the 
registry function, the design of other information systems and the drafting of 
appropriate accounting procedures. 


Finally, with the anticipated creation of the North American Free Trade Co- 
ordinating Secretariat in Mexico City, the following strategic priority will be 
launched in the 1997-98 fiscal year: 


° Establish liaison relationship to assist fulfillment of the Co-ordinating 
Secretariat's mandate, in particular its role of supporting the national 
Sections of the NAFTA Secretariat. 


6. Business and Service Lines, Organization Composition, and Resource Plans 


The NAFTA Secretariat, Canadian Section has one business line which is identical 
to its program objective. It has five service lines related to the performance of its 
mandate. 


a. Service Lines 
The NAFTA Secretariat, Canadian Section’s service lines are as follows: 


° Professional Support to Panels; 
(legal advisory and administrative role of the Secretaries) 


° Registry Operations and Document Control; 
(administer and operate a court-like registry for the filing and processing of legal 
pleadings in the panel reviews) 


° Panel Planning and Co-ordination of Panel Reviews; 
(co-ordinate and provide administrative support to all dispute panels established 
under the relevant Free Trade Agreements) 


° Panel Financial Administration; and 
(provide financial administration support for all panelists and their assistants and 
co-ordinate payment and reimbursements of panel review expenditures to and 
from other national Sections) 
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Liaison and Co-ordination with NAFTA-related Organizations. 

(the NAFTA Secretariat, Canadian Section is part of the international Secretariat 
created by the NAFTA and therefore must liaise and co-ordinate with other 
national Sections and the North American Free Trade Agreement Co-ordinating 
Secretariat in fulfilling the mandate of the Secretariat, including the preparation 
of status and annual reports and the administration of other inter-related activities) 


Operating Context and Key Initiatives 


There are three key aspects related to the operations and administration of all 
departments and agencies that must be taken into account when reporting on 
performance, resources, reach (environment), and results. 


The following is a report on the NAFTA Secretariat, Canadian Section’s operations 
and performance relating to each of these key areas: 


a. 


Resources: 


By way of explanation of the resources appropriated to the NAFTA 
Secretariat, Canadian Section, 63% of the 1996-97 budget of $2.085 million 
relates to direct costs of panel reviews. This includes remuneration of 
panelists and their assistants plus direct out-of-pocket expenditures (such as 
travel, accommodation and meal allowances). In this regard, it is important 
to note the following external factors that influence these operational 
expenditures of the NAFTA Secretariat, Canadian Section: 


the Secretariat has no ability to control the direct costs of panel 
reviews as they represent non-discretionary costs; 


the Secretariat has no ability to control the number of panels to be 
formed in any given year; 


the Secretariat has no discretion to accept or refuse a request for 
panel review; and 


despite a substantial expansion of its mandate, the Secretariat has not 


received incremental resources since its operations under the original 
FTA mandate. 
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Also, regarding the efficiency and affordability of the NAFTA Secretariat, 
Canadian Section operations, the Canadian Government appropriated $2.085 
million in the 1996-97 fiscal year for the administration of the dispute 
settlement systems under the NAFTA. This appropriation may be compared 
to the $19 billion which is estimated to be in dispute and directly impacted 
by this unique process. 3

b. Reach: 


In general terms, the Canadian Section’s stakeholders are exporters and 
importers involved in trade related matters in the NAFTA countries and, as 
of 1997, in Israel and Chile, who wish to take advantage of and utilize the 
relevant trade dispute-settlement processes. 


More particularly, however, the NAFTA Secretariat, Canadian Section’s 
Primary Stakeholders include:

° legal counsel who represent exporters and importers in the dispute 
settlement processes, particularly panel and committee reviews; 

° government agencies (for example, in Canada, Revenue Canada, the 
CITT and DFAIT); 

° university academics; 

e the media; and 


° the general public. 
Results: 


In 1994, in conjunction with the Treasury Board Secretariat, the Canadian 
Section completed a comprehensive benchmark survey of its services and 
stakeholder satisfaction with them. The results were published in the 
Canadian Section’s Service Standards Survey Report dated February 1994. 
After reviewing the results, the Canadian Section developed service 
standards and set performance targets for each aspect of these standards. 


The Canadian Section provides a copy of its service standards to all primary 
stakeholders. In particular, the Canadian Section distributes the services 
standards to panelists and panel assistants upon their appointment to a panel. 


Since the benchmark survey in 1994, the Canadian Section has been 
monitoring the satisfaction with its services by requesting that primary 
stakeholders complete a monitoring questionnaire at the completion of each 
panel review. This on-going feedback enables the Section to evaluate its 
services on an on-going basis and to maintain its high service standards. 


The 1996-97 performance monitoring report indicates that 100% of all 
clients have stated that they are very satisfied (the highest possible rating), 
overall, with the operations of the Canadian Section. More detailed results 
appear in the Performance Accomplishments Section of this report.

4, Performance Accomplishments 
a. Departmental Performance 


The departmental performance section of this report provides a perspective on the 
long term performance of the NAFTA Secretariat, Canadian Section. It addresses 
corporate outputs, change management initiatives and performance results. 


i. Departmental Outputs 


From January 1, 1989 until March 31, 1997, a total of 73 FTA and 
NAFTA Chapter 19 panel reviews (49 panel reviews under the FTA and 
24 under the NAFTA) were filed with the Secretariat. Three 
Extraordinary Challenge Committee (ECC) requests have been filed (all 
under the FTA). Additionally, five FTA Chapter 18 and two NAFTA 
Chapter 20 (formerly Chapter 18 under the FTA) arbitral panel reviews 
have been filed with the Secretariat. Since the inception of the FTA, to 
March 31, 1997, 74 decisions and reports have been issued. 


In 1996-97 fiscal year, the NAFTA Secretariat administered 15 panel 
reviews under Chapter 19 and two arbitral panel proceedings under 
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Chapter 20 of the NAFTA. Eight Chapter 19 panel decisions and one 
Chapter 20 panel report were issued by the NAFTA Secretariat in this 
time period. 


Change Management Initiatives 


In line with the Treasury Board’s philosophy regarding the 
implementation of “change management initiatives”, the Canadian Section 
has instituted, over the past few years, alternative service delivery 
mechanisms that have contributed to annually recurring cost savings in 
excess of 8% of this Agency’s total budget. While the reduction 
represents 8% of the overall budget, since approximately 63% of that 
budget is non-discretionary’, it represents a far deeper cut in that part of 
the budget over which the Canadian Section has some control. 
Essentially, the overhead costs of operating the Canadian Section have 
been reduced by almost 20%, without any reduction in service. 


The implementation of these change management initiatives, have been 
required because of cost pressures relating to: 


The operation of the Canadian Section in a trilingual 
environment (versus the bilingual environment of 
the Federal government). 


A burgeoning body of case law (from Chapters 18 
and 19 under the FTA to Chapters 11, 14, 19 and 20 

under NAFTA and Chapters 8 and N under the Israel 
and Chile agreements, respectively). 


More complex procedural issues upon which to 
provide advice. 


The necessity to provide electronic access to 
materials in all three national Sections of the 
NAFTA Secretariat in a convenient and timely way. 


In total, 63% of the 1996-97 planned expenditures were allocated to “Panel Financial Administration”. These expenditures 


are non-discretionary and include remuneration of panelists and their assistants plus direct out-of-pocket expenditures 
(such as travel, accommodation and meal allowances). 
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The Canadian Section has been able to achieve these cost savings through a 
combination of initiatives including, co-location, contracting-out, shared services, 
cost recovery and improved information technologies. Successful cost-saving 
initiatives include:

These systems are essential to 
the efficient performance of the NAFTA Secretariat’s mandated functions 
and include the NAFTA Secretariat Registry Information System, the 
Motions and Orders Research Database and the Trilateral Financial System. 
Enhanced compatibility of information systems between national Sections 
will promote information sharing and result in improved productivity gains. 
This redesign will utilize current information technologies and will address 
Year 2000 concerns. It is also in line with the Federal Government’s 
Blueprint for Renewing Government Services using Information 
Technology. 
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Performance Results 


The highlights of the 1996-97 performance monitoring report indicate 
that: 


° 100% of all clients are very satisfied (the highest possible rating), 
overall, with the Canadian Section; 


° between 89% and 100% of clients fully believe (the highest 
possible rating) that the Canadian Section has the appropriate 
support services in place to ensure that programs, systems and 
procedures developed for administering the dispute settlement 
process are accurate (100%), impartial (94%), responsive (94%), 
timely (94%), independent (94%) and accessible (89%);

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Foreword 


On April 24, 1997, the House of Commons passed a motion dividing what was known as the Part 
III of the Estimates document for each department or agency into two documents, a Report on 
Plans and Priorities and a Departmental Performance Report. It also required 78 departments 
and agencies to table these reports on a pilot basis. 


This decision grew out of work by Treasury Board Secretariat and 16 pilot departments to fulfil 
the government’s commitments to improve the expenditure management information provided to 
Parliament and to modernize the preparation of this information. These undertakings, aimed at 
sharpening the focus on results and increasing the transparency of information provided to 
Parliament, are part of a broader initiative known as “Getting Government Right”. 


This Departmental Performance Report responds to the government’s commitments and reflects 
the goals set by Parliament to improve accountability for results. It covers the period ending 
March 31, 1997 and reports performance against the plans presented in the department’s Part I/ 
of the Main Estimates for 1996-97. 


Accounting and managing for results will involve sustained work across government. Fulfilling the 
various requirements of results-based management — specifying expected program outcomes, 
developing meaningful indicators to demonstrate performance, perfecting the capacity to generate 
information and report on achievements — is a building block process. Government programs 
operate in continually changing environments. With the increase in partnering, third party delivery 
of services and other alliances, challenges of attribution in reporting results will have to be 
addressed. The performance reports and their preparation must be monitored to make sure that 
they remain credible and useful. 


This report represents one more step in this continuing process. The government intends to refine 
and develop both managing for results and the reporting of the results. The refinement will come 
from the experience acquired over the next few years and as users make their information needs 
more precisely known. For example, the capacity to report results against costs is limited at this 
time; but doing this remains a goal.

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Message from the National Archivist 


In many ways, 1996-97 was an outstanding year for the National Archives of Canada. While 
ensuring continuity, the Department brought to the fore a number of initiatives to further the 
accomplishment of its mission, which consists of preserving the collective memory of the nation 
and of the Canadian government, cooperating in the protection of rights, and contributing to the 
growth of a feeling of national identity. All of these initiatives have had major implications for 
the Program of the National Archives, but some of them merit special attention here. 


In keeping with its strategic priorities for 1996-99, the National Archives made clear progress in 
its efforts to obtain appropriate facilities. The completion and opening of the Gatineau 
Preservation Centre is easily the most noteworthy accomplishment in this area. Thanks to this 
technologically advanced building, the National Archives is now very well equipped to preserve 
the documentary wealth of the nation. In the period covered by this report, the National Archives 
also obtained preliminary approval to proceed with renovation of the West Memorial Building, 
where many departmental operations including client services will be consolidated. The 
realization of these two important projects is a critical milestone in the evolution of the institution. 


Numerous factors such as the scarcity of resources, restructuring of the Canadian government and 
the proliferation of new technologies have motivated the National Archives to devise new 
methods of work. The harmonization of practices in the area of intellectual control, the 
rationalization of the work processes related to the disposition of government records, and the 
increasing use of information technology to serve the Canadian public, are examples of the efforts 
made in 1996-97 to adapt to the many changes currently facing Canadian society in general, and 
the public service in particular. 


Finally, the last quarter of 1996-97 coincided with the inauguration of a year of festivities to mark 
the 125th anniversary of the National Archives, one of the oldest federal cultural institutions. At 
the dawn of the new millennium, this anniversary will present an opportunity both to celebrate our 
past and to reflect upon the future.

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Section II: Departmental Overview 


Our Mission 
To preserve the collective memory d the nation and of the Government of Canada and to 


contributeto the protection of rights and the enhancement of a sense of national identity. 


Since its beginnings in 1872, the National 
Archives of Canada (NA) has been 
preserving the collective memory of the 
Canadian people and the federal 
government. Underpinning this mission is 
the corporate vision "to make the 
documentary memory of the nation available 
to all Canadians for their use, well-being and 
enjoyment". 


Roles and Responsibilities 

The dual role of the National Archives as 

both a national heritage institution and an 

administrative arm of the federal government 

was confirmed in legislation in 1987. The 

National Archives of Canada Act accords the 

National Archives four key responsibilities: 

> to conserve and facilitate access to 
private and public records of national 
significance 

> to be the permanent repository of 
records of government institutions and 
ministerial records 

> to facilitate the management of records 
of government institutions and 
ministerial records 

> to encourage archival activities and the 
archival community 

Two other legislated responsibilities of the 

National Archivist identified in the Act are: 

» the authority over the disposition of the 
records of federal government 
institutions and ministerial records; 

> the authority to request the required 
deposit (at cost) of a copy of any audio- 
visual record. 


The Act also identifies certain discretionary 
powers of the National Archivist relating to 
records including: 

- acquisition, custody and control 

- identification, classification and 


preservation; 

- provision of research access (subject to 
lawful restrictions); 

- dissemination of information on archives 
through exhibitions and publications; 

- provision of advice on standards and 
procedures; 

- provision of reproduction and other 
services pertaining to management of 
government records to government 
institutions; 

- central servicing of government 
personnel records; 

- provision of government records storage 
facilities; 

- training in archival techniques and 
management of records; 

- participation in cooperative activities 
with the archival and information 
management communities, and 

- provision of professional, technical and 
financial support in aid of archival 
activities and the archival community. 


Organization 

The National Archives of Canada operates 
under the direction of the National Archivist 
who is a Governor-in-Council appointee 
with the delegated authority of a deputy 
head. The institution reports to Parliament 
through the Minister of Canadian Heritage. 


The National Archives is composed of the 
Office of the National Archivist, the Office 
of the Assistant National Archivist and four 
branches (see Organization Chart in 
Supplementary Information - Appendix 1).

Strategic Priorities, 1996-99 


Program 

In order to fulfill its mission as the collective 
memory of the nation, the National Archives 
delivers a program consisting of four 
business lines: Holdings Development and 
Management; Management of Government 
Information; Services, Awareness, and 
Assistance; and Administration. 


During the period ended March 31, 1997, the National Archives’ ongoing operationswere guided by 
the four strategic prioritiesoutlined below. In addition to paving the way for the Department to step 
into the next millennium, they reaffirmed its dual role as both a national heritage institution, 
documenting the Canadian experience through public and private records in all media, and an 
administrative arm of the federal government, supporting the management of government 


information. 


Implement Focus on People Initiatives 

The National Archives continued to encourage the 
development of an organizational culture 
characterized by teamwork, empowerment and 
accountability. Initiatives focused on assisting 
people affected by personnel attrition, more 
inclusive management, recognizing achievements 
and maintaining expertise. 


Facilitate the Management of Government 


Information 

The National Archives continued to facilitate the 
management of government information in order to 
protect records in context, thus preserving the 
government’s short and long term corporate 
memory, protecting the rights of citizens and 
promoting the Canadian identity. This priority 
encompasses several key elements, including 
partnerships for the establishment of electronic 
records management standards and methods, and the 
planned disposition of records. 


Obtain Adequate Accommodation 

The National Archives continued its efforts to 
fulfill its long term accommodation strategy. An 
adequate infrastructure is necessary to preserve 
and make available our archival heritage and to 
provide support to government information 
management through the operation of cost- 
effective Federal Records Centres. 


Deliver Archival Programs and Services 

The National Archives provides services of high 
quality to its users. In keeping with the 
government’s Quality Service Initiative and within 
the context of resource constraints, the NA 
continued to be responsive to user needs and to 
make use of alternate delivery mechanisms, 
partnerships and sponsorships in order to broaden 
access to archival information.

Holdings Development and Management 


Objective: To develop and manage the National Archives’ holdings of records of 


national importance. 


The development and management of 
holdings and records encompasses the 
following roles and responsibilities:

Redefinition of the archival records 
acquisition policy: While the acquisition of 
records from the private and public sectors 
remains a fundamental objective of the 
National Archives, funding restraints in 
recent years have prompted the Department 
to target more precisely its acquisitions while 
continuing to document the many facets of 
Canadian society. 


To this end, the NA developed the 
Acquisition Orientation for the National 
Archives 1995-2000 in cooperation with the 
Canadian archival community. In 1996-97, 
the NA continued to implement this strategy 
which calls, more specifically, for reductions 
in the acquisition of architectural, business, 
religious and multicultural records and the 
papers of MPs and Senators. This strategy 
provides the NA with an indispensable tool 
for the rational acquisition of records from 
the private sector. 


Expected Results: The 1996-97 Estimates highlighted the National Archives’ plans to 
» focus private and public sector records acquisition; 
> develop and implement standards for intellectual control of archival records in a

Acquisition Highlights 
In 1996-97, the National Archives acquired 
nearly 6,000 metres of textual documents 
from federal departments and agencies. 
Public sector acquisitions also included some 
70,000 photographs dating from the First 
World War to the present. The NA also 


acquired important private sector records, 
including the multi-media fonds of Québec 
playwright and actor, Gratien Gélinas, and 
the Peter Krawchuk papers which contain a 
mine of information on the Ukrainian Left in 
Canada. 


Similar efforts were made in order to focus 
more clearly acquisitions from the public 
sector. During the reporting period, the NA 
had expected to proceed with a study 
intended to reduce the total number of 
government databases acquired; however, 
this initiative will be held in abeyance until 
the Department can develop an integrated 
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electronic records program in 1997-98. It 
should be noted that the implementation of 
this program is of such importance that the 
NA has made it a strategic priority for the 
period 1997-2000. 


Valuable Records 
In 1996-97, the NA conducted 177 monetary 


appraisals of private records for tax credit 
purposes; these documents which were then 
acquired were valued at $2,467,364. 


Development of standards for the 
intellectual control of archival records: As 
planned, the National Archives allocated 
significant resources to the development and 
implementation of intellectual control 
standards. The Department prepared a 
Corporate Control Manual, an exhaustive 
work which brings together all of the new 
departmental procedures used in the 
standardization of descriptions. These 
procedures, which are based on the Rules for 
Archival Description (RAD), will make it 
possible to standardize institutional practices 
for the registration, accessioning, 
arrangement and description of archival 
records in all media, thus greatly improving 
reference services and facilitating 
Canadians’ access to records, both on-site 
and at a distance. These procedures which 
existed in draft form at the end of March 
1997, will be implemented by September 
1997 after extensive staff training. When the 
standards are being applied operationally, 
the NA will be able to collect the data 
necessary for an evaluation of its 
performance in the field of intellectual 
control. 


Move to the Gatineau Preservation 
Centre: As indicated in the 1996-97. 
Estimates, the move to the Gatineau 
Preservation Centre was the highlight of NA 
preservation activities. The Centre with its 
customized vaults and highly sophisticated 


laboratories constitutes a significant 
milestone in the preservation of Canada’s 
archival heritage. Staff members worked 
hard to prepare holdings and laboratories for 
the move. Beginning in January 1997, this 
vast project has proceeded on schedule. At 
the end of fiscal 1996-97, staff, equipment 
and some 80,000 archival containers had 
already been transferred to the new Centre. 
Given the magnitude of the task, the move 
will continue, as planned, until March 1998, 
at which time 700,000 archival containers 
will have been relocated in the new building. 


Because of the transfer to the new facilities, 
the NA had to reduce the level of its regular

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restoration and reproduction activities. For 
example, only limited treatments were 
carried out on its holdings. Similarly, 
custodial activities were restricted mainly to 
circulation of records for clients and to 
preventive preservation which concentrated 
on appropriate handling, containerization 
and storage. These measures reflect the NA’s 
recent approach to preservation which 
focuses on preventing deterioration from 
happening rather than on restoration and on 
mass stablization rather than on the treatment 
of individual records. (See Figure 1.) 
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Management of Government Information 


Objective : To preserve the corporate memory of the Government of Canada. 


The management of government information 
encompasses the following roles and 
responsibilities: 


> control the records destruction process 
throughout the federal government 
(control of records destruction); 

> encourage, support and evaluate the 
implementation of standards and 
procedures concerning the management 
of recorded information in government 
institutions (management of recorded 
information); 


restructuring of the government; 


reductions. 


Response to the increasing demand for 
disposition: As anticipated, the number of 
demands for the disposition of records from 
departments and government agencies 
downsized as a result of the Program Review 
increased dramatically during 1996-97. 
After a comprehensive review, the NA 
identified 171 institutions, agencies, 
commissions or programs which had been 
terminated, merged, rationalized or 
privatized, an increase of 44 % over last 
year. Of the 171 entities identified, 106 
were dealt with during the year. In addition 
to its emergency records disposition 
activities, the NA distributed across 
government policies and procedures entitled 
Downsizing the Federal Government and the 
Disposition of Records. Adopted in 1990 
and revised in 1994, the Government-Wide 
Plan for the Disposition of Records was

completely revised and updated in order to 
take into account the many changes resulting 
from the Program Review. 


Despite the additional workload brought 
about by the restructuring of the 
government, the National Archives 
continued to pursue its regular activities 
regarding multi-year planning for the 
disposition or records. Thus, forty-four 
records disposition authorities were issued in 
1996-97, only two less than in 1995-96. (See 
Figure 2.) To maintain this level of 
productivity in a context of diminishing 
resources, the NA streamlined its operational 
procedures, reduced the scope of certain 
projects and slowed down the pace of

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negotiations regarding new multi-year 
disposition plans. As part of a continuing 
effort to facilitate the disposition of 
government records, the National Archives 
undertook an in-depth review of the General 
Records Disposal Schedules (GRDS) which 
had last been revised in 1986. The GRDS 
was replaced by the Common Administrative 
Records Disposition 
Authorities 
(CARDA). Like the 
GRDS, the CARDA 
is an indispensable 
tool for the sound 
management of 
government 
information, as it 
allows departments 
and agencies to 
dispose of a significant number of routine 
records of no archival value. The CARDA 
has an undeniable advantage over the old 
GRDS in that it is organized according to the 
main government-wide functions and, in this 
way, is better suited to the context of 
constant change in which the federal 
government is currently operating.

Archives responded to requests for advice 
from over 800 federal programs. Advice 
was given at every level of the government, 
including ministers’ offices, on a wide range 
of issues relating to records and information 
management. A sign of the times, 
significant effort was devoted to electronic 
records. For instance, the NA published and 
distributed the final 
version of Managing 
Electronic Records in an 
Electronic Work 
Environment and provided 
exhaustive advice on the 
implementation of these 
new guidelines. The 
Department also 
participated in Treasury 
Board Secretariat’s Shared 
Systems Initiative, one of whose objectives 
was the adoption of a single information 
management system for senior managers. As 
part of this initiative, two software packages 
were developed to demonstrate how to 
manage electronic records in a shared space. 
In addition to electronic records, the 
National Archives focused on other modern 
media, which led to the drafting of a policy 
for the disposition of records in imaging 
systems. Moreover, a new tool, Managing 
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Audio-Visual Records in the Government of 
Canada, was added to the series of guides 
prepared for records managers in federal 
departments and agencies.

Centres: The Federal Records Centres 
provide central storage and protection for 
dormant records, retrieval and disposal 
services for government departments and 
agencies both in Ottawa and the regions; the 


same functions are performed for personnel- 
related records of former civilian and 
military federal employees. Located in 
Halifax, Quebec City, Montreal, the National 
Capital region, Toronto, Winnipeg, 
Edmonton and Vancouver, the Centres serve 
to provide substantial savings to 
government. 


In 1996-97, the Federal Records Centres 
implemented certain measures outlined in 
their Strategic Action Plan which had been 
developed as part of the Program Review. 
The Centres entered into an agreement with 
Revenue Canada, their main client, for the 
reimbursement of marginal costs for special 
services. In order to optimize the use of 
space, the Centres applied records 
disposition authorities rigorously and 
worked to reduce the retention periods for 
certain types of records. Asa result of these 
efforts, the quantity of records disposed was 
slightly higher than accessions during 1996- 
97. (See Figure 3.) With the aim of 
rationalizing space, the Centres also studied 
the possibility of transferring certain types of 
records currently stored in the National 
Capital Region to the Manitoba Region 
Records Centre located in Winnipeg. 
Finally, they continued their efforts to 
consolidate facilities in the other regions.

improve the delivery of 
services to the Canadian 
public. For example, the 
Department conducted a 
systematic review of 
certain blocks of restricted 
government records in 
order to make them 
available for research purposes. As part of 
this exercise, the National Archives reviewed 
3,800,000 pages, 3,000,000 of which can 
now be made available to the public without 
restrictions. In consultation with users, the 
National Archives developed and published 
service standards for various key services, 
including on-site reference, written inquiries 
and consultation of archival records. In order 


audiovisual tapes, 5,898 containers of 
photographic and art records, as well as 
11,669 maps and plans. Furthermore, staff 
responded to 5,187 official requests filed 
under the Access to Information Act and the 
Privacy Act. 


With a view to the long-term, the National 
Archives also developed a Quality Service 
Plan which sets out various means of 
improving service delivery. During the first 
year of this Plan, the NA explored new 
methods for expediting record copying 
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services for clients. To improve the delivery 
of researcher services outside the National 
Capital Region, the NA added a fourth 
distant access site with the opening of a 
Montreal location in April 1996. Because 
researchers are served in their own 
communities, these four sites (Winnipeg, 
Vancouver, Halifax and Montreal) have 
become very popular with the Canadian 
public. For example, consultation of 
microfilmed holdings at these sites rivalled 
the total number of loans made through the 
departmental inter-institutional loan 
program. 


Access to Government Records 
In 1996-97, the National Archives received 
more formal requests for information under 
the Access to Information Act than any other 
department or government agency. 
Furthermore, it received the fourth highest 
number of formal requests submitted under 


the Privacy Act. Moreover, the NA 
responded to nearly 73% of the access 
requests within the 30-day deadline 
compared with 48% for the rest of the federal 
government, and to 79% of the requests 
submitted under the Privacy Act compared 
with 49% for the government as a whole. 


Information technology and the 
enhancement of our archival heritage: 
The National Archives continued to use new 
information technologies to increase the

Canadian public’s awareness of the vast 
wealth of its holdings. During the period 
covered by this report, the NA focused on 
the development of its Internet site which is 
becoming increasingly popular among 
researchers. (See Figure 4.) Thanks to 
Industry Canada’s support and the Canadian 
Schoolnet program to digitize collections, 
more than 50,000 pages of attestation papers 
from the Canadian Expeditionary Force 
(First World War) were digitized and are 
now available on the Internet. This important 
project afforded the NA the opportunity to 
hire 34 young Canadians from the Renfrew 
area near Ottawa in the summer of 1996. 
This experience helped these students to 
develop their knowledge and technical skills 
while becoming more aware of the richness 
of their documentary heritage. 


An agreement between the Friends of the 
National Archives and the Corel Corporation 
proved to be just as beneficial. Eight 
compact disks (CD-ROM), each containing 
100 reproductions of items from the NA 
holdings, were produced under this 
agreement. Designed to promote the value 
of the Canadian heritage, these CDs present 
subjects as varied as railroads, rural 
traditions, sports of yesteryear and the 
settlement of the Western Provinces. 


Enhanced Access to Our Archival 
Heritage 
Two exhibitions in Ottawa, entitled Pride 
and Dignity: Aboriginal Portraits and 
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the Canadian archival community through 
the Canadian Council of Archives (CCA) 


were reduced by 9.5 percent during 1996-97. 


(See Figure 5.) Despite this reduction, the 
number of projects completed with the 
financial support of the CCA increased 
slightly to 241 from the 226 of the previous 
fiscal year.

Expected Results: The 1996-97 Estimates highlighted the National Archives’ plans to 
allocate significant resources and efforts to completion of the Gatineau Preservation Centre; 
continue efforts to obtain approval for renovation of the West Memorial Building; 


evaluate alternate personnel and financial management systems and implementing new 
systems as the old central systems are eliminated; 
implement a continuous learning initiative. 


Improved resource management: True to 
its strategic priorities for 1996-99, the 
National Archives emphasized important 
initiatives that focused on staff. The NA 
continued to implement the basic principles 
of continuous learning which involves the 
establishment of a participative management 
environment. To this end, the National 
Archives focused particularly on employee 
empowerment, participative planning 
meetings and increasing management 
awareness of this new organizational culture. 


Together with the National Library of 
Canada, the NA implemented a new human 
resource management system to replace the 
old system which had become outdated and 
costly to maintain. The NA also concluded a 
study to select a replacement for the 
departmental financial management system. 


These new systems, based on an integrated 
approach to resource management, will 
make it possible to achieve significant 
savings, particularly by eliminating 
repetition in data entry tasks. 


Obtaining adequate accommodation: 
Considerable progress was achieved in 
accommodation projects during 1996-97. 
While the construction and commissioning 
of the Gatineau Preservation Centre 
proceeded on schedule and on budget, 
progress was also made on the West 
Memorial Building renovation project. 
Treasury Board approved the preliminary 
project phase in May 1996. This refurbished 
building will become the new National 
Archives headquarters and will provide a 
central point for services to the public. With 
its permanent exhibition rooms, this building 
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will make it possible to provide Canadian 
with greater access to their incomparable 
archival heritage. 


More extensive use of technology: The 
goal of the National Archives is to use the

Key Reviews 


Results of Internal Audits 

Audit of Workforce Adjustment, Including Departure Incentives: This Treasury Board 
directed audit assessed the degree to which the National Archives will achieve human resource 
reductions in accordance with Program Review decisions. It also gauged compliance with 
Workforce Adjustment measures. The audit findings determined that the National Archives had 
planned well for human resource reductions and established a program to implement the required 
changes effectively. The department is achieving its workforce reduction targets with respect to 
FTE numbers, salary and employee benefits expenditures. 


Environmental Audit: This audit assessed the ability of the National Archives to prepare 
sustainable development strategies and examined the clarity of management direction on 
environmental issues. The audit determined that the department is performing environmental 
duties in an efficient and effective manner and identified opportunities to further strengthen 
management direction in this area. 


Audit of Official Languages and Information Technology: This Treasury Board audit 
examined the extent to which the National Archives complied with policies on information 
technology and official languages. In general, the audit confirmed that the department does 
comply with Treasury Board policy in this area. 


Other Key Reviews 

Review of Gatineau Major Capital Project: The review studied the extent to which the 
National Archives is prepared to occupy, manage and use the Gatineau Preservation Centre, its 
new building for the storage and preservation of archival holdings. The review concluded that the 
National Archives planned and executed its move to the building in a thorough and professional 
manner. The report suggested avenues, now being pursued, to improve the department’s ability 
to manage and occupy the Gatineau Preservation Centre.

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Foreword 


On April 24, 1997, the House of Commons passed a motion dividing what was known as the Part 
III of the Estimates document for each department or agency into two documents, a Report on 
Plans and Priorities and a Departmental Performance Report. It also required 78 departments 
and agencies to table these reports on a pilot basis. 


This decision grew out of work by Treasury Board Secretariat and 16 pilot departments to fulfil 
the government’s commitments to improve the expenditure management information provided to 
Parliament and to modernize the preparation of this information. These undertakings, aimed at 
sharpening the focus on results and increasing the transparency of information provided to 
Parliament, are part of a broader initiative known as “Getting Government Right”. 


This Departmental Performance Report responds to the government’s commitments and reflects 
the goals set by Parliament to improve accountability for results. It covers the period ending 
March 31, 1997 and reports performance against the plans presented in the department’s Part [I] 
of the Main Estimates for 1996-97. 


Accounting and managing for results will involve sustained work across government. Fulfilling the 
various requirements of results-based management — specifying expected program outcomes, 
developing meaningful indicators to demonstrate performance, perfecting the capacity to generate 
information and report on achievements — is a building block process. Government programs 
Operate in continually changing environments. With the increase in partnering, third party delivery 
of services and other alliances, challenges of attribution in reporting results will have to be 
addressed. The performance reports and their preparation must be monitored to make sure that 
they remain credible and useful. 


This report represents one more step in this continuing process. The government intends to refine 
and develop both managing for results and the reporting of the results. The refinement will come 
from the experience acquired over the next few years and as users make their information needs 
more precisely known. For example, the capacity to report results against costs is limited at this 
time; but doing this remains a goal.

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Part II: Departmental Overview 


Mandate, Vision, Mission 


The mandate of the National Battlefields Commission is to acquire and conserve the great 
historical battlefields in Quebec City and turn them into a national park. The Commission must 
preserve this historic Canadian legacy for future generations and develop it so that the public fully 
benefits from its historic, cultural, recreational, natural and scientific riches. 


The Commission is designated as a departmental corporation. It is a component of the Portfolio of 
the Minister of Canadian Heritage. 


The sites administered by the National Battlefields Commission comprise: 


— Battlefields Park, better known as the Plains of Abraham, which mainly commemorates the 
battle of 1759; 


— des Braves Park, which commemorates the battle of 1760; 
— des Braves, De Laune, and de Berniéres avenues; 
— St-Denis Park, east of the Citadel, and Martello Tower 4, on Lavigueur Street; 


— and, since May 1996, the building located at 835 Wilfrid-Laurier Avenue, east of the Armory, 
which is to become the Plains of Abraham Discovery Pavilion. 


These grounds constitute the most important historic sites in Canada; they are the cradle of 
Canadian history. The Plains of Abraham is also the largest urban park in Quebec City. It was 
created at a time when major urban parks were appearing throughout the world, and is one of the 
most prestigious. Its historic, cultural, recreational, natural, and scientific aspects make it unique. 
The Commission must thus reconcile the Plains of Abraham’s historic significance with its 
mission as an urban park. 


Objectives 

The objectives of the National Battlefields Commission are: 

e for its sites to constitute one of the most beautiful parks in the world; 

e for Canadians to enjoy and use this historic urban park area in complete safety; 


e for Canadians to enjoy quality activities and services that raise awareness of the riches of these 
sites, their history, and the history of our country; 


e for Canadians to recognize the importance of these sites, and for this recognition to contribute 


to their sense of Canadian identity.

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Strategic Priorities 


In order to achieve these objectives and continue to fulfil its mission satisfactorily and see to the 
development of its sites, the National Battlefields Commission intends: 


e To set up the Plains of Abraham Discovery Pavilion and develop exhibits and interpretative 
activities that will: 


— provide for increased dissemination of the history of this site and of Canada, and foster 
knowledge of that history, learning, and discovery; 


— promote knowledge of its sites, and increase visitors’ and users’ awareness of their historical, 
cultural, recreational, natural, and scientific wealth; 


— offer better facilities for interpretative services and provide better visitor reception and public 
services; 


e ensure that the sites receive a satisfactory level of security and maintenance; 


develop partnerships with other levels of government and with the private sector. 
Activities and Services, Organization, and Resource Plans 


The Commission reports to Parliament through the Minister of Canadian Heritage, to whom the 
Chairman is directly accountable. It is currently governed by a Board of seven Commissioners 
(including the Chairman) and the Secretary, all of whom are appointed by the Governor General 
in Council. The provinces of Quebec and Ontario are entitled to one representative each by virtue 
of having contributed at least $ 100,000 each when the Commission was founded. The Secretary, 
who acts as Director General, is responsible for the day-to-day management of all the 
Commission’s activities. 


The Commission programming is broken down into three activity sectors: 
e Conservation, which covers the following: 


— Maintenance sees to maintenance of the site, its furnishings, buildings, and infrastructure; 
provides for a safe and stable environment; minimises the effects of wear and deterioration; 
and slows down or prevents damage. 


— Landscaping is responsible for landscaping, horticultural, and tree-cultivating activities; 


— Surveillance and Security sees to in that regulations regarding peace and public order are 
respected, enforces traffic and parking regulations, ensures the safety or site users, and 
provides for surveillance of the Commission’s premises and properties. 
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e Development, which covers the following: 
— Visitor Reception and Information is responsible for reception or visitors, Park users, and 
organisations that hold activities on the site, and also handles information to the public and 


reservations; 


— Educational Interpretation is responsible for educational interpretative activities for the school 
and playground clientele and the public at large; 


e Administration, which comprises management and administrative and financial services.

B. Performance Achievements 


Please note that this report is based on data and objectives that have been amended or 
reformulated in relation to those in Part III on the 1996-1997 Estimates. 


Departmental Performance 
a) General site use and visibility 


The Commission views site and service use as an indicator. Although it is impossible to 
determine the exact number of the Plains of Abraham’s visitors and users, Commission estimates 
put the annual figure at close to 2,000,000. People come for a variety of reasons: for tourism, to 
participate in interpretative and recreational activities, to relax, for picnics, and to attend events 
and competitions. 


Over the past several years, the Commission has sought to increase its visibility and, by 
extension, that of Government. The Commission’s cooperation with the various organisations that 
stage numerous activities in Battlefields Park contributes to this profile enhancement. 


One example of the services performed for the Canadian public is that, every year, some 50 
activities are held on the Plains of Abraham. Theses constitute local, regional, provincial, and 
national attractions; some, indeed, attract international interest. The Commission’s cooperation in 
these events is essential to their success. Among them are the Quebec Winter Carnival, the Féte 
national du Québec, the Quebec Equestrian Competition, and the 24-hour Easter Seal Campaign. 
Events of this kind attract thousands of people, generate economic benefits and enhance the 
profile of the Commission and the Park. The Commission sees to it that the nature and number of 
these activities do not disrupt the necessary equilibrium between the Park’s historical and urban 
vocations and ensures that the Park’s serenity is preserved. 
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b) Partners 


Over 1996-1997 and 1997-1998, the City of Quebec will have contributed a total of $1,290,000 to 
the Discovery Pavilion project currently being carried out. The Commission continued its 
partnerships with Laval University for maintenance of the sundial, certain museum and tourist 
institutions for the provision of package tours, the Musée du Québec for the Interpretation Centre, 
and Friends of the Plains of Abraham for the promotion of Battlefields Park. These partnerships 
clearly demonstrate the success of the Commission’s efforts and show that partner institutions 
and the public are satisfied with the Commission’s work. 


c) Client response 


Client response is in itself an indication of program effectiveness. With rare exceptions, no 
surveys were taken with regard to the services offered of projects carried out. Client response was 
obtained, instead, form comments made by Park visitors and users, media reaction and interest, 
comments by various partners regarding cooperative efforts, and reactions to and interest in the 
Commission’s achievements and site maintenance by various institutions. 


Generally speaking, comments are positive, indeed laudatory. Organizations that stage activities 
on the Plains of Abraham have indicated that they are pleased with the Commission’s 
cooperation. The City of Quebec is also pleased to see the Park opened to activities that generate 
economic benefits and is happy with the development projects to which it has contributed. 
Among the year’s accomplishments, the in-line skating path met with immense success and 
earned the Commission congratulations many times over. 


Activity Sector Performance 


This is the status of the National Battlefields Commission’s main achievements in relations to the 
objectives set for 1996-1997: 


— Ownership of HMCS Montcalm was transferred form National Defence; repairs and 
renovations to the building begun in preparation for turning it into the Discovery Pavilion. 


— Exceeded the target of $300,000 in revenue. The actual intake was $342,855, which 
represents 14 % of operating costs. 


— Completed the most urgent repairs to buildings, terraces, water mains, and sewer systems; all 
of these have now reached satisfactory levels and require no more than regular maintenance. 


— Completed the sprinkler system for existing floral landscaping. 


— Carried out landscaping around the Centennial Fountain at a cost of $70,000, 74.3 % of which 
was paid by the City of Quebec. 


— Created an in-line skating path at a cost of $140,300, $62,000 of which was paid by the City 
of Quebec.

Carried out Stage 2 of tourist signage and improvements to Park identification. The first two 
stages cost $214,300, 40 % of which was contributed by the City of Quebec. 


Maintained an RCMP mounted patrol for two weekends, representing a contribution by the 
RCMP itself. 


Through the contribution of the Friends of the Plains of Abraham, maintained sponsorship at 
$30,000, enabling the programming of shows at the Edwin Bélanger bandstand. Attendance 
was down by 30 %, however, because of the number of shows that had to be cancelled due to 
bad weather. Attendance: 9 000 people. 


Experienced a drop of 29 % in attendance by exhibit visitors and guided bus tours. The 
introduction of fees and the reduced numbers of tourists to the Quebec City region meant that 
our objective of a 10 % rise was not reached. Attendance: 23 000 people. 


Participation in interpretative programs for schoolchildren and various groups increased by 
43 %, far exceeding the targeted 10 %. Attendance: 20 000 people. 


Issued 2,924 citations for traffic and parking violations and 50 citations for violations of Park 
regulations; produced 583 incident reports. The amount collected in fines and charges in 
1996-1997 was $18,286. 


Main Audits 


Other than the annual audit by the Auditor General of Canada, the National Battlefields 
Commission and its activities have not been subject to any particular investigations in recent 
years.

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Foreword 


On April 24, 1997, the House of Commons passed a motion dividing what was known as the Part 
III of the Estimates document for each department or agency into two documents, a Report on 
Plans and Priorities and a Departmental Performance Report. It also required 78 departments 
and agencies to table these reports on a pilot basis. 


This decision grew out of work by Treasury Board Secretariat and 16 pilot departments to fulfil 
the government’s commitments to improve the expenditure management information provided to 
Parliament and to modernize the preparation of this information. These undertakings, aimed at 
sharpening the focus on results and increasing the transparency of information provided to 
Parliament, are part of a broader initiative known as “Getting Government Right”. 


This Departmental Performance Report responds to the government’s commitments and reflects 
the goals set by Parliament to improve accountability for results. It covers the period ending 
March 31, 1997 and reports performance against the plans presented in the department’s Part II] 
of the Main Estimates for 1996-97. 


Accounting and managing for results will involve sustained work across government. Fulfilling the 
various requirements of results-based management — specifying expected program outcomes, 
developing meaningful indicators to demonstrate performance, perfecting the capacity to generate 
information and report on achievements — is a building block process. Government programs 
operate in continually changing environments. With the increase in partnering, third party delivery 
of services and other alliances, challenges of attribution in reporting results will have to be 
addressed. The performance reports and their preparation must be monitored to make sure that 
they remain credible and useful. 


This report represents one more step in this continuing process. The government intends to refine 
and develop both managing for results and the reporting of the results. The refinement will come 
from the experience acquired over the next few years and as users make their information needs 
more precisely known. For example, the capacity to report results against costs is limited at this 
time; but doing this remains a goal.

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Executive Summary 


The defence of a nation’s sovereignty is fundamental to safeguarding its values and way of life. 
The Department of National Defence and Canadian Forces have a proud history of defending our 
national interests throughout the world in times of conflict and peace. The sacrifices of 
individual Canadians while serving their country in times of conflict are remembered each year 
by a grateful nation. This document will highlight the contributions that the Department of 
National Defence and Canadian Forces continue to make towards preserving the values and way 
of life of what has been described by the United Nations as the best place to live in the world. 
The document outlines the Department’s contribution to the defence of Canada from its 
interception of aircraft carrying shipments of illegal drugs destined for our streets, to rescuing 
people from plane wrecks or the ravages of floods and other natural disasters. It also 
demonstrates our commitment to the defence of North America through the vigilant surveillance 
and control of our nations’ airspaces under the North American Aerospace Defence (NORAD) 
agreement, to our continued cooperation with the United States (US) in many other endeavours. 
In addition, our participation in multi-lateral operations, under the auspices of North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization (NATO) and the United Nations (UN) to promote stability in the 
international environment, are covered in detail. Finally, some of the sacrifices that individual 
members of the Canadian Forces continue to make in serving their country throughout the world 
have been recognized. 


This performance report demonstrates the impressive magnitude of departmental activities 
carried out on a routine basis. The Department of National Defence’s extensive worldwide 
operations demand a complex and extensive support system to enable the more than 100,000 
military and civilian members of the “Defence Team” to carry out their mission. In order to meet 
its growing commitments within the reduced defence spending envelope, the Department of 
National Defence and Canadian Forces continue to strive to reduce costs in overhead through 
increased efficiencies. Therefore, the Department continues its major renewal and re-engineering 
activity which is having a positive impact on efficiency thereby increasing the proportion of 
funds available for operational forces. The following are some examples of the extent of our 
military activities during 1996-1997: 


° We deployed over 6,800 personnel overseas in worldwide operations, including Haiti, 
Bosnia-Herzegovina, Cambodia, Guatemala, Africa and the Middle East; 


° We delivered over 191,600 Kg of Humanitarian Aid worldwide; 

° Our aircraft flew approximately 160,000 hours in support of Canadian Forces missions 
worldwide; 

° We managed over $16 billion in assets, comprising over 42 bases and stations, over

20,000 km? of land, almost 33,000 buildings and apartments and over 14,000 Works 
(roads/jetties/airports/utilities etc.); 


° We have cleaned up approximately 115,000 tons of lead contaminated soil in one site 
alone. In this project we also used innovative Canadian environmental technology for the 
first full-scale demonstration of its kind in North America; 


° Our Search and Rescue teams responded immediately and effectively to over 1100 Search 
and Rescue incidents, saving the lives of 513 people; 


° We disposed of 110,000 line items of inventory (worth $185M) and identified another 
33,500 items (worth $200.5M) for disposal or redistribution; 


° We closed supply depots in Moncton and Toronto and consolidated operations in 
Edmonton and Montreal saving $32.5M in personnel, equipment and operating costs; 


° We supported some 1,100 cadet units, 28 summer camps and various gliding, sailing and 
land training sites located across the country where approximately 60,000 girls and boys 
in the Cadet Program benefitted enormously from this training; and 


° During the flood disaster in the Saguenay/Lac St Jean region in the summer of 1996, the 
Québec provincial authorities requested Department of National Defence assistance. Our 
military rapidly provided aircraft, helicopters, accommodation, logistical support and 
water purification services. Over 2000 people were airlifted to safety in one day alone. 


The Department of National Defence and Canadian Forces remain committed to serving the 
interests of Canadians in an unstable and unpredictable international environment. Therefore, the 
proud heritage of peace keeping will continue to be one of our highest defence priorities. In 
addition, we will improve the image of the Canadian Forces through improved communication 
with the public regarding the success of our worldwide operations carried out on behalf of 
Canadians. The Department will also ensure that excellence in leadership and openness in the 
management of the Department remain a priority. The Department is prepared and fully 
committed to meet these challenges in providing Canadians with a secure environment in which 
to continue to prosper into the next century. 
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SECTION I - Message from the Minister of National Defence 


I am pleased to present the 1996-97 performance report of the Department of National Defence 
and Canadian Forces to the Parliament and people of Canada. 


The 1996-97 fiscal year once again presented Canada’s defence establishment with enormous 
challenges. The Department of National Defence and Canadian Forces have responded. Our 
men and women in uniform participated in a wide range of complex and demanding operations. 
At home, they continued to ensure effective control over our vast territory, airspace and 
maritime approaches. They assisted other government departments in such areas as fisheries 
protection, drug interdiction and environmental protection while carrying out a large number 
of successful -- and at times daring -- search and rescue operations. Their disaster relief efforts 
in the Saguenay region of Quebec in the summer of 1996 made headlines across the country. 


Overseas, the Canadian Forces continued to make an important contribution to international 
peace and security. In the former Yugoslavia, over 1,200 Canadian Forces personnel serving 
with NATO’s Implementation and Stabilization Forces played a key role in helping that 
troubled region emerge from the shadow of war. Another 750 Canadians served with the UN 
Support Mission in Haiti, assisting that Caribbean country in its slow but steady march to 
democracy and stability. And in response to the plight of Rwandan refugees in Eastern Zaire, 
the Canadian Forces quickly established a multi-national Force Headquarters in the region to 
carry out reconnaissance and assess the requirement for an international military force. This 
initiative was instrumental in defusing the crisis. 


These were impressive achievements, especially given the profound changes that have taken 
place within Canada’s military establishment in recent years. The end of the Cold War, 
reductions in defence spending, changing Canadian social values and advances in technology 
have confronted the Canadian Forces with many new challenges. The Canadian Forces must 
keep pace with these developments if they are to carry out the policy described in the 1994 
Defence White Paper. They are doing just that. 


In 1996-97, the Canadian Forces and the Department entered the third year of a five-year 
program to cut the number of personnel, downsize and reduce the number of headquarters, 
rationalize infrastructure, improve management practices and make better use of technology. 
This program is one of the most comprehensive renewal programs in Canadian Government and 
its overriding purpose is to reduce the cost of support services and enhance operational 
efficiency. Excellent progress was made last year in implementing this program. The Department 
is on target towards achieving the military and civilian personnel levels set in the Defence White 
Paper; a new command and control structure was gradually eased into place; further Alternative 
Service Delivery options were explored; a blueprint for the restructuring of the Reserves was 
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unveiled; and improvements in information technology and management were made. 


At the same time, the Department of National Defence and Canadian Forces continued to 
enhance their ability to generate and sustain operational forces; improve the way that personnel 
are prepared for missions; address key equipment requirements; modify many of their personnel 
policies and practices to reflect an ever-changing Canadian society and its values; and take 
measures to meet the human needs of their members. 


As the Canadian defence establishment continues its efforts to become a more modern, cost- 
effective and efficient organization, it is critical that it receives stable, predictable funding. 
Without it, the Canadian Forces will be hard-pressed to perform the roles set out in the 1994 
Defence White Paper -- which continues to be the most appropriate defence policy for Canada. 


In this era of change and renewal, it is more critical than ever that we monitor progress and 
performance carefully in the military. The Departmental Performance Report is an essential part 
of this process. Measuring performance in the Department of National Defence and Canadian 
Forces is no easy task, but we are making major changes in the performance measurement 
system and hope that the results will be evident in future performance reports. We also intend to 
make greater use of bench marking to ensure the Canadian Forces are judged against realistic 
standards. 


The Canadian Forces are recognized world-wide for their skill, professionalism, and dedication. 
They perform a difficult yet essential mission on behalf of all Canadians, and they perform it 
well. I trust that Parliament and the people of Canada, in reading this report, will recognize the 
ongoing achievements of the men and women - military and civilian - who make up our 
outstanding defence team.

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SECTION II - Departmental Overview 


Mandate 


The mandate of the Department of National Defence flows from the National Defence Act, the 
Revised Statutes of Canada, 1985, Chapter N-5. Under this Act, the Minister of National Defence 
is responsible for the management and direction of the Canadian Forces for all matters relating to 
national defence. As well, the Minister of National Defence is designated the Minister 
responsible for Emergency Preparedness under the Emergency Preparedness Act. Finally, the 
Minister has also been designated the Lead Minister for Search and Rescue with authority, 
responsibility and accountability for the coordination of the National Search and Rescue 
Program. 


While Canada faces no direct military threat at present, the global security environment 
continues to be unstable and unpredictable. Conflict persists within and between states, owing to 
causes such as ethnic, boundary and resource disputes, various forms of extremism and severe 
economic or demographic stresses. Other issues such as the proliferation of weapons of mass 
destruction and their means of delivery, environmental pressures and the disintegration of 
effective governance in a number of countries also present significant security challenges. 


Canada must have the ability to protect its sovereignty. It must also be able to control and, 
should the need arise, defend its land, sea and air approaches. Beyond this, Canada must be able 
to make an effective contribution to the defence of North America. Canada also continues to 
have a major stake in global stability. In an unstable world, Canadian interests and values are 
threatened by transgressions of international law and order, a disregard of the international 
community’s decisions, human rights violations and the disruption of foreign trade. 


As outlined in the 1994 Defence White Paper, the Canadian Forces will protect Canada’s 
national territory and areas of jurisdiction. Canada will also continue to cooperate with the US in 
the Defence of North America through a variety of bilateral arrangements, including the NORAD 
agreement, and to participate in multilateral operations under the aegis of the UN, NATO, or 
coalitions of like-minded nations. Canada will maintain its ties with traditional allies and will 
endeavour to strengthen ties with the countries of Central and Eastern Europe, Latin America, the 
Asia-Pacific region and Africa. Canada will maintain multi-purpose, combat-capable maritime, 
land and air forces able to conduct joint and combined operations, providing the Government 
with the flexibility needed to respond, within fiscal constraints, to security challenges at home 
and abroad. 
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Vision 


Our vision is to be a highly professional defence team, fully capable of 


executing our mission, and viewed with pride by Canadians. 


Mission 


The mission of the Department of National Defence and the Canadian Forces 


is to defend Canada and Canadian interests and values while contributing to 
international peace and security. 


Objectives 


The Minister’s review of the Canadian Forces in early 1997 concluded that the role set out in the 
1994 White Paper remains fully valid. The Department of National Defence and the Canadian 
Forces are to defend Canada and Canadian interests and values while contributing to 
international peace and security. Specifically, the Canadian Forces must be capable of the 
following Defence Missions: 


Defending Canada. Protecting Canada’s national territory and areas of 
jurisdiction; helping civil authorities protect and sustain national interests; ensuring 
an appropriate level of emergency preparedness across Canada; and assisting in 
national emergencies; 


Defending North America. Protecting the Canadian approaches to the continent in 
partnership with the United States, particularly through NORAD; promoting Arctic 
security; and pursuing opportunities for defence cooperation with the US in other 
areas; and 


Contributing to International Security. Participating in a full range of 
multilateral operations through the UN, NATO, other regional organizations and 


coalitions of like-minded countries; supporting humanitarian relief efforts and 
restoration of conflict-devastated areas; and participating in arms control and other 
confidence building measures. 
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The Canadian Forces must be prepared for a broad spectrum of operations which the government 
may ask them to undertake — to support actively our nation’s foreign policy objectives, uphold 
Canadian traditions and contribute to international peace and security. The maintenance of 
multi-purpose, combat-capable forces enables Canada to retain the degree of flexibility necessary 
to carry out its defence tasks and to respond to a wide range of potential operations. Such forces 
represent a pragmatic, sensible approach. In light of this, and given the current fiscal situation, 
defence investment will be focused on maintaining core capabilities suited to the widest range of 
defence missions and able to operate effectively with our allies. 


Organization by Service Line 


In fiscal year 1996/1997, the Department reported both financial and performance information 
against its service lines, which closely equate to the departmental structure. With the changes to 
the Expenditure Management System (EMS) under the aegis of the Improved Reporting to 
Parliament Project, government departments are to report this information against their 
respective Business Lines. The Department has derived three defence missions from the 1994 
Defence White Paper which serve as our “Business Lines’: Defending Canada, Defending North 
America and Contributing to International Security. 


As aresult of the changes to the EMS, the Department has commenced work on the Financial 
and Managerial Accounting System which will permit the linking of financial information to the 
Departmental Business Lines. It is estimated that two complete reporting cycles will be necessary 
before the system is able to credibly report in this fashion. Until such time as the system is 
capable of providing the necessary degree of financial fidelity, Treasury Board Secretariat has 
agreed that the Department continue reporting to Parliament based on our service lines. This 
financial reporting is in the same structure as previously reported in the Part III to the Main 
Estimates.

Strategic Priorities 


The key strategic priority of the Defence Services Program is to enable Canada to maintain 
multi-purpose, combat-capable air, land and maritime forces to meet the defence objectives the 
Government set out in the 1994 Defence White Paper. These forces help provide the Government 
with the flexibility needed to respond to situations within an unstable and unpredictable security 
environment. 


The Defence Services Program has had to cope with severe budget reductions in recent years. 
Between 1994 and 1999, defence spending will be reduced by about 23%. In response to these 
cuts, most areas of defence are being streamlined to produce a leaner Defence Services Program 
which reflects only the most essential priorities. To this end, the maximum level of resources is 
being devoted to updating and enhancing the operational capabilities of the Canadian Forces 
while fewer resources are being devoted to support activities. For example, the size of the 
army’s field force has been increased even as the total number of military and civilian personnel 
drops; infrastructure and overhead is being slashed; the number of headquarters is being reduced 
from 18 to 12 and the resources devoted to headquarters is being cut by 50%. In addition, a new 
strategic level National Defence Headquarters incorporating the three functions previously 
performed by the environmental command headquarters has been created and new ways of 
doing business are being introduced to improve efficiency and productivity.

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DEFENCE MISSION I - DEFENDING CANADA 


This defence mission addresses issues relating to the protection of Canada and integrity of 
Canada’s sovereignty. The goals in this defence mission are to: 


1. Protect Canadian sovereignty through surveillance and control of Canada’s territory, 
airspace and maritime areas of jurisdiction 


Sovereignty is a vital attribute of a nation- 


Result to be achieved: state. For Canada, sovereignty means 
Effective ACTS IDAs of Canadian territory ensuring that, within our area of jurisdiction, 
and responding appropriately to unlawful Canadian law is respected and enforced. The

so. The capabilities expressed here also have a 
linkage to other defence missions.

Canadian Forces played a vital role in monitoring Canadian territory as demonstrated by the 
following achievements:

10 Tactical Air Group provided 2000 hours of effective helicopter support for the 
enforcement of Canada’s territorial sovereignty.

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2. Assist Other Government Departments (OGDs) in achieving national goals in areas 
such as fisheries protection, drug interdiction and environmental protection 


Result to be achieved: 
National objectives attained in cooperation 


with other government departments 


The Department of National Defence and the 
Canadian Forces are committed to playing a 
role, in concert with other government 
departments, to achieving broad national 
objectives. Throughout the year, The 
Department of National Defence and 


Canadian Forces provided routine assistance in the form of fisheries patrols and operations in 
support of the RCMP to help achieve these objectives. Specific examples of our 
accomplishments are as follows: 


a) 


a total of 189 sea days and 1,116 flying hours were provided by a number of ships and 
aircraft of the Maritime Air Group in support of Fisheries and Oceans Canada research 
and patrol activities. An example of the impact made was demonstrated when the ship’s 
company of HMCS Toronto was commended by the International Ice Patrol for their 
efforts in reporting the location of icebergs. During the year 1996/1997, the Halifax- 
based frigate made 50 iceberg reports and 34 sea-surface temperature reports while on 
fisheries patrols along the Grand Banks of Newfoundland. The information was 
relayed to the International Ice Patrol’s operations centre in the U.S., which broadcasts 
ice bulletins to vessels travelling in the North Atlantic. Established in 1914 in response 
to the 1912 sinking of the Titanic, the International Ice Patrol monitors iceberg 
movement and other oceanographic conditions along the international shipping lanes of 
the North Atlantic. 


60 ship-days were provided for preventative patrols in support of the Solicitor 
General/RCMP coastal patrol activities. These patrols were conducted in order to allow 
the RCMP the opportunity to raise public awareness and conduct community relations 
in areas to which they would not normally have access. 


regular support to the RCMP in their conduct of the drug interdiction mission. The 
Canadian Forces took part in a number of anti-drug operations and had a vital role in 
the surveillance, tracking and ultimate apprehension of drug smugglers. Examples of 
the effectiveness; 


> in October 1996, off Cape Breton Island, and at the request of the RCMP, Aurora 
aircraft from CFB Greenwood kept a sailing yacht under surveillance from over the 
horizon for much of a five day period. When it was clear that the yacht was working 
alone, the RCMP tactical squad boarded it from our frigate HMCS TERRA NOVA 
and seized between 150 to 200 million dollars worth of high-grade hashish. 
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> the seizing by the RCMP of 22,446 marijuana plants that were discovered through a 
cooperative effort with the Canadian Forces, representing a street value in excess of 
$200,000. 


O regular support to the RCMP in two preplanned joint operational exercises in addition 
to response to no-notice operations. 


O responding to over 300 Explosive Ordnance Disposal situations. The incidents ranged 
from the discovery, in homes or through excavation activities, of old ordnance devices, 
small arms ammunition recovery, to marine flares washed ashore. The Canadian Forces 
maintain a cadre of Explosive Ordnance Disposal specialists that provide support to 
civil authorities as the situation dictates. 


3. Contribute to Emergency Preparedness, Humanitarian Assistance and Disaster Relief 


The Minister for National Defence is also the Minister Responsible for Emergency Preparedness. 
Memoranda of understanding between the Department and other government agencies govern the 
coordination of resources in response to emergencies, and the Department makes an immediate 
and effective contribution to disaster relief. The Canadian Forces has the ability to react quickly 
and effectively in response to natural disasters as demonstrated by: 


Result to be achieved: 
Effective response in providing disaster 


relief and humanitarian assistance 


Othe provision of timely and effective humanitarian assistance and disaster relief to the 
victims of the flood in the Saguenay region. The consequences of the disaster were 
profound. Most roads were rendered impassable as a result of mudslides; bridges, 
railway lines and dam embankments were washed away by the force of the floods. Over 
500 homes were destroyed and 850 were severely damaged. Canadian Forces played a 
vital role in the provision of assistance to the people of the Saguenay region. For 
example, helicopters from 3 Wing at BFC Bagotville and 10 Tactical Air Group flew 
600 missions and evacuated 3,800 people. Additionally, soldiers from Se Groupe 
brigade-canadien erected a tent city at Bagotville that eventually sheltered some 800 


evacuees who had to be relocated when their homes were destroyed or rendered 
inhabitable. 


O on the lower Vancouver Island area, in response to the effects of a severe winter 
snowstorm, the Canadian Forces responded over a four day period to provide extensive 
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mobility support to both police and ambulance services. This mobility support included 
assistance to out-patients who required dialysis treatments, medical personnel 
attempting to report to their hospitals as well as the British Columbia Emergency 
Planning staff. In addition to these roles, the Canadian Forces also assisted in the clean- 
up of the accumulated snowfall. In the Lower Fraser Valley, the Canadian Forces 
responded again to provide a variety of support, including snow clearance, temporary 
accommodations, transport of emergency food and supplies to relief centres, emergency 
assistance to stranded motorists, trail breaking for civilian emergency vehicles, and 
transport assistance to British Columbia Power to enable the restoration of electrical 
service. 


O inresponse to the 300 forest fires which were devastating the Roberval and 
Chibougameau region, the Canadian Forces provided critical helicopter support to La 
Société de protection des foréts du Québec to transport the firefighting teams as well as 
to evacuate people from the area. 


Emergency Preparedness Canada supports 
Result to be achieved: the Minister in carrying out his mandate to 
Fostering better preparedness for “advance civil preparedness in Canada for 
emergencies to ensure rapid and coordinated emergencies of all types by facilitating and 
response to emergencies coordinating, among government institutions 
and in cooperation with provincial 
governments, foreign governments and 
international organizations, the development and implementation of civil emergency plans”. 


The best measure of the state of emergency preparedness in Canada is what happens when a 
major emergency, such as the flooding in the Saguenay region of Quebec, occurs. In the wake 
of that disaster, municipal, regional, provincial, federal and non-governmental organizations 
mounted a coordinated, successful response to the disaster. While it would be difficult to 
attribute the success of that operation to any single factor, it does provide an indication of 
Emergency Preparedness Canada's ability to fulfill its mission to safeguard lives and reduce 
damage to property by fostering better preparedness for emergencies (please see Annex D for 
further information). 
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4. Provide a National Search and Rescue (SAR) Capability 


Canada enjoys one of the most effective and 
Result to be achieved: successful search and rescue (SAR) programs 
Safeguarding human life through the in the world, which is a remarkable 

provision of Search and Rescue services to achievement considering Canada’s size, 
persons lost or in distress ocean areas of responsibility, challenging 
geography and inhospitable climate. This 
record of SAR achievement can be attributed 
to the unselfish efforts of highly skilled SAR teams. The Department of National Defence and 
the Canadian Forces maintain an important role in the Search and Rescue delivery components of 
the National Search and Rescue Program, such as the provision of air services and the effective 
operation of the joint Canadian Coast Guard and Department of National Defence air and marine 
SAR system (please see Annex C for further information). The objectives of the National SAR 
Program are to: save lives through the detection, location and rescue of persons lost or in distress 
throughout Canada’s jurisdictional areas; promote the prevention or mitigation of SAR events; 
and perform all events cost-effectively. The Department of National Defence and Canadian 
Forces delivers primary air SAR services for air and marine incidents; a significant level of 


Star of Courage - Awarded April 10, 1996 


On Dec 2,1995, Master Corporal Robert Clarence Andrew Fisher rescued 


thirty people from the sinking Motor Vessel Mount Olympus, which had 
been caught in a severe Atlantic storm almost 2,000 km southeast of Nova 
Scotia. In the early morning darkness, Master Corporal Fisher was lowered 
from a hovering rescue helicopter to the rolling and pitching deck of the 


vessel, swinging dangerously close to the ship’s metal superstructure in the 
high winds. He attached a crew member to his harness and was hoisted back 
to the helicopter, all the while protecting himself and the crew member from 
being dashed against the moving ship by the gusts of wind. Over the next 
four hours, Master Corporal Fisher repeated this hazardous manoeuvre until 
all thirty people were rescued. 


secondary SAR support from its fleet of naval and auxiliary vessels and aircraft; and coordinates 
the activities of the Civil Air Search and Rescue Association. The Department assists civil SAR 
authorities and also provides ground search and rescue teams to look for people missing from 
aircraft and marine incidents. The Department of National Defence provides one of the satellite 
payloads for the COSPAS-SARSAT Alerting System and the Canadian Forces operate the 
Canadian Mission Control Centre which processes data from distress beacon signals detected by 
the COSPAS-SARSAT and distributes beacon location data to the Rescue Coordination Centres 
as well as to Provincial and Territorial SAR Response Agencies. The nature of SAR work is 
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extremely hazardous. Results were demonstrated through: 
O effective response to over 1300 SAR incidents within the past year. 
O saving the lives of 513 people. 


O maintaining a SAR team and equipment in each SAR region ready to quickly respond to 
SAR events upon notification. 


O maintaining a SAR cadre capable of operating in all weather conditions. 


O conducting an annual Search and Rescue competition, in which Search and Rescue teams 
from all SAR units competed. This exercise tests such abilities as maintenance, para- 
dropping, first aid and navigation skills and also serves to permit an exchange of 
information on equipment, training and procedures to assist the SAR teams maintain a high 
degree of proficiency. 


5. Assist in mounting an immediate and effective response to terrorist incidents 


A specially trained Canadian Forces team 
Result to be achieved: provides the Government of Canada with the 
Terrorist incidents responded to in a manner capability for an appropriate armed response 
that minimizes loss of life and suffering for the resolution of a situation that affects, or 
has the potential to affect national interests. 
Since its formation in 1992, the team has not 
yet been employed operationally, although it has been deployed on several occasions. 


6. Respond to requests for aid to the Civil Power 


Each Province and Territory has the power, 
Result to be achieved: under Part XI of The National Defence Act, 
Effective aid provided to the civil to require that the Chief of Defence Staff take 
authorities action to restore the authority of the Civil 
Power, if the Attorney General of that 
Province or Territory declares in writing that 
a disturbance of the peace is beyond the capabilities of its police forces. The Chief of Defence 
Staff has sole discretion in determining the response necessary, but must act to restore the 
situation to a level that is within the capability of the civil power to discharge its responsibilities, 
while acting as the force of last resort. Although the Canadian Forces are focused on their 
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defence mandate, the inherent flexibility of military units, many with unique capabilities, makes 
the Canadian Forces a potential source of assistance which may be called upon to support civil 
authorities. When called upon to do so, the Canadian Forces are prepared to respond. The 
Canadian Forces will act to restore the situation to the control of the civil authorities as quickly 
as possible. 


Canadian Forces assistance, when provided, is always in a supporting role to the police force of 
jurisdiction, which retains full responsibility for enforcing the law. Even though 1996-97 saw no 
requests for Aid to the Civil Power, the Canadian Forces maintained sufficient air, land and sea 
forces to respond immediately. 


DEFENCE MISSION II - DEFENDING NORTH AMERICA 


This Defence Mission addresses issues relating to the defence of Canada and North America in 
partnership with the US. The goals in this defence mission are to: 


1. Maintain the ability to operate effectively at sea, on land and in the air with the 
military forces of the US 


The institutional basis of Canada-US defence 
Result to be achieved: 7 cooperation provides highly valued stability 
Effective interoperability with US Military in a volatile and turbulent world. Canada-US 
Forces defence cooperation is defined by a wide 
range of bilateral arrangements, including 
formal government-to-government 
agreements, interdepartmental memoranda and service-to-service understandings. These 
arrangements cover, among other things, joint planning and operations, combined exercises, 
defence production, logistics, communications, research and development and intelligence 
sharing. In addition, there exist numerous bilateral fora involving regular consultations, 
discussions and meetings. 


In examining these arrangements, the Government came to several conclusions. First, Canada- 
US defence cooperation continues to serve this country’s fundamental interests extremely well. 
Second, the Government wants the Canadian Forces to maintain the ability to work closely with 
their US counterparts in a variety of situations. Third, even if the Government decided to reduce 
significantly the level of defence cooperation with the US, Canada would still be obliged to rely 
on the US for help in protecting its territory and approaches - and this assistance would then 
come on strictly American terms, unmitigated by the influence Canada enjoys as a result of its 
defence partnership with the United States and with our other NATO allies. The United States is 
Canada’s most important ally and the two countries maintain a relationship that is as close, 
complex and extensive as any in the world. The Department of National Defence and Canadian

Forces have maintained the ability to interoperate with US military forces as demonstrated by: 


O air, surface and sub-surface components of Maritime Command and Maritime Air Group 
maintained a high level of operational readiness through extensive use of US naval ranges, 
target services and fleet support on both coasts. 


QO formation level Canadian Fleet Operations exercises as well as one Maritime Coordinated 
Training exercise were conducted on the East coast, while numerous Squadron exercises and 
a Maritime Coordinated Training exercise were conducted on the West coast. These 
exercises included participation by naval ships and aircraft from the United States. 


O the Land Forces conducted America, Britain, Canada and Australia Command Post 
Exercises and Computer Assisted Exercises, to improve Canada’s interoperability with the 
US as well as other nations that could be alliance partners in any future coalition operations. 


O elements of Fighter Group, Maritime Air Group, 10 Tactical Air Group, and Air Transport 
Group participated in various joint exercises with counterparts in the US to practice, refine 
and improve their combat skills and capabilities as well as to improve interoperability with 
US Forces. To the credit of the Canadian Forces, this past year Canadian teams won the 
prestigious Fincastle maritime air competition as well as the William Tell air defence 
trophy, in competition with the US and other allies. 


2. Contribute to the provision of aerospace surveillance and control and the collection, 
processing and dissemination of missile warning information through the North 
American Aerospace Defence Command (NORAD) 


In today’s changing geostrategic 
circumstances, Canada will maintain 
aerospace surveillance, missile warning, and 
air defence capabilities. NORAD is the means 
through which the Canadian Forces contribute 
to these capabilities. NORAD is the eyes and 
ears of our early warning and surveillance 
activities. In cooperation with US forces, 
NORAD HQ and its Region Operations Control Centres, constant and vigilant surveillance is 
maintained. NORAD provides aerospace warning and aerospace control for North America. 
Aerospace warning includes the monitoring of man-made objects in space and the detection, 
validation and warning of attack against North America (whether by aircraft, missiles or space 
vehicles) utilizing mutual support arrangements. Aerospace control includes providing 
surveillance and control of the airspace of Canada and the United States. Whenever an aircraft 
flies across the Air Defence Identification Zone and is not identified within two minutes, it 


Result to be achieved: 
Contribute to the provision of aerospace 
surveillance and control and the collection, 


processing and dissemination of missile 
warning information through NORAD 
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becomes an item of interest to NORAD. If required, aircraft are launched to intercept and 
identify the unknown aircraft as a means of maintaining control over the airspace of both Canada 
and the United States. Yearly, at least 800 intercepts are performed and, of these, about 10 to 15 
percent are narcotics smugglers. In cooperation with the US drug law enforcement agencies and 
the RCMP, Canadian NORAD Region monitors all air traffic approaching the coast of Canada. 
Any aircraft that has not filed a flight plan may be directed by Canadian NORAD assets to land 
and be inspected by the RCMP and Customs Canada. 


3. Maintain Canada’s participation in the Canada-US Test and Evaluation Program, the 
Defence Production and Development Sharing Arrangements and other bilateral 
arrangements 


In 1983, the Canada-US Test and Evaluation 
Program was established as an umbrella 
agreement allowing reciprocal access to each 
other’s military test facilities. Over the past 
decade, examples of the defence systems 
tested and evaluated include: sonobouy 
technology; anti-armour munitions; and up-grade packages for the FA-18. The program was 
renegotiated in 1993 and renewed for a 10 year period. Under the terms of this agreement, 
Canada has reciprocal access to US testing facilities. In addition, each country has agreed to 
charge only incremental costs - those related to the conduct of a specific test at the facility, rather 
than the expenses related to the entire facility - thereby reducing significantly the cost of 
Canadian testing, evaluation and certification carried out in the US.

4. Examine ballistic missile defence options with the US, focusing on research and 
building on existing communications and surveillance capabilities

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DEFENCE MISSION III - CONTRIBUTING TO INTERNATIONAL SECURITY 


This Defence Mission addresses issues related to contributing to International peace and security. 
Canadians are internationalist and not isolationist by nature. We uphold a proud heritage of 
service abroad. Multilateral security cooperation is not merely a Canadian tradition; it is the 
expression of Canadian values in the international sphere. Canada’s experience underscores the 
need to develop and maintain effective multilateral institutions that can address security and 
stability - and that can respond effectively to aggression should other measures fail. The goals in 
this mission are: 


1. Participation in Multilateral Operations 


The Canadian Forces participated in a 
Result to be achieved: number of multilateral operations around the 
The capability to participate in multilateral world. These operations were conducted in 
operations anywhere in the world under concert with UN member nations and at the 
United Nations auspices, or in the defence request of the United Nations. Operations 

of a NATO member state included: Humanitarian assistance;

This capability was demonstrated through: 


O as part of the of the General Framework Agreement for Peace - the Dayton Peace Accord - 
the Canadian Forces helped ensure that all forces in Bosnia-Herzegovina complied with the 
military aspects of the accord. Initially, the Canadian Forces deployed a Brigade 


Mention In Dispatches - Awarded March 7, 1996 


In May 1995, Sergeant Joseph Réal Roger Meilleur was deployed in Kasic, in the Croatian republic 
of Krajina, when a Serbian Army troop dangerously approached and attempted 
to gain control of the observation post under his command. Sergeant Meilleur 


quickly ordered his troops to the protective bunkers and organized their 
defence. In the obscurity, and without an interpreter, he singlehandedly faced 
the Serbs in order to negotiate their retreat and to defuse the situation. 
By his calmness, quick thinking and cool-headedness, Sergeant Meilleur preserved the lives of the 
men under his command and maintained the safety of the sector. 


headquarters and sub-units comprising approximately 1000 personnel overseas in support of 
the UN sanctioned NATO-led Implementation Force in Bosnia-Herzegovina. In December 
1996, the Canadian government decided to contribute 1,200 personnel to the NATO-led 
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peacekeeping force in the former Yugoslavia, which was followed by the smooth transition 
to the Stabilization Force in January 1997. Operation Palladium is Canada’s largest 
peacekeeping commitment; it consists of an infantry battalion group deployed throughout an 
area in north-western Bosnia-Herzegovina equivalent to the size of Prince Edward Island. It 
operates within the context of a multi-national force in partnership with battalions from 
other like-minded nations. Our troops have successfully contributed to stabilizing and 
reducing conflict in the troubled region. 


O Canadian countermine expertise is recognized internationally and our experts have 
responded to an increased number of requests for assistance and advice on humanitarian 
demining. These included assistance to United Nations Mine Action Centres in Cambodia 
and Bosnia, participation in the NATO Research Study Group and technical advice to the 
Department of Foreign Affairs and International Trade. 


Meritorious Service Medal - Awarded August 19, 1996 


On June 21, 1994, two anti-personnel mines detonated during a mine clearing operation near the 
village of Kakma, Croatia. The blast injured three Canadian soldiers, including Sergeant Paul 
McMillan, who received fragmentation wounds to his stomach, shoulder and 


} |} @ = =forearm. Despite his condition and the potential danger from the surrounding 
fon mines, Sergeant McMillan proceeded to render assistance to the nearest other 
casualty and administered first aid. When others arrived at the scene, he 
continued to direct the operations, refusing treatment and declining to be evacuated until the other 
two soldiers were removed from the minefield. 


O under the auspices of United Nations Security Council Resolutions 1048, 1063 and 1086, 
Canada committed up to 750 personnel to participate in the UN Multinational Force in Haiti, 
the mandate of which was to assist the Government of Haiti to maintain a secure and stable 
environment as well as to support, in concert with the RCMP, the professionalization and 
training of the Haitian National Police. In Haiti, Canadian Forces personnel continuously 
provided first class leadership, sympathetic assistance to the Haitian population and 
excellent support to the UN mission in Haiti. 


O in November 1996 under United Nations Security Council Resolution 1080, Canada 
assumed the lead role in the deployment of a multinational force to the Great Lakes area of 
Africa. Within days, the lead elements of the Canadian Forces deployed to Africa, and 
within weeks were prepared to employ and direct a large multi-national force should the 
need have continued. Although many factors contributed to the resolution of this 
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humanitarian effort, key among these was the rapid reaction of the Canadian Forces and 


others. 


2. To maintain the capability to assist the Department of Foreign Affairs and 
International Trade in the protection and evacuation of Canadians from areas 


threatened by imminent conflict 


Result to be achieved: 
Requests by the Department of Foreign 
Affairs and International Trade for the 


protection and evacuation of Canadians are 
responded to in such a manner that 
safeguards life 


A multi-purpose combat capable force is able 
to respond to a wide range of conflict 
scenarios and the Canadian Forces maintained 
the ability to assist in the evacuation of 
Canadians from areas threatened by imminent 
conflict. Fortunately, the necessity to exercise 
this option did not arise within the past fiscal 
year, however the capability to respond was 
maintained. 


3. Expand bilateral and multilateral contacts and exchanges with selected partners in 
Central and Eastern Europe, the Asia-Pacific region, Latin America, and Africa 


Result to be achieved: 

Cooperation with specific military forces 
and agencies resulting in increased 
confidence building levels as well as a better 


understanding and performance of military 
forces within a democracy and in 
peacekeeping 


The Canadian Forces engaged in a wide 
range of initiatives aimed at expanding 
contacts and exchanges with selected 
countries in these regions, with a particular 
emphasis on peacekeeping, confidence- 
building measures and civil-military 
relations. Many of these initiatives were 
carried out under the auspices of the Military 
Training Assistance Program, which is one of 
the key elements in Canadian bilateral 


development assistance programs with non-NATO countries. In all, the Military Training 
Assistance Program provided assistance to more than 40 countries. The Lester B. Pearson 
Canadian International Peacekeeping Centre also provided assistance in the expanding field of 
peacekeeping education. The Department of National Defence provided the Pearson Centre with 
direct financial support and training personnel, and also sponsored international students through 
the Military Training Assistance Program. Other initiatives included ministerial and other high- 
level visits, staff talks, ship deployments, military exercises, seminars and conferences. 


This capability was demonstrated through the following actions: 


O Maritime Forces deployed to the western pacific and conducted combat readiness exercises 
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in concert with naval elements of several Pacific Rim nations. The Canadian Forces were 
able to “show the flag” and gain valuable experience in interoperability with these nations in 
training for collective security. 


O the Military Training Assistance Program provided bilateral military assistance to more than 
10 countries of Central and Eastern Europe. Canada trained 150 officers through various 
language courses and also offered a wide selection of professional development courses. 


O in 1996, the Department of National Defence began a measured re-establishment of contacts 
with the People’s Liberation Army. China’s Deputy Chief of the General Staff visited 
Ottawa for bilateral discussions, reciprocating an earlier visit to Beijing by Canada’s Deputy 
Chief of the Defence Staff. In addition, a Chinese delegation visited CFB Petawawa to 
observe winter training. 


O Canada agreed to take part in a United Nations Military Observer Group whose mandate is 
to verify compliance with the cease-fire agreement that was reached on 4 December 1996 
between the Government of Guatemala and the Unidad Revolutionaria Nacional 
Guatemaleca after thirty-six years of civil war in that country. The Canadian mission 
assisted the former warring factions of Guatemala make a peaceful transition to an open 
society. Fifteen Canadian military observers were deployed in February 1997 and returned 
in late May 1997. 


O the Department of National Defence supported several activities of the Association of South 
East Asian Nations Regional Forum, including the Senior Officials Meeting and specialized 
meetings on Disaster Relief, Search and Rescue, Confidence Building and Peacekeeping. 


4. Arms Control and Verification 


Arms Control Verification has been an 
Result to be achieved: important tasking since the various treaties 
Contributing to a stable international came into effect in the early 1990s. Under

Nations, the Department of National 
Defence has conducted successful field 
operations for the Canadian Government in accordance with four different Treaties: 


Othe Treaty on Conventional Forces in Europe: Since this treaty came into force in 1992 
Canada has lead in 53 operations and participated in 143. In FY96/97 Canada led three 
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treaty declared site inspections: 


¢ Russia, 12-18 May 96 with guest inspectors from the United States, United Kingdom, 
Netherlands and France; 

e Ukraine, 23-29 June 1996 with guest inspectors from US, UK, Denmark and France; 

e Poland, 5-9 August 1996 with guest inspectors from the Ukraine; and 

e Canada participated as guest inspectors in 10 other NATO-led treaty declared site 
inspections - Russia five times, Poland twice and Azerbaijan and Ukraine each once. 
In addition Canada participated as guest inspectors in five NATO-led treaty reduction 
inspections. 


the Vienna Document 92: since1992 Canada has conducted eight inspections and nine 
evaluations. During 1996/97 Canada responded to invitations to inspect sites in Lithuania 
and the Republic of Georgia and to evaluate specified military activities in Belarus and 
Bulgaria. 


the Open Skies Treaty: this confidence building treaty (which allows signatory nations the 
freedom to conduct surveillance overflights of each others territory in accordance with 
agreed terms) has been completed and was expected to enter into force in 1996. However, 
the treaty has not yet been ratified by all nations. In anticipation of the treaty entering into 
force in the near future, preparations continue with exchanges of data, tests and evaluation 
of surveillance equipment being progressed and practice overflights being conducted. In 
1996/97: 


° a Canadian C-130 Hercules aircraft participated in a sensor pod acceptance trial in 
Atlanta; 

e three Canadians participated in a trial certification of the United States Open Skies 
Treaty aircraft; and 

¢ two Canadians participated on a US training flight in Ukraine. 


the Chemical Weapons Convention: Activity to date under this convention has not 
occurred because the necessary agreements have not been finalized (although some 
exchanges of data have taken place). In 1996/97, Exercise CLOSE VIEW, a training 
inspection of the Defence Research Establishment Suffield Alberta was conducted to test 
and confirm escort procedures for a Chemical Weapons Convention inspection of 
Department of National Defence facilities. 


In addition to the international arms control treaties, the Dayton Peace Accord in 
Bosnia/Herzegovina has an arms control inspection regime as part of the agreement. 
Furthermore, the mandate of the United Nations Special Commission is the inspection and 
destruction of Iraq's ballistic missiles as well as its chemical, biological and nuclear 
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facilities. Under the Dayton Peace Accord, Canada attached one military officer to the 
Organization on Security and Cooperation in Europe Mission to Bosnia/ Herzegovina from 
1 March 1996 until 3 September 1996. In addition, Canada provided military guest 
inspectors for two inspections in Bosnia/Herzegovina during the period. 


Under the United Nations Special Commission, Canada provided a total of 33 Department 
of National Defence personnel for inspections, monitoring activities and administrative 
support during 1996/97. 


O the Department also contributes to ongoing international discussions regarding Arms 
Control Conventions (for example, the Wassenar Arrangement dealing with international 
strategic export controls) as a participant/advisor in support of Department of Foreign 
Affairs and International Trade. 


SUPPORT OBJECTIVES 


In addition to the three main Defence Objectives previously addressed, there are two additional 
objectives: the first, Support to Operations, reflects the importance of support activities to enable 
the other Defence Objectives. The second, Support to Broad Government Programs, deals with 
the requirement of the Department of National Defence and Canadian Forces to comply with 
government legislation, regulations and departmental direction as well as its role in being a 
unifying force in Canada. 


1. Support to Operations 


Support to Operations describes support in 
Result to be achieved: the broadest sense. It pertains to all aspects of 
Canadian Forces operations are sustained guidance & policy, advice & information, 
through the provision of cost effective plans, personnel, products & services, and 
support systems that are provided by the 
Environmental Chiefs of Staff and Group 
Principals to facilitate the accomplishment of 


the Defence Objectives by operational forces. 


Examples of cost-effective support include: 


QO efficient materiel and transport management support to all Canadian Forces operations 
at home and abroad (including 18 United Nations Operations world-wide). 


Othe Canadian Forces Utility Tactical Transport Helicopter acquisition was scheduled to 
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have delivered 74 aircraft by 31 March 1997. By this date the Canadian Forces 
actually had accepted 77 aircraft from the prime contractor. Helicopter deliveries 
remain on schedule and all project objectives will be met at a cost approximately $100 
million less than the previous estimated total cost of $1,293 million. 


O Department of National Defence scientists are world leaders in science and technology 
in the countermine field, originating several significant advances that place Canada 
among the world leaders in countermine technology. Two recent examples include the 
Improved Landmine Detection System and the “Smart Prodder”. The former uses 
multiple sensor technologies and sensor fusion techniques to make it the most 
advanced landmine detection system in the world. The latter system uses reflected 
stress wave measurements to identify materials in the ground (eg., rock, metal, and 
plastics). 


Q development, by the Defence Research Establishment Suffield, of the Fluorescent 
Aerodynamic Particle Sizer, which is the first detection system that can detect, in real 
time, the presence of living biological agents in an aerosol cloud. This represents a 
significant advance over previous systems which require several hours to detect agents. 
This system has proven itself to be the most effective biological agent detection 
system in the world and has been recognized by a Research and Development award. 
The award, given by R&D magazine (a lead US industrial trade journal for high 
technology), places the system as one of the year’s 100 most significant products and 
processes. This places the invention in a select company including such other award 
winners as antilock brakes, liquid crystal displays, the facsimile machine and taxol 
anti-cancer drug. 


2. Support to Broad Government Programs 


This area addresses the requirement for good 
Result to be achieved: governance, probity and ensuring that the 
Maintenance and enhancement of Canadian Department of National Defence and 

values and quality of life through support to Canadian Forces fulfills its role as a national 
government programs, policies and institution. The Department of National 
initiatives. Defence and the Canadian Forces play a vital 
role in support to broad government 
programs: 


O Employment Equity 


On 24 October 1996, the revised Employment Equity (EE) Act came into force as law. 
The new Act clarifies and strengthens the previous EE legislation which applied only 
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to federally regulated industries and Crown Corporations. The federal Public Service, 
the Canadian Forces and the Royal Canadian Mounted Police are now subject to the 
Act. 


Employment Equity is a long-term human resource planning strategy. Its aim 1s to 
achieve equality in the workplace so that no one is denied employment opportunities 
or benefits for reasons unrelated to abilities. In fulfillment of that goal, EE also seeks 
to correct the conditions of disadvantage in employment experienced by women, 
Aboriginal peoples, persons with disabilities and members of visible minorities. 


Even though the Public Service has only recently become subject to the law, 
employment equity has been a consideration in the development of Public Service 
policies and practices for more than 20 years. The Department of National Defence 
already has a well-established EE Program for its civilian employees. 


During the 1996/1997 fiscal year, the Department of National Defence continued to 
operate in an environment of reductions, restructuring and renewal. With no legislation 
to protect them, EE Designated Group Members were vulnerable to downsizing. The 
dramatic changes affecting the Department are also restricting opportunities for 
recruitment and promotion. This situation hampered the Department’s ability to 
increase the number of Designated Group Members or to help those already employed 
to advance. Nonetheless, promotion targets for Aboriginal peoples and members of 
visible minorities were exceeded. 


O Official Languages 


The Official Languages Program performance was formally reported in the Annual 
Management Report on Official Languages communicated to Treasury Board on 7 
May 1997. Highlights from this report are presented here: 


At the Royal Military College of Canada, all graduates achieved the language 
requirements which resulted in an increase of the proportion of bilingual officers. 


Between September 1995 to September 1999, the Canadian Forces policy is to 
increase the percentage of bilingual officers from 40% to 50%. By the end of fiscal 
year 96/97, this target had been exceeded as the Canadian Forces had a bilingual 
officer corps of 52%. 
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a) 


Environment 


The potential for the Department of National Defence and the Canadian Forces to 
affect the environment is considerable. Military operations and exercises use fuel to 
power some 30,000 vehicles (including aircraft and ships); consume energy to operate 
bases and equipment in approximately 10,000 facilities spread over more than 
2,000,000 hectares of land in more than 1700 different locations. The Government of 
Canada has pledged to “green” its operations, to be accountable for its management of 
the public environmental trust, and to be a leader in environmental protection and 
sustainable development, and has demonstrated its commitment by complying with 
environmental laws such as the Canadian Environmental Protection Act (CEPA), the 
Canadian Environmental Assessment Act (CEAA) and the pollution prevention 
portions of the Fisheries Act. It is widely recognized by both military and civilian 
personnel that constant environmental vigilance is required, and that every precaution 
must be taken to avoid environmental incidents. 


The Department of National Defence and Canadian Forces adhere fully to the 
principles of sustainable development and to the spirit of environmental protection 
laws. We aim, in the course of our daily operations, to conserve both non-renewable 
and renewable resources, while using them efficiently and effectively. 


Departmental policy includes a commitment to environmentally-sustainable defence 
activities — the obligation to protect, and employ wisely, the land and resources used 
to carry out day-to-day operations from unmitigable damage. Pro-active measures 
have been taken to develop sustainable operational practices, capable of meeting 
current needs without sacrificing future potential use. Environmental protection and 
stewardship within the Department of National Defence and Canadian Forces cover 

a wide range of activities and are having a positive effect. For example: 


O due to several initiatives, such as the environmental remediation activities funded 
under the Incremental Environmental Program, the cost of cleaning-up 
contamination on the Department of National Defence and Canadian Forces sites 
slated for decommissioning has proven to be only one-quarter of the original 
estimates. Compared to similar civilian industrial sites, these sites are very 
Eclcan . 


O the major contamination problem facing the Department of National Defence and 
Canadian Forces is that of hydrocarbon contamination on bases. A Contaminated 
Site Remediation Framework and Database System provides the Department of 
National Defence and Canadian Forces with an effective means of dealing with 
known contaminated sites. At the end of FY 96-97, a potential 587 contaminated 
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sites had been entered in the database, of which 350 have been confirmed or are 
being assessed (historical reviews, field surveys, investigations, etc.). 


O older and leaking storage tank systems containing petroleum, oil or lubricants have 
been the main source of present contamination on bases. At the end of FY 96-97, 
3475 fuel storage tanks (estimated at 95 percent of the total) had been included in 
the registry; the 29 tanks not in compliance with the December 1995 milestone 
under the Canadian Environmental Protection Act regulations had been removed; 
and 12 tanks not compliant with the December 1996 milestone are slated for 
removal in FY 97-98. 


O actions continued to clean up the DEW Line. During FY 96-97, one site was 
completed and a second was approximately 50 percent completed. Specifications 
for a further two sites were finalized in preparation for tendering early in 
FY 97-98. Negotiations with Nunavut Tunngavik Incorporated, in the eastern 
arctic, have been on-going. Estimated expenditures during FY 96-97 totaled 
approximately $7.0 million. 


O approximately 115,000 tonnes of soil were contaminated with lead in the 1970s by 
two battery-recycling and smelting industries, now defunct, operating on 
Department of National Defence and adjacent land at Longue Pointe Garrison, 
CFB Montréal. Innovative Canadian environmental technology is being used in 
the Longue Pointe clean-up project in the first full-scale demonstration of its kind 
in North America. The clean-up contract, valued at $26.4 million, was 80 per cent 
completed at the end of FY 96-97. 


Othe bulk of the Polychlorinated Biphenyls (PCB) waste which had been held in 
secure storage has been destroyed. The focus of FY 96-97 activity has been on 
reducing the inventory to six tonnes of material, from an original inventory of 440 
tonnes. 


O along with efforts to reduce the amount of energy used to heat and light National 
Defence buildings, initiatives are in place to reduce the amount of water used. At 
National Defence Headquarters in Ottawa, consumption of water was reduced by 
50 per cent over three years, saving about $10,000 a month. 


O The Department of National Defence and Canadian Forces are responsible for 
more than 2,000,000 hectares of owned or leased land (the largest amount of 
administered land in Canada), uses approximately half of which is used for the 
active military training of its troops. To ensure that military training is carried out 
in a sustainable manner, the Canadian Forces have adopted the Manoeuvre Area 
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Planning System which integrates training needs, environmental protection, 
rehabilitation and natural resources management. In 1996-97, a Manoeuvre Area 
Planning System study was completed for CFB Shilo. 


O low-level flight training is conducted from Goose Bay, Labrador by various air 
forces. An independent institute, established in 1996 (with members from 
aboriginal groups/communities) will conduct research into the ongoing effects of 
low-level flying, and will assist in defining required mitigation measures. Also, 
the Institute will perform a valuable role in public education on training activities.

This report , released to the public on 25 March 1997, 
contains 100 recommendations (including 35 from the 
Report of the Special Advisory Group on Military 
Justice and Military Police Investigation Services). 
The Department has issued an Action Directive that 
sets out staff actions, identifies milestones and 
coordinates the implementation of the combined total 
of 100 recommendations contained in the two reports. 
This initiative is fundamental to the renewal of the 
Canadian Forces and the Department of National 
Defence 

This initiative commenced immediately following the 
release of the 1994 Defence White Paper with a 
mandate to develop a new Command and Control and 
resource management framework for DND and the CF 
and, through business process reengineering, to seek 
major efficiencies in the headquarters structures. The 
initial target was to achieve a 33 per cent reduction of 
resources committed to headquarters functions across 
the country. This target was subsequently stretched to 
50 per cent. By late 1997, headquarters personnel 
resources will be reduced by approximately 33 per 
cent compared to the December 1994 baseline, and 
work is ongoing to achieve additional economies. 
Implementation of the plans has commenced and the 
first elements of the new command structures are now 
moving into place. The main headquarters changes 
will take place by the end of 1997, with resource 
reductions to be fully achieved by 1999. This 
initiative has had over 20 teams engaged in looking at 
the complete spectrum of headquarters processes, 
work and functions. 


Audits of two DND-specific downsizing programs 
have focused on the effectiveness of the planning and 
implementation of the programs and on the 
achievement of targeted reductions. The audit of the 
Civilian Reduction Program is nearing completion 
and the audit of the Force Reduction Program has 
been completed. The FRP audit found that the 
Program had contributed to dramatic personnel 
reductions in the Canadian Forces and that successive 
reduction targets were being achieved; at the time of 
the audit, the personnel strength target for 1999 
represented a decrease of 28,800 from that in 1989. 
Although implementation was not without problems, 
there was a marked improvement in Program 
administration since its inception in 1992.

This Program Evaluation provided a department-wide 
view of the use of simulation for the CF. Asa result 
of this study, a Departmental strategy and vision for 
the use of war gaming and simulation in DND will be 
developed. DND has started the development of 
architectural, communication and geomatic standards 
for the use of simulation.

special equipment purchases; the cost of moving and sustaining personnel and equipment; 
equipment depreciation; and special training costs. 


Incremental cost is derived by excluding certain cost components - such as salaries, equipment 
depreciation and some equipment operating costs - which would have been incurred in the course 
of normal training and domestic operations. As such, the incremental cost is the additional cost 
to the Department of National Defence of undertaking the operation. 


The Government of Canada is reimbursed, to a certain extent, by the UN for personnel costs (a 


monthly sum per person authorized by the UN), some preparation costs, transportation to and 
from the mission area, depreciation on contingent equipment, and death and disability payments.

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RESERVE FORCE 

ROLE 

The 1994 Defence White Paper defined the primary role of the Reserve Force as augmentation, 
sustainment and support of deployed forces. In addition, the Reserve Force enhances the 
capability of the Regular Force and supports its ongoing peacetime tasks and activities. 
DESCRIPTION 

The Reserve Force is a component of the Canadian Forces and consists of officers and non- 


commissioned members who are enrolled for other than continuing full-time military service. 
The sub-components of the Reserve Force are: 


° the Primary Reserve; 

° the Supplementary Reserve; 

° the Cadet Instructors’ Cadre; and 
° the Canadian Rangers. 


The elements of the Primary Reserve are the Naval Reserve, Militia, Air Reserve, and 
Communication Reserve. In addition, 266 members of the Reserve Force are assigned 
specialized tasks directly with a Command or National Defence Headquarters rather than in a 
Reserve unit. 


The members of the Supplementary Reserve are not required to perform duty or training except 
when on active service. They provide a pool of personnel with previous military service who 
could be recalled in an emergency. Civilian specialists are also enrolled when there is a defined 
need. 


The Cadet Instructors’ Cadre consists of officers who have undertaken to perform such military 
duty and training as may be required of them, but whose primary duty is the supervision, 
administration and training of Sea, Army and Air Cadets. The Cadet Instructors’ Cadre is the 
Reserve component of the Canadian Cadet Organization through which the Canadian Cadet 
program is delivered. Financial requirements for the Cadet Instructors’ Cadre are included in the 
Canadian Cadet Program requirements. 


The Canadian Rangers is a separate sub-component of the Reserve Force. It consists of unpaid 
volunteers who hold themselves in readiness for service but who are not required to undergo 
annual training. Rangers must be in good health and must be able to live effectively off the land. 
The role of the Canadian Rangers is to provide a military presence in sparsely settled, northern, 
coastal and isolated areas of Canada which cannot conveniently or economically be covered by 
other elements of the Canadian Forces. 
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THE PRIMARY RESERVE 


Naval Reserve 


The Naval Reserve consists of twenty four divisions located across Canada with its headquarters 
in Quebec City, Quebec, and under command of the Chief of the Maritime Staff. The Naval 
Reserve authorized manning level is 4,000 to 5,000 personnel. The primary role of the Naval 
Reserve is Maritime Coastal Defence and the provision of crews for the twelve Maritime Coastal 
Defence Vessels. In addition, Naval Reservists are responsible for Harbour Defence, Naval 
Control of Shipping and augmentation of the fleet. 


Training for the Maritime Coastal Defence task includes coastal surveillance and patrol, and 
mine countermeasures activities such as route survey (ocean floor mapping), mechanical mine 
sweeping and seabed object inspections. Many of the vessels used for the coastal defence task 
are 40 years old and are being replaced by the 12 Maritime Coastal Defence Vessels. The new 
vessel has a multi-role capability in coastal surveillance and defence including a limited mine 
countermeasures capability. 


The Harbour Defence task provides for the defence of ports and anchorages and their immediate 
approaches in times of crisis. It includes provisions for port safety and security, harbour patrols 
and interdepartmental operations. The harbour defence organization consists of four units, two 
per coast. Each team is supported by a diving inspection team. Rigid hull inflatable boats are 
used to conduct the harbour control activities. 


The Naval Control of Shipping task provides a contingency capability to place merchant 
shipping under government control and, if necessary, naval protection. The Naval Control of 
Shipping organization consists of four regional teams, two per coast. 


Militia (Army Reserve) 


The Militia structure, aligned under the Land Force Area concept, is organized into ten Militia 
Brigades with a manning level of 18,500 to 20,500 personnel. There are a total of 133 Reserve 
units and ten Brigade Headquarters under the command of the Chief of the Land Staff. 


The Militia is charged with both war and peacetime missions. In war, units, sub-units or 
individuals provide augmentation to the Regular Force component, and serve as a base for 
mobilization and trained reinforcements. In peacetime, the Militia augment Land Force 
operational deployments; troops and support are provided for peacekeeping and aid to the civil 
power operations; and support is provided to national development projects including ceremonial 
representation for events such as Remembrance Day. 


Air Reserve 


The role of the Air Reserve is to enhance the national emergency capability of the Air yi orce and 
to support the Regular component in ongoing peacetime tasks. The Air Reserve manning level is 
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3,000 to 5,000 personnel comprised of three squadrons, nineteen Air Reserve Augmentation 
Flights and four Air Engineering Squadrons. The Air Reserve is commanded by the Chief of the 
Air Staff. 


With the exception of Aerospace Controller, Air Weapons Controller, Flight Engineer and the 
associated technicians, all other air environment trades are available to Reservists. Most of the 
pilots are former Regular Force pilots as the pilot training program is not generally conducive to 
part-timers (although there are exceptions). The Air Reserve recruiting policy targets 
occupationally qualified personnel, primarily directing recruitment at former members of the 
Regular Force. The second priority is to attract civilian candidates whose qualifications equate 
to those of the required military trades. This approach limits the training requirements to the 
development of basic recruit skills. 


Most Air Command Wings, Squadrons and Flights have or will soon be consolidated as units 
comprised of both Regular Force and Reserve Force personnel. The cost to operate these 
establishments varies only by the employment patterns of its members. The Air Reserve 
component of these units keeps the cost affordable, while the mix of Regulars and Reserves 
allows the optimization of readiness and sustainment levels needed to fulfil the Air Command 
mandate. 


Many Air Reservists have assisted in recent UN operations, providing relief to Regular Force 
support personnel, and air and ground crews. 


Communication Reserve 


Communication Reserve, under command of the Defence Chief Information Officer, consists of 
23 units across Canada with a manning level of 1,000 to 1,500 personnel. The role of the 
Communication Reserve is to provide combat capable augmentees to meet tactical and strategic 
command, control and information systems missions and to provide communication services. 
The Communication Reserve provides both individual and small formed detachments to augment 
the Regular Force. 


Communication reservists have made a significant contribution to command and control 
information systems missions over the past three decades. There are more than one hundred 
members of the Communication Reserve who are employed on full-time service in support of 
Defence Information Services Organization missions performing such functions as 
communication centre operators, technicians and linemen. 


THE CANADIAN RANGERS 


Operational control of the Rangers is delegated to the Commander Canadian Forces Northern 
Area and to the Chief of the Land Staff (who has further delegated control to Commanders of 
Land Force Areas). The Rangers are organized into one hundred and thirty patrols located across 
British Columbia, Yukon Territory, the Northwest Territories, Alberta, Manitoba, Ontario, 
Quebec and Newfoundland. The Rangers perform their tasks without pay, providing a military 
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presence in remote areas in support of sovereignty. The appropriate rate of Reserve pay is paid 
for local training exercises, ground search and rescue and participation in other Canadian Forces 
exercises where they act as guides, advisors and survival instructors. 


RESOURCE SUMMARY 


The Reserve Force provides funding to other activities in addition to the support of the Reserve 
elements. This includes the Ceremonial Guard, the Canadian Forces Small Arms Competition, 
and the Compagnie Franche de la Marine. It should also be noted that the Reserve Force pay 
structure, pay levels and benefits are very different from that of the Regular Force. The Reserve 
Force member is paid at a lower rate than his/her Regular Force counterpart (approximately 
67%); additionally, there is no pension plan or severance package in place, for either full or part- 
time reservists. A new compensation and benefits structure is being developed to address some 
of these issues and it is expected that Treasury Board approval will be received shortly. 


Primary Reserve Full Cost Estimate 


The Primary Reserve accounts for approximately 9.6% of the total Defence Services Program. 
The expenditures are divided into four categories, namely: direct, indirect, attributed and capital. 
This method of reporting is intended to provide greater clarity on the make up of the total costs 
of the Primary Reserve. 


Direct operating expenditures include funds specifically budgeted for the Primary Reserve such 
as pay, travel and goods and services which are locally procured. Indirect operating expenditures 
reflect the Primary Reserve share of Departmental resources which are controlled centrally. 
Included are ammunition, equipment operating costs, clothing and the cost of maintaining 
facilities such as armouries. Attributed expenditures are Departmental overhead costs which are 
allocated, for reporting purposes, to all activities including the Primary Reserves. In reality, 
these costs do not vary directly as a function of activity and would largely be incurred whether 
the Primary Reserve existed or not. Capital expenditures are shown for the year in which 
payments have been made, and do not reflect an amortization of cost over the life of the asset. 
As such, the capital expenditures can vary significantly from one year to the next, depending on 
priorities established within the capital equipment plan.

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CANADIAN CADET PROGRAM 
Objective 


The objective of the Canadian Cadet Program is to develop in young men and women the 
attributes of good citizenship and leadership, promote their physical fitness, and stimulate their 
interest in the sea, land and air activities of the Canadian Forces. 


Mandate 


The Canadian Forces, in accordance with Section 46 of the National Defence Act, will control 
and supervise the Canadian Cadet Organizations (Royal Canadian Sea Cadets, Royal Canadian 
Army Cadets and Royal Canadian Air Cadets) in the implementation of the Cadet Program. In 
carrying out this responsibility, the Canadian Forces shall take into account the known policies 
and objectives of the Cadet Leagues and local sponsors, and shall cooperate with them to the 
fullest extent possible. 


Vision 
The Canadian Forces working with the other stakeholders embrace the following: 


a. a results-oriented and cost-effective Canadian Cadet Organization which makes 
optimum use of entrusted resources to achieve program aims; 


oF a dynamic, innovative Canadian Cadet Organization committed to excellence, 
continuous improvement and mutual respect; and 


Cj a culture which is responsive to change and restraint, reflects the values of 
Canadian society and meets the needs of the Canadian Cadet Organization. 


Management Principles 
While respecting the mandate and capabilities of all partners, the management structure and 
practices will be based on service, empowerment, innovation and accountability. To this end the 


Canadian Cadet Organization will: 


a. promote consultation, communication, participation and innovation as the 
foundation of our leadership and human resource management practices; 


b. delegate increased authority and permit greater managerial flexibility at all levels, 
balanced by attendant accountability for results and the manner in which they are 
achieved; 

‘O encourage innovative decision-making and accept increased risk management, 


guided by the values of good citizenship and the military ethos; 
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d. foster continuous improvement in results and efficiency, and promote a service 
orientation in accomplishing the tasks; 


e. adopt accountability-oriented planning and resource management which link 
objectives and activities with resources, make costs visible, and identify results 
achieved; and 


is foster more cost-effective and competitive activities by confirming the value- 
added practices, exploring service delivery options, considering commercial 
standards, and giving users of internal services increased choice and 
responsibility. 


Structure and Roles 


The Canadian Cadet Program is the only federally sponsored national youth training program for 
12-18 year-old girls and boys in Canada. The program is conducted in partnership with the Navy 
League, Army Cadet League and Air Cadet League, which provide local sponsors for each corps 
or squadron. The Department of National Defence provides Regular Force and Primary Reserve 
support as well as the Cadet Instructors' Cadre, who are charged with the supervision, 
administration and training of the cadets. 


Performance Expectations 


Approximately 60,000 girls and boys in the Cadet Program will benefit from the training given 
or organized by some 1,100 cadet corps or squadrons, 610 cadet bands, 28 summer camps and 
various gliding, sailing and land training schools and centres located across the country. This 
training will develop in young men and women the attribute of good citizenship and leadership, 
promote their physical fitness, and stimulate their interest in the sea, land and air activities of the 
Canadian Forces. During 1996-97, the indirect costs of the Canadian Cadet Program, such as 
base support costs for the maintenance of facilities, centralized logistic services and civilian 
wages in support of the Cadet Program, were determined to provide overall visibility to the total 
cost of the Program. These costs will be reported in future Expenditure Plans and adjustments 
will be made to ensure that the funds are equitably distributed across the country. 
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The funding allocations to the Canadian Cadet Program amount to $95.6 million or 0.9% of the 
total Defence Services Program. The summary below outlines how that funding was allocated.

Performance Accomplishments 


More than 60,000 cadets benefited from Local HQ Training (training within the community) and 
21,000 of these cadets attended summer training courses across the country. Also, as planned, 
most of the indirect Costs (those costs which were previously part of Command budget 
Allocations) totaling some $35M were identified and given visibility by being included in the 
CCO account. This explains why the expenditure figure exceeds the initial forecast amount. 
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NATIONAL SEARCH AND RESCUE PROGRAM 


Section 1: Message from the Executive Director 


Canada boasts one of the most effective national search and rescue (SAR) programs in the world 
despite the daunting challenges created by its expansive size, vast ocean areas of responsibility, varied 
terrain and harsh climate. The cornerstones of Canadian SAR strength are based on cooperation, expertise 
and the myriad facets of multi-jurisdictional partnerships. In the face of challenges of dwindling resources 
and restraints which pose immediate and future threats to the integrity of the existing SAR capability, 
quality SAR services continued to be provided in FY 1996-97. 


In the past year, there have been several distinct accomplishments which should, over time, increase 
the effectiveness, efficiency and economy of search and rescue services in Canada. Federal SAR 
departments are continuing efforts to meet Government requirements to streamline operations and focus 
on direct benefits to clients. 


The accomplishments and considerations listed below re-emphasize the reality that in a country as vast 
as Canada, cooperation and coordination between and amongst a variety of public and private sector 
organizations and individuals is essential and critical for the National Search and Rescue Program (NSP) 
to function. 


Development of the National Search and Rescue Program 

e The Department of Fisheries and Oceans (DFO) formalized its support of its volunteer base through 
the incorporation of the Coast Guard Auxiliary National Council; and renamed the Canadian Marine 
Rescue Auxiliary (CMRA) to the Canadian Coast Guard Auxiliary (CCGA). 

¢ DFO completed the merging and restructuring of the DFO/CCG fleet; and established five regional 
Offices of Boating Safety. 

e The Interdepartmental Committee on Search and Rescue ( ICSAR) approved six strategic needs for 
the New SAR Initiatives Fund (NIF) which were identified in the NIF Effectiveness Study: further 
integration of the NSP; development of data and information; prevention; research and development; 
volunteers; and response. 

¢ 102 projects, sponsored by CH (8); EC (17); DFO (34); DND (25); NSS (3); RCMP (12); TC ( 1), 
received funding under the New SAR Initiatives Fund (56 new and 46 continuing) (value of $6.1 M) 
to enhance prevention and improve Canadian SAR capability. 

¢ ICSAR agreed to assign greater priority to coordinating and planning SAR prevention activities. 

¢ The National Ground Search and Rescue Council of Canada was created, and is comprised of 
provincial and territorial representatives in SAR. It is the first organization of these SAR authorities in 
Canada. 

e The Search and Rescue Volunteers Association of Canada (SARVAC) was formed. SARVAC is a 
distinct association of Ground SAR volunteers in Canada, comprised of representatives of Ground 
SAR volunteers in each province and territory. SARVAC sits as a non-voting member of the Ground 
SAR Council of Canada, as does NSS and RCMP. 


Training and competence development 

¢ Parks Canada revised its Visitor Risk Management Handbook and provided training on Visitor Risk 
Management in three Regions, including a train-the-trainer session for Visitor Risk Management 
Instructors; 17 of 38 national parks and 13 national historic sites completed Public Safety Plans. 
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¢ A National Ground Search and Rescue Manual was developed to assist in the standardization of 
training for volunteers. 

¢ Training efforts continued at both the federal and volunteer levels to improve capability. 

¢ The NSS sponsored its fifth SARSCENE workshop and trade show, for the first time in partnership 
with a volunteer organization (the Nova Scotia Ground SAR Organization) in which providers, 
customers, stakeholders and others participated. Sessions were offered to improve expertise and 
exchange information both on the national and international level. 

e Mr. Mike Daniels, President, CASARA, received the Outstanding Search and Rescue Achievement 
Award for his efforts in establishing CASARA and for his outstanding contribution to SAR over the 
years. 

¢ The Volunteers Review Study confirmed the long standing partnership between the federal 
government and SAR volunteers has been a cost beneficial investment. 

e Transport Canada developed a multi-modal safety management model to provide national standards 
for delivery by its regional offices to clients across the country; and Canada's aviation regulations 
were written to emphasize controlling aviation risk. 


Market development 

e The NSS encouraged alliances with partners to reduce duplication, increase cost-effectiveness and 
improve level of service. 

e Revenues from the SARSCENE workshop participants and trade show registrations, and from 
SARSCENE, the NSS’s quarterly magazine (which began selling advertising in January 1996) 
assisted to offset expenses. 

e The NSS expanded and improved its Web-site to both advertise upcoming events, and to provide and 
exchange information. 


Data information management and technology advances 

¢ Environment Canada implemented a new and versatile numerical model which provides accurate 
environmental parameters for use by forecasters. 

¢ Discussions have begun concerning the consolidation of all beacon registries into one, and the single 
registry is expected to be operational in FY 1997-98. 


Financial considerations 

e All SAR organizations experienced cut backs in resources, some up to 50 percent. This posed 
additional challenges to the present level of service both mandated and demanded. This resource 
reduction is expected to continue to impact on SAR services in the future. Efforts will be made to 
maintain the level of service. 


Difficulties 

¢ Collection of data on SAR incidents continues to improve and requires more commitment from SAR 
providers and standardization of reporting procedures. 

¢ Loss of personnel with SAR expertise and corporate knowledge will continue to be a problem as staff 
leave and budgets are reduced. 

¢ While all SAR practitioners are increasingly aware of applying better business practices to their work, 
SAR does not readily lend itself to developing and introducing one sole efficiency model. 

¢ Cost recovery as a means of lowering the cost of federal SAR services, together with focused efforts to 
lower the costs of operations, remains an issue of concern and discussion for ICSAR. Principles of 
Cost Recovery have been agreed by ICSAR, subject to legal review, and the adoption of a policy of 
federal departments not charging individuals for SAR services after the event is a distinct possibility. 
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Section II: National Search and Rescue Program Overview 


The National Search and Rescue Program (NSP) is a distinct program of government, with overall 
authority, responsibility and accountability for coordination of the Program being delegated to the Lead 
Minister for Search and Rescue (LMSAR) (the Minister of National Defence). The National SAR 
Secretariat (NSS), and the Interdepartmental Committee for Search and Rescue (ICSAR) provides direct 
independent support to the LMSAR for the management and conduct of the National Search and Rescue 
Program. ICSAR is composed of representatives of the following federal departments: Department of 
Canadian Heritage (Parks Canada); Department of Environment Canada (Atmospheric Environment 
Program); Department of Fisheries and Oceans (Canadian Coast Guard); Department of National Defence: 
Solicitor General (Royal Canadian Mounted Police) and Department of Transport. Ontario and Quebec 
SAR activities are coordinated by the Ontario Provincial Police and Stireté du Québec respectively. 


Non-federal involvement in the NSP includes the participation of each province and territory, their 
respective police authorities and a broad base of trained volunteer organizations. The Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police (RCMP), while an arm of the Department of the Solicitor General, continues to coordinate 
the majority of ground and inland water SAR, and perform the SAR function as a provincial or municipal 
police force under contract. 


The objective of the NSP is to save lives by enhancing SAR prevention and provide, throughout 
Canada’s accepted areas of responsibility, effective and affordable SAR services. 


The multi-jurisdictional membership of the NSP poses challenges of negotiation and consensus 
building. ICSAR, the ICSAR Sub-committees and the provinces/territories continue to discuss the 
development of a strategic direction for SAR which will preserve and improve appropriate levels of SAR 
efficiency, effectiveness and economy as budgets decrease. 


National Search and Rescue Secretariat Overview 


During 1996-97, the organization was operating under a new structure which was 25 percent smaller 
than previously. The NSS supports Federal and Non-federal SAR programs with the following key areas 
of activity: Federal Coordination, Non-federal SAR Program, Program Review and Client Services. 


Department of Canadian Heritage - Parks Canada Overview 


Parks Canada’s mandate is to commemorate, protect and present significant examples of natural and 
cultural heritage. Parks Canada is responsible for the planning, coordination, accident prevention and 
delivery of services in 38 national parks, 4 national marine parks and reserves, 131 national historic sites 
and 7 historic canals within 270,000 square kilometres with field units in all regions of Canada. 


Parks Canada assists the Canadian Coast Guard (CCG) search and rescue response in marine areas 
bordering national parks, and provides marine accident prevention programs in areas of water and vessel 
safety, beach patrol and navigation. 


Parks Canada’s SAR program falls under the Use and Enjoyment Business line and includes all work 
related to the provision of public safety through: risk assessments and risk control measures; accident 
prevention programs, plans and policies; and information and advice to assist visitors to national parks, 
national marine conservation areas and reserves, national historic sites and historic canals. 
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Environment Canada Overview 


Environment Canada’s (EC) mandate includes the provision of providing weather forecast and 
warnings to help Canadians safeguard their lives and properties. 


EC involvement in SAR activities comes under its Safety from Environmental Hazards business line. 
The objectives of this business line are to provide weather and environmental predictions, as well as timely 
and accurate warnings of severe weather events and, to prevent or reduce the frequency, severity and 
environmental consequences of emergencies which affect Canada. 


Environment Canada (EC) delivers up-to-date weather, hydrological, sea-state and ice information 
and services for the enhanced prevention of marine, air and land search and rescue incidents as well as for 
search and rescue (SAR) mission support. 


To forecast the weather, it is essential to first analyse the present state of the atmosphere and its 
recent evolution. This is accomplished through the Department’s weather observing network, 
supplemented by data received from other countries via the Global Telecommunication System of the 
World Meteorological Organization. 


The Department also operates an integrated program of meteorological research and development 
(R&D) to better understand atmospheric phenomena and to develop more efficient and reliable techniques 
and technology, such as state-of-the-art numerical weather prediction models, procedures to use super- 
computers to their full capacity, and powerful workstations used to produce and deliver weather services. 
This sustained effort resulted in the development of CANSARP vector drift model in use by the Marine 
Rescue Sub-Centres (MRSCs) and, of the CANERM (Canadian Environmental Response Model) volcanic 
ash dispersion model in direct support to the aviation industry to alert aviators of the movement, altitude 
and intensity of hazardous volcanic ash plumes. 


Department of Fisheries and Oceans - Canadian Coast Guard Overview 


The objectives of the Canadian Coast Guard (CCG) SAR Program are to: 


° save 100 percent of lives at risk; 

° reduce the number and severity of SAR incidents; 

° minimize loss of life, injury, property damage and risk to the environment; 
° support and involve the Canadian Coast Guard Auxiliary (CCGA); 

° maintain the highest professional standards; 

° provide national leadership and effective SAR program management; 
° provide international SAR leadership; 

° maximize SAR system efficiency through innovation; 

° promote volunteers; 

° increase awareness of the SAR program; 

° assist in the development of the NSP; 

° foster co-operative SAR agreements; and 

° provide humanitarian and civil assistance where possible. 


These objectives will help provide an effective SAR service for all those at risk in Canada’s 
marine environment. 
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On April 1, 1995, the CCG merged with the Department of Fisheries and Oceans (DFO). The 
CCG was given administrative control over the former DFO fleet. Fleet restructuring has reduced the 
combined fleets to a size only slightly larger than the old CCG fleet. Many new methods of delivering 
some programs have been implemented along with reductions in other programs. Throughout, search and 
rescue remained as the highest priority of the CCG and DFO. The CCG continues to monitor SAR 
program delivery as fleet restructuring plans continue. Cross training of personnel and multi-tasking 
modifications to vessels continue in order to develop a more multi-capable fleet. 


The CCG relies on approximately 3,400 members and 1,300 vessels of the Auxiliary to augment 
its maritime SAR capability. Additional funding will be required for these new enhanced activities. 


The CCG conducts an extensive prevention program directly targeting those most commonly 
involved in SAR incidents. On this basis, target populations are identified and this program is carried out 
through collaborative efforts between the CCG and various national volunteer groups. Funds are used to 
conduct safety demonstrations, to carry out courtesy examinations, to produce educational marine safety 
video tapes and advertisements, to provide direct contact through a boating safety toll-free telephone line 
(1-800-267-6687) and to provide publications such as the Safe Boating Guide and the Small Fishing 
Vessel Safety Manual. 


The CCG, through the Office of Boating Safety (OBS), has lead responsibility for recreational 
boating safety through regulatory and non-regulatory prevention activities. The Office of Boating Safety 
conducts an extensive prevention program, directly targeting those most commonly involved in SAR 
incidents. On this basis, target populations are identified and this program is carried out through 
collaborative efforts between the CCG and various volunteer groups. Funds are used to conduct safety 
demonstrations; to carry out courtesy examinations; to produce educational marine safety video tapes and 
advertisements; to provide direct contact through a toll-free telephone line for marine retailers; and to 
provide publications such as the Safe Boating Guide and Small Fishing Vessel Safety Manual. In order to 
increase safe operations of vessels and increase the safety of all users of Canadian waterways, the Office of 
Boating Safety is working in partnerships with the recreational boating community, the provinces and 
municipalities to improve existing regulations, to improve compliance and to enhance public awareness 
and education. The OBS also provides a window of access to the Coast Guard for the boating community. 


The Department of Fisheries and Oceans (DFO), through the Canadian Coast Guard (CCG), 
delivers primary marine SAR services for marine and air incidents in areas of federal responsibility, 
through specially-equipped CCG vessels and hovercraft; provides secondary SAR services from its fleet of 
ships and other resources; collaborates with National Defence in coordinating the delivery of SAR 
responses by providing marine expertise to the Rescue Coordination Centres (RCCs) in Halifax, Nova 
Scotia; Trenton, Ontario; and Victoria, British Columbia; operates two Marine Rescue Sub-Centres 
(MRSCs) in St. John’s, Newfoundland and Labrador; and Quebec City, Quebec; and administers the 
Canadian Coast Guard Auxiliary (CCGA), a volunteer organization. 


Department of National Defence Overview 
The Department of National Defence objectives are: the provision of air services; and the effective 
operation of the joint Canadian Coast Guard and Department of National Defence air and marine SAR 


system. 


The Department of National Defence continues to be responsible for: 
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° coordinating, in collaboration with CCG, the delivery of air and marine responses through three 
Rescue Coordination Centres (RCCs) located in Halifax, Nova Scotia; Trenton, Ontario; and 
Victoria, British Columbia, and two Marine Rescue Sub-Centres (MRSCs) in St John’s, 
Newfoundland and Labrador, and Quebec City, Quebec. 


° delivering primary air SAR resources for air and marine incidents; 

° providing a significant level of secondary SAR assistance from its fleet of aircraft and naval 
vessels; 

° supporting the activities of the Civil Air Search and Rescue Association (CASARA), a volunteer 
organization; 

° providing ground SAR teams for air incidents when aircrew and passengers are missing; 

° contributing to the development of technical and operational standards for COSPAS-SARSAT; 
assisting civil SAR authorities when requested; and 

° acquiring and operating the Canadian ground segment components and the Search and Rescue 


Satellite-Aided Tracking (SARSAT) Repeater. 
Transport Canada Overview 


Transport Canada’s mandate is to (TC) provide accident prevention services by developing and 
enforcing policies, regulations, guidelines, standards and recommended procedures aimed at controlling 
risk in marine, air and surface transportation. These activities focus on preventing accidents and incidents 
including those which could require a SAR response. 


The Department's SAR prevention activities are based on consistent national direction from the 
headquarters Safety and Security group which guides regional directors in the application of the 
Department's approved safety standards. 


The Department encourages the use of safe operating practices in the transportation system 
through newsletters, seminars, inspections, and other means. 


In conjunction with the Department of National Defence, Transport Canada funds the Civil Air 
Search and Rescue Association (CASARA), a volunteer group which augments the Department of 
National Defence search forces, and helps promote the use of safe operating practices throughout general 
aviation. 


TC coordinates, with the Department of National Defence, the International Civil Aviation 
Organization and other international organizations to develop standards for aviation and marine 
emergency beacons, and establish regulations for their carriage, maintenance and use. 
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Section III National Search and Rescue Program (NSP) Performance 


Despite difficulties in reductions in budgets and personnel, during the past year 


considerable progress was made to enhance the NSP: 


the SAR Volunteers Association of Canada (SARVAC) was created; it provides an 
organization which can represent all Ground SAR volunteers nationally. 

A manual to standardize Ground SAR operations was developed. 

The Canadian Marine Rescue Auxiliary was re-named the Canadian Coast Guard Auxiliary and 
the Coast Guard Auxiliary National Council was incorporated and given enhanced powers. 

The SAR Prevention Review Study resulted in a greater priority being assigned to coordinating 
and planning SAR prevention activities. Management information will be improved for planning 
and assessing the results of SAR prevention activities and improved SAR prevention services will 
be delivered to the public. 

ICSAR agreed to carry out a review of Intergovernmental cooperation. 

Significant progress was make in developing a framework for a national Ground SAR database; 
performance indicators will take longer to develop. 

The Department of Canadian Heritage (Parks Canada) produced a revised edition of its Visitor 
Risk Management Handbook and provided training on Visitor Risk Management in 3 Regions, 
including a train-the-trainer session for Visitor Risk Management Instructors. 

Environment Canada implemented a new and versatile numerical model which provides accurate 
environmental parameters for use by forecasters. 

The Department of Fisheries and Oceans completed the merging and restructuring of the 
DFO/CCG fleet; and established 5 regional Offices of Boating Safety. 

The Department of National Defence issued the statement of requirements to industry for the new 
SAR helicopters; completed Phase | of the Rescue Coordination Centre (RCC) Automation 
Project to develop a computer system for operations and management; completed a study of the 
Civil Air Search and Rescue Association (CASARA) units and location; and installed a second 
emergency signal processing unit to monitor both geostationary satellites at the Canadian Mission 
Control Centre (CMCC). 

Transport Canada developed a multi-modal safety management model to provide national 
standards for use by its regional offices, which deliver services to clients across the country. 


National Search and Rescue Secretariat Performance 


The National Search and Rescue Secretariat (NSS) role in coordinating the overall SAR policies 


and activities, through its daily interactions with the SAR community at all levels has continued to develop 
and strengthen. The daily coordination, negotiation, liaison of Secretariat staff with current and potential 
SAR partners has heightened the profile and awareness of SAR issues and activities over the past 10 years, 
and has had an impact, throughout Canada and internationally, on improving communications, reducing 
tensions, minimizing duplication, encouraging partnerships, building consensus and enhancing SAR 
performance. 


A summary of the performance during the past year follows: 

the SAR Volunteers Association of Canada (SARVAC) was created providing an organization which 
can represent all Ground SAR volunteers nationally. 

the NSS managed Canada’s membership and policy and technical input into COSPAS-SARSAT , a 
global satellite distress alerting system; and coordinated the team which represented Canada at the 
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International Committee on Alpine Rescue meetings (IKAR). 

¢ 102 projects, sponsored by CH (8); EC (17); DFO ( 34); DND (25); NSS (3); RCMP (12); TC (1), 
received funding under the New SAR Initiatives Fund (56 new and 46 continuing) (value of $6.1 M) 
to enhance prevention and improve Canadian SAR capability 

¢ the NSS continued to develop a fully integrated SAR management information system which will 
function as a clearing house for all available SAR data. 

¢ The quarterly news magazine, SARSCENE, doubled in size (to 22 pages), and introduced advertising 
in January 1996 resulting in a net advertising revenue of $13,000. 

¢ The SARSCENE 96 workshop attracted 620 participants, 38 exhibitors, recovered $39,000 to offset 
onsite expenses and donated $3,326 to Nova Scotia SAR volunteers. 

e extended the availability of the NSS Resource Centre collection of printed and audio-visual SAR 
materials to SAR providers, and others in the search and rescue community. 

¢ The Volunteers Review Study confirmed the long standing partnership between the federal 
government and SAR volunteers has been a cost beneficial investment. Departments have started and 
will continue to communicate more frequently with volunteers, recognize the contribution of 
volunteers, and use volunteer SAR services more often. 

e extended the use of electronic media to distribute SAR information, and maintain and update the 
NSS Internet site. 

e created two new NIF priority categories as a result of the NIF Effectiveness Review: Integration of 
the NSP and management of SAR data and information. 

° expanded alternative funding mechanisms for all NSS SAR information products. 


Department of Canadian Heritage - Parks Canada Performance 


Parks Canada staff responded to 1519 incidents in 1996-97. The distribution by region was: Atlantic 
(324); Quebec (24); Ontario (90); Prairies and Northwest Territories (151); Alberta (704); and Pacific and 
Yukon (226). 


A Canadian, Mr. Clair Israelson, Parks Canada, was selected to receive the Silver Plaque Award for 
Alpine Rescue, an international honor. 


Training on Visitor Risk Management was delivered in three regions by staff trained in FY 1995/96. 
Parks Canada completed public safety plans for numerous parks in the program. As of March 1997, 17 of 
38 national parks had Public Safety Plans completed, 16 national parks had plans in progress, and 13 
national historic sites had completed Public Safety Plans. Public consultation on the revenue strategy for 
Public Safety including cost recovery initiative for SAR was completed. A Situation Analysis and Public 
Safety Communication Plan were also completed. 


Environment Canada Performance 


In its relentless effort to provide timely and accurate weather and environmental information, 
including warnings, to Canadians, EC has implemented a new, versatile numerical model which provides 
accurate environmental parameters for use by forecasters. In addition to being global, this model can be 
run regionally in a high resolution mode and can be coupled with chemical tracer models allowing EC to 
address a variety of air quality issues. EC has obtained funding for the implementation of 29 Doppler 
Radar to allow forecasters to issue timely and accurate weather forecasts and warnings. The network will 
be complete by 2003. 
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On average, Environment Canada (EC) annually produces approximately 200,000 marine forecasts, 
5,000 marine warnings; 400,000 aviation forecasts, 5,000 warnings; 2,000 ice forecasts, 200 warnings; 
500,000 forecasts for public interests, 9,000 warnings. Ice services are provided in partnership with the 
Department of Fisheries and Oceans (DFO), through the Canadian Coast Guard (CCG). EC collects and 
distributes weather observations every hour from over 300 surface stations and close to 400 autostations, 
every six hours from some 400 ships and 35 buoys, twice daily from some 30 upper-air stations, 
continuously from 19 weather radars (including three belonging to the Department of National Defence), 
10 weather satellite receiving stations and, as needed, from more than 5,000 volunteers who assist in early 
detection of severe weather. 


Department of Fisheries and Oceans - Canadian Coast Guard Performance 


The federal SAR objective of the marine element of the National SAR Program is to prevent injury 
and loss of life through search and rescue alerting, responding and aiding activities which use public and 
private resources, including where possible, and directly related to, reasonable efforts to minimize damage 
to or loss of property; and by ensuring appropriate priority to marine safety and prevention measures 
focused on owners and operators most commonly involved in SAR incidents. More details of this 
objective can be found in the Canadian Coast Guard National SAR Manual. 


During the past year, the number of marine SAR incidents were within statistical norms. On average, 
the CCG fleet responds to 40 percent and the Canadian Coast Guard Auxiliary responds to an additional 
25 percent of all SAR taskings. A typical year involves 7,000 incidents of which 700 are distress and 700 
potential distresses. On average, 3,000 people are saved each year and a further 20,000 people are 
assisted. Details can be found in the CCG’s Marine SAR Incidents Annual Report. 


The expansion of volunteer participation in search and rescue is on track. In order to continue to 
meet the long-term objective of maintaining safety, the department established the Coast Guard Auxiliary 


National Council to provide a national focus for the development and enhancement of the auxiliary and its 
participation in search and rescue. 


Five Offices of Boating Safety (OBS) were established across the country. Relations with recreational 
boating clients were strengthened through the establishment of National and Regional Recreational 
Boating Advisory Councils and the involvement of clients, through country-wide workshops, in the 
framing of the long-term direction of the Offices of Boating Safety. The CCG liaised with the United 
States Coast Guard on approaches to vessel licensing. It also became increasingly active in key United 
States fora and shared approaches regarding standards development. Major regulatory initiatives were 
advanced, including a joint CCG-industry overhaul of construction standards, extensive consultations on 
comprehensive improvements to the Small Vessel Regulations, and changes to standards for personal 
flotation devices to encourage increased carriage and wear. The Prevention Program included national 
advertising campaigns, courtesy examinations, safety publications, video and television productions and 
extensive regional efforts tailored to specific client needs. These efforts were delivered in partnership with 
a wide array of partners, manufacturers and a variety of organizations with mandates related to training, 
water safety, and responsible boating. In addition, under the Small Vessel Partnership project, extensive 
consultations were held on recreational boating and boating safety issues, including the implementation of 
a new vessel identification system with Provincial Authorities, users of CCG services and the pleasure 
craft industry. 
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Department of National Defence Performance 


The Canadian SAR Helicopter Project was approved, the Statement of Requirements was issued to 
industry, and the project time lines forecast delivery of the first helicopter in 1999. 


The Rescue Coordination Centre (RCC) Automation Project is in Phase I of its two phase program to 
develop a computer system for operations and management. The prototype was completed by March 31, 
1997 and installed at the RCCs, Marine Rescue Sub-Centres (MRSCs) and the Canadian Coast Guard 
College by March 31, 1998. 


A second emergency signal processing unit at the Canadian Mission Control Centre (CMCC) 
Trenton, Ontario, was installed. It is now possible to monitor both geostationary satellites that provide 
COSPAS-SARSAT alerting data for Canada’s area of responsibility. 


A study was conducted on the location of Civil Air Search And Rescue Association (CASARA) units 
and how these locations compare with the sites of previous SAR incidents. DND will work with the 
CASARA organization to encourage the establishment of the CASARA units in areas where incidents are 
more likely to occur. Another method of achieving more cost-effective support from non-dedicated SAR 
resources will be to provide CASARA training to commercial operators in the North. This will be trialed 
in Iqaluit, Northwest Territories. 


The Canadian Forces (CF) operate the CMCC located in Trenton, Ontario, which processes distress 
beacon data from COSPAS-SARSAT satellites. Due to better reliability of the computer equipment and 
the integration of some of the CMCC Operator functions into the duties of the RCC Controller, the 
number of personnel in this organization has been reduced by three. 


Canada has provided nine SAR Repeaters for installation on American satellites and has established 
the requisite ground segment equipment necessary to service the Canadian SAR area of responsibility. 


The following figure provides statistics for 1996 relating to the level of activity and involvement of 
Department of National Defence and Civil Air Search And Rescue Association (CASARA) in the 
Program's response function:

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Transport Canada 


Transport Canada (TC) developed a multi-modal safety management model to provide national 
standards for use by its regional offices, which deliver services to clients across the country. 


Canada's aviation regulations have been re-written to focus more clearly on controlling aviation risk. 
This undertaking involved all members of the aviation community in a consultative risk management 
endeavor that is expected to reduce the number of aviation-related SAR incidents in Canadian-managed 
airspace. 


TC reviewed the qualification criteria for marine pilotage certificates and compulsory pilotage areas. 

TC developed a quality assurance program that will permit it to maintain adequate safety oversight of 
marine activities, while delegating some ship inspection activities to classification societies, and permitting 
some self-inspection by low-risk companies. TC adopted regulations that require NAV CANADA to have 


an internal safety management program, and which will permit TC to carry out safety inspections and 
audits of the new corporation to ensure its continuing compliance with regulations.

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Annex D - Emergency Preparedness Canada 
EMERGENCY PREPAREDNESS CANADA 


Emergency Preparedness Canada is a civilian organization which supports the Minister in 
carrying out his mandate to "advance civil preparedness in Canada for emergencies of all types ... 
by facilitating and coordinating, among government institutions and in cooperation with 
provincial governments, foreign governments and international organizations, the development 
and implementation of civil emergency plans." Emergency Preparedness Canada derives its 
mandate from the Emergency Preparedness Act, the Emergencies Act, A Federal Policy for 
Emergencies and various Memoranda of Understanding with the provinces and territories and 
other countries. 


The mission of Emergency Preparedness Canada is to safeguard lives and reduce damage to 
property by fostering better preparedness for emergencies in Canada. 


Operating as a Branch of the Department of National Defence, Emergency Preparedness 
Canada supports the "Emergency Preparedness, Humanitarian Assistance and Disaster Relief" 
objective of the Department of National Defence's "Defence of Canada" business line by 
fostering better preparedness for emergencies through the delivery of services in the following 
areas: plans coordination, testing and evaluation; training and education; risk assessment and 
monitoring/warning/reporting of emergencies and, if necessary, coordination of the federal 
response to emergencies; public awareness and information; international civil emergency 
preparedness; and financial assistance through Grants and Contributions. The ultimate result 
of Emergency Preparedness Canada's activities is a state of emergency preparedness in Canada 
that will address, in part, Canadians' expectations with respect to their safety and security. 


To enhance its ability to meet its legislated responsibilities and achieve the desired result in an 
environment of severe fiscal restraint, Emergency Preparedness Canada continues to strengthen 
its leadership role, improve program delivery, increase professionalism in emergency 
management and enhance client awareness of the role of emergency preparedness by seeking 
out cost-sharing partnering alliances with the private and voluntary sectors, implementing new 
communications and training strategies, and increasing its reliance on informatics technology. 


Although Emergency Preparedness Canada has a mandate to stimulate, encourage and 
coordinate emergency planning by other federal departments/agencies and at other levels of 
government, organizations other than Emergency Preparedness Canada are ultimately 
responsible for completed plans and emergency response operations. Consequently, in the 
performance report which follows, measures of Emergency Preparedness Canada's 
performance necessarily focus on the range and extent of its interactions, its development of 
various tools, exercises and training packages to assist the various stakeholders in the 
development of emergency plans in Canada and abroad, and feedback from the stakeholders. 


Highlights of Emergency Preparedness Canada's recent performance, by service line, are 
outlined below: 
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- Plans Coordination, Testing and Evaluation: Emergency Preparedness Canada 
maintains a regional office in the capital city of each province to serve as the focal point of 
contact and coordination of activities between the federal government and the emergency 
measures organizations of the provinces/territories. In 1996-97, these offices successfully 
coordinated federal assistance in their respective regions during emergencies and enhanced 
the state of emergency preparedness in Canada by facilitating the coordination of financial 
aid programs and various other federal/provincial/territorial initiatives, and maintaining 
contact with other stakeholders such as non-governmental organizations, volunteer agencies, 
the private sector, and American officials in bordering US states. In particular, Emergency 
Preparedness Canada's regional officials were instrumental in coordinating the federal 
response to the massive flooding in the Saguenay region of Quebec. The initial coordination 
meeting included representatives of 24 federal departments and agencies. The emergency 
plans of 12 federal departments and agencies were subsequently activated to support the 
provincial government in providing for the health and safety of disaster victims; maintaining 
supplies of food and drinking water; providing support to evacuees and isolated persons; 
restoring important infrastructures; evaluating damage suffered by the agri-food industry; 
supervising the evacuated zone to protect property; and providing financial aid to disaster 
victims. 


In 1996-97, planning coordination was also facilitated through the annual meeting of senior 
federal-provincial-territorial officials responsible for emergency preparedness. Major issues 
considered at the February, 1997 meeting included the development of a disaster recovery 
course, confirmation of the need for a national heavy urban search and rescue capability, and 
discussion on the development of a National Association of Emergency Managers. 

Meetings of this group, and of other groups such as the senior federal interdepartmental 
committee known as the Emergency Preparedness Advisory Committee (EPAC), advance 
emergency preparedness in Canada by providing high-level fora for discussion of policy, 
planning and operational matters of mutual concern. 


Other developments within this service line in 1996-97 included the use of the revised 
National Earthquake Support Plan (NESP) as a prototype for the National Support Planning 
Framework, which is a generic approach to managing the federal effort in any major 
emergency. Work also continued in 1996-97 on the development of the CANATEX 3 
exercise to test, in April 1998, the Federal Nuclear Emergency Plan (FNEP) and its 
interfaces with the plans of Ontario, the United States and the International Energy Agency. 
Spurred by the Oklahoma City bombing and other similar incidents in recent years, 
Emergency Preparedness Canada has also been leading the development of a national Heavy 
Urban Search and Rescue (HUSAR) capability. 


- Training and Education: Under the Federal-Provincial-Territorial Training Strategy, 
which received Ministerial approval in September, 1993 and is being phased in over a five- 
year period ending 31 March 1999, the provinces/territories will progressively assume more 
responsibility for basic and entry-level courses while Emergency Preparedness Canada's 
Canadian Emergency Preparedness College (CEPC) will be delivering more advanced and 
specialist-level training and developing new training packages utilizing alternative forms of 
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learning. This initiative is fostering better preparedness for emergencies by providing better 
training and improved access to training. At the start of the strategy approximately 4,000 
students were receiving some form of training each year. By the end of fiscal 1996-97, this 
number had escalated to over 15,000 students. Full implementation of the Strategy will 
ensure that the 30,000 Canadians who require emergency preparedness and response 
training every year will receive it at no extra cost to the federal government, thereby 
improving program delivery and increasing professionalism in emergency management. 


In addition to the delivery of Emergency Preparedness Canada-sponsored courses, and 
assistance to the provinces and territories in the design and conduct of basic and entry-level 
courses, the College fostered preparedness for emergencies by hosting and/or sponsoring six 
special seminars, workshops and training sessions for other federal departments/agencies in 
1996-97. Instructional staff from the College also assisted Indian and Northern Affairs 
Canada in the design and delivery of eight Basic Emergency Preparedness courses for First 
Nations in Quebec. 


Emergency Preparedness Canada's regional offices were also involved in emergency 
preparedness training and education programs. For example, in 1996-97, regional staff in 
British Columbia conducted 20 earthquake preparedness briefings; in Saskatchewan, 
briefings were given at 12 training courses/seminars/workshops for approximately 375 
candidates; in Ontario, 23 briefings were given at workshops and other training events; in 
New Brunswick and Nova Scotia, regional staff provided briefings at various events, 
including four training sessions sponsored by the provinces. The briefings, workshops, and 
seminars conducted across Canada were an important means of raising the level of 
awareness of, and need for, emergency preparedness and response planning. 


- Risk Assessment and Monitoring/Warning/Reporting of Emergencies and 
Coordinating the Federal Response: Throughout the reporting period, the ability to 
receive and correctly interpret indicators of impending civil emergencies has been key to an 
effective and timely response by the federal government. For example, the Government 
Emergency Operations Coordination Centre (GEOCC) played an important role in the 
provision of timely federal support to the citizens of Quebec during and after the Saguenay 
floods by providing ongoing monitoring, analyses and reporting of this major event. In 
fact, the GEOCC monitored and reported on all significant events which impacted the lives 
of Canadians throughout 1996-97, including the major winter storm which paralysed coastal 
British Columbia during the 1996 Christmas season. The GEOCC continues to develop its 
role as a central location for emergency government operations. It provides operations- 
oriented communications and facilities through which senior departmental officials can 
coordinate support, analyse situations and respond to changing emergency conditions. 
When necessary, any federal department or agency can assemble and provide a coordinated 
federal response to an emergency from the GEOCC. 


With respect to Risk Assessment, a number of projects were undertaken over the reporting 
period to advance knowledge/technology, thereby resulting in better preparedness for 


emergencies. During 1996-97, work progressed in the second year of a four-year project to 
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develop the Natural Hazards Electronic Map and Assessment Tools Information System 
(NHEMATIS). NHEMATIS is a system comprising an electronic natural hazards map and 
a series of risk assessment/search and query tools for distribution to EP professionals, with 
probable commercialization by the end of 1998-99. The first prototype of a digitally-based, 
electronic North American Natural Hazards and Disaster Map (Canada, Mexico and the 
United States) was also produced in 1996-97. Development is continuing and final 
production is expected to be handed over to a commercial sponsor by the end of fiscal 
1997-98. Production and distribution of the international hazards map will enhance 
emergency preparedness awareness in the three NAFTA countries. In addition, with the 
assistance of Simon Fraser University, Emergency Preparedness Canada continued to 
enhance its presence on the Emergency Preparedness Information Exchange in 1996-97 by 
supporting research into the development of virtual emergency management information 
systems (based on the use of terrestrial and satellite Internet-based technologies). 
Emergency Preparedness Canada also carried out a series of policy-oriented short-term 
research projects to enhance emergency preparedness risk assessment/plans/response 
capabilities, including: “Risk and Society”, a project to educate school children about risks 
and enable them to make informed risk decisions in their lives; and “Business Continuity 
Planning in Canada’, an assessment of commercial initiatives in loss reduction programs. 


- Public Awareness and Information: Emergency Preparedness Canada also fosters better 
preparedness for emergencies by enhancing client awareness of the role of emergency 
preparedness. In 1996-97, Emergency Preparedness Canada accelerated the development 
of a national public recognition program called SAFEGUARD to promote partnership and 
joint communications among the private, voluntary and governmental organizations which 
make up the Canadian emergency preparedness community. The program, which was 
launched in the Fall of 1995, includes a national television-radio-print public service 
announcement campaign; several joint publication ventures; and the development on the 
Internet of SAFEGUARD NET which is intended to become a national repository for all 
publicly available emergency preparedness information in Canada. 


A major accomplishment during 1996-97 was the development of a National Public 
Affairs Strategy by a Federal-Provincial-Territorial Communications Group under the 
leadership of Emergency Preparedness Canada to achieve closer cooperation, better 
coordination and more cost-effective use of resources among federal, provincial and 
territorial emergency preparedness organizations in the planning and implementation of 
public awareness programs. A central feature of the Strategy is the National Emergency 
Preparedness Week which, effective 1997, is to be held jointly each year under the 
auspices of Emergency Preparedness Canada and the provincial and territorial emergency 
management organizations. 


- International Civil Emergency Preparedness: International liaison, particularly with the 
United States, is also essential to advance the state of preparedness for emergencies in 
Canada. Canada/US cooperation is conducted under the umbrella of an agreement, signed 
by Emergency Preparedness Canada and the Federal Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA) in 1986, to reduce impediments to cooperation between the two countries. 
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Under this umbrella, there is an active bilateral program addressing a wide range of 
emergency preparedness issues at the national and regional levels. In 1996-97, the annual 
meeting of the CA/US Consultative Group, co-chaired by the heads of Emergency 
Preparedness Canada and FEMA, resulted in the decision to add Prairie and Eastern 
Regional Emergency Management Advisory Committees to those already existing in the 
Central and Western Regions; the signing of the Joint Radiological Emergency Response 
Plan which details the protocols and procedures to be followed in the event of a nuclear 
emergency on either side of the border; and agreement on minor amendments to the 
existing Canada/United States agreement to reflect the addition of the Regional Emergency 
Management Advisory Committees and a number of departmental name changes. 


Emergency Preparedness Canada has also provided the Canadian delegate to the Senior 
Civil Emergency Planning Committee which is the senior NATO Committee reporting 
directly to the Council on emergency planning matters. Subordinate to the Senior Civil 
Emergency Planning Committee are nine functional Planning Boards and Committees, 
including the Civil Protection Committee which is chaired by Canada. Largely due to 
Canadian initiatives, dialogue with the newly-emerging democracies of Central and 
Eastern Europe on civil emergency issues has been included in the Work Plan of the North 
Atlantic Cooperation Council and in the Partnership for Peace program. Emergency 
Preparedness Canada has signed Memoranda of Understanding on the exchange of 
emergency management information with the Czech Republic and the Ukraine. 


- Grants and Contributions: Emergency Preparedness Canada administers four 
Contribution programs and one Grant program to encourage emergency preparedness and 
response activities, assist in the recovery from emergencies/disasters and enhance federal 
influence in the sphere of emergency preparedness and response. Through the cost-shared 
Joint Emergency Preparedness Program, the federal government, in consultation and 
cooperation with provincial and territorial governments, contributes to projects which 
enhance the national emergency response capability. The federal contribution is 
negotiated in each case and the amount of funding provided depends upon the nature of the 
project, other projects under consideration and the amount of funds available. The federal 
contribution will exceed $4.6 million for 1996-97. 


Payments made under the Disaster Financial Assistance Arrangements assist the provincial 
and territorial governments in cases where the cost of dealing with a disaster would be 
greater than they could reasonably be expected to bear. At the request of the 
province/territory and in accordance with a formula based on population, federal payments 
are made to help restore public works to their pre-disaster condition and to facilitate the 
restoration of basic, essential, personal property of private citizens, farmsteads and small 
businesses. 


In 1996-97, Disaster Financial Assistance Arrangements payments in excess of $144 
million were made as follows: Quebec received a final payment of $6,147,256 for 
damages caused by a 1988 PCB fire in St. Basile le Grand; an advance payment of 
$12,000,000 for damages caused by a 1988 earthquake in the Saguenay-Lac-Saint-Jean 
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area; and two separate advance payments of $50,000,000 each for the severe damage 
caused by the 1996 Saguenay flood. New Brunswick received $3,500,013 as a final 
payment for a flood that occurred in Perth-Andover in 1993. Alberta received an advance 
payment of $8,000,000 for damages incurred by severe flooding in High River, Pincher 
Creek, Lethbridge and Medicine Hat in 1995 and a final payment totalling $8,431,331 to 
cover damages incurred as a result of the 1986 flood in North Central Alberta, the 1987 
Edmonton tornado, the 1988 Calgary flood, the 1988 Slave Lake flood, and the 1990 
rainstorm in South Central Alberta (Red Deer, Rocky Mountain House, and Caroline) and 
Northwestern Alberta (Grande Prairie and Peace River). British Columbia received an 
advance payment of $1,000,000 for flood damages which occurred in the East Kootenay 
region and in the municipalities of Sparwood, Fernie and surrounding areas in June 1995, 
and another advance payment of $1,000,000 for damages which occurred as a result of 
flooding in the Southwestern region of the province in November, 1995. The Northwest 
Territories received a final payment of $504,871 for damages caused by the 1995 forest 
fires in the Sahtu region, affecting Fort Norman, Normal Wells, Yellowknife and the 
community of Deline. Newfoundland received a final payment of $29,958 for damages 
caused by flooding on its west coast in 1990 and an advance payment of $450,000 for 
damages incurred as a result of a 1995 storm on the Burin Peninsula. Manitoba received 
an advance payment of $1,500,000 for flood damage which occurred in 1995 along the 
Red, Souris and Assiniboine Rivers, below the Shellmouth Dam, and Saskatchewan 
received an advance payment of $1,600,000 for damages caused by a 1995 flood in the 
Carrot River, Moosomin, Assiniboine and White Sand areas. 


Under the Workers' Compensation for Volunteers who are Injured or Killed while 
Carrying Out Emergency Services Work program, the federal government has entered into 
bilateral agreements with most provinces and territories, whereby the federal government 
reimburses the province/territory for 75% of the costs of compensation awards to 
registered volunteer emergency site workers who are injured or killed in the course of 
emergency service training or work. Compensation awards totalled $119,463 in 1996-97. 


In conjunction with several other departments, Emergency Preparedness Canada has also 
contributed to the Royal Society of Canada to subsidize their work with the Canadian 
National Committee with respect to Canada's support for the United Nation's International 
Decade for Natural Disaster Reduction. The Contribution Agreement associated with this 
initiative has been extended to 31 March 2000, ensuring that the total federal contribution 
remains at $45,000 annually until the end of the decade. 


Emergency Preparedness Canada's one Grant program is the Stuart Nesbitt White 
Fellowship which is designed to encourage disaster research and emergency planning in 
Canada and to develop a number of professionals in the field. Fellowships have been 
awarded annually to students to pursue post-graduate studies related to emergency 
preparedness. Funding for this program is set at $54,000 annually. In 1996, the funds 
were used to assist a student in the design of an information system that will serve as a 
decision-making tool for emergency managers in the event of a disaster. 
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Perhaps the best measure of the state of emergency preparedness in Canada is what happens 
when a major emergency, such as the flooding in the Saguenay region of Quebec, occurs. In 
the wake of that disaster, municipal, regional, provincial, federal and non-governmental 
organizations mounted a coordinated, successful response to the disaster. While it would be 
difficult to attribute the success of that operation to any single factor, it does provide an 
indication of Emergency Preparedness Canada's success in fulfilling its mission to safeguard 
lives and reduce damage to property by fostering better preparedness for emergencies.

To date, benefits derived through partnering alliances and an increased reliance on technology 
have enabled Emergency Preparedness Canada to continue to deliver its program within an 
environment of shrinking resources. 
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COMMUNICATIONS SECURITY ESTABLISHMENT AND THE NATIONAL 
CRYPTOLOGIC PROGRAM 


Agency Overview and Mandate 


The Communications Security Establishment is an agency of the Department of National 
Defence. CSE was established in 1946 and became part of the Department of National Defence 
in 1975. As Canada’s national cryptologic agency, the Communications Security Establishment 
forms part of the intelligence and security infrastructure supporting the Government of Canada. 
In this capacity, the Communications Security Establishment accomplishes its mission through 
two distinct but related cryptologic program components: signals intelligence and information 
technology security. 


Signals Intelligence is the collection and study of, and the production of intelligence reports 
from, foreign radio, radar and other electronic emissions. Signals intelligence provides unique 
and timely information on the intentions, capabilities and activities of foreign states, 
organizations or persons. This intelligence is used by policy makers to resolve issues relating to 
the defence of Canada, or the conduct of its foreign affairs and trade. The Communications 
Security Establishment receives assistance in the conduct of signals intelligence activities from 
the Canadian Forces Supplementary Radio System which operates from a number of stations in 
Canada. 


The Information Technology Security program’s mission is to deliver solutions which help the 
federal government achieve an appropriate level of security for its telecommunications and 
automated information systems. The Communications Security Establishment helps to protect 
the government’s sensitive information assets and the privacy of citizens. In addition, the 
Information Technology Security program, through its association with industry, contributes to 
the development of a national Information Technology Security capability which provides 
employment at home and export opportunities abroad. To fulfill its mandate, this program has 
five specific objectives: 


@ to furnish advice, guidance and services to the government on the planning, 
acquisition, installation, and procedures for use of secure communications systems; 


® to supply cryptographic keying material, devices and documentation; 
@ to conduct research, development and evaluations on the security aspects of 
automated information and communications systems, with a view to advising 


clients on the security of these systems and their application in government; 


@ to advise and guide Canadian industry in developing secure communications and 
electronic data processing systems for government requirements; and 


@ to provide advice, guidance and services for the protection of the security and 
privacy interests of Canadians in the transactions of electronic commerce. 
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ACCOUNTABILITY 


The Minister of National Defence is answerable to Parliament for all the Communications 
Security Establishment’s activities. The Minister approves capital spending for the 
Communications Security Establishment and major spending recommendations made to 
Treasury Board. The Minister also approves the Communications Security Establishment’s key 
policy initiatives and is responsible for Communications Security Establishment issues in 
Cabinet. 


Two Deputy Ministers, the Security and Intelligence Coordinator in the Privy Council Office and 
the Deputy Minister of National Defence, are responsible for ensuring that the Minister is fully 
informed of the Communications Security Establishment’s activities. The Security and 
Intelligence Coordinator is accountable for the Communications Security Establishment’s policy 
and operations, and the Deputy Minister of National Defence is accountable for administrative 
matters affecting the Communications Security Establishment . 


The Communications Security Establishment reponds to foreign intelligence priorities approved 
by Ministers. As well, the Communications Security Establishment responds to specific 
departmental requests of event-driven intelligence needs of the government.
